MAYOR’S ADDRESS — 1957 


Lansing has just completed another satis- 
factory and progressive year. 


The City’s economic position is exceed- 
ingly strong. Our industries report record 
production of merchandise and materials. 
Ta aaa has been maintained at a high 
evel. 


As we move into this and future years, 
we find problems and decisions to be made, 
and plans laid to continue our City’s prog- 
ress, Our responsibilities and those of ad- 
ministrations which follow us cannot look 
back. Everything must be planned for the 
future years and generations. 


Modern day progress demands this. The 
world and our own community continues to 
move forward and we must keep ahead— 
not abreast of progress. If we content our- 
selves only with the present, we will be 
failing in our responsibilities and duties 
to those of our community who look to us 
to keep Lansing in the forefront. 


This is a period of population growth for 
Lansing and the areas which surround it. 
It is a period of demand for services which 
we must render. 


Our planning looks beyond the confines 
of our city limits to an urbanized develop- 
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ment embracing an area twice or three 
times the present acreage of Lansing. 


New areas for development of residential, 
recreational and schools must be planned 
for the future. 


The Board of Water and Light has had 
a busy year keeping up with the growth of 
Lansing and surrounding territory. 


A new boiler plant, replacing boilers 
installed thirty years ago, was put in 
operation to supply steam to the downtown 
area and to the main Oldsmobile plant. 
Three boiler units were installed in a new 
building addition to Moores Park station. 


Work was started on a 44,000 KW elec- 
tric generator addition to the City’s Moores 
Park Station. Contracts totaling six mil- 
lion dollars have been made for this work. 


A cooling tower to cool river water for 
re-use in the condensers at Moores Park 
was placed in operation this past summer. 


This involved an expenditure of $300,000. 


Cedar Street electric substation was en- 
larged by 7500 KW and a new electric sub- 
station was installed on West Willow Street 
near the Belt Line Railroad. These sub- 
stations involved an expenditure of $350,000. 


New street lights, most of them boule- 
vard lights, on streets recently curbed and 
blacktopped called for an expenditure of 
slightly more than $100,000. 


In the water department a new calcining 
plant was placed in operation which will 
reburn the lime removed from the water 
in the softening process, so that the re- 
burned lime can be used again in the 
softening process. This will result in more 
economical operation and will eliminate the 
necessity of providing a new sludge pond 
for lime removed from the water. The 
present sludge pond, located on the bank 
of the Cedar River between the C & O 
Railroad and Grand Trunk Railroad tracks 
east of the City, is filled to near capacity. 


The City has now operated the former 
Landel Water System for more than a year 
and has extended water mains in that area 
to the extent of five and one-half miles, 
three miles of which were outside the city 
limits. A total of five and one-half miles 
of water mains were extended inside the 
city limits which included two and one 
half miles in territory formerly served by 
Landel. Expenditures for water mains 
amounted to $291,000. 


A total of 892 new water services were 
installed during the year, divided about 
equally between those inside the city limits 
and those outside the city limits. 


The Public Service Department had a 
busy year. A great amount of progress 
was made on our street and trunk line 
projects. The Saginaw grade separation is 
on schedule and should be opened in June 
of this year. 


f 
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Main Street was also paved and widene 
from Logan Street to the west city limit 
and the Main - St. Joe one-way system com 
pleted. 


Sufficient land was acquired to ope 
Grand Avenue from Saginaw Street t 
Madison Avenue. 


We paved almost six miles of street 
with blacktop during the past year. Thi 
work is done with money from the weigh 
and gas tax and no assessment is made fo 
this improvement. 


Ten miles of curb and gutter was cor 
structed. 


Ottawa Street from Cedar to Larch wa 
opened and paved and Jerome Street wa 
widened on the south side from Holme 
to Ferguson as well as a number of othe 
smaller street improvements. 


Several new _ subdivisions were serve 
with sewers and drains and several ne\ 
sewers were constructed to relieve ove) 
taxed sections. 


The past year saw our first complet 
year of operation of the Landel Syster 
purchased a year ago. This system i 
expanding and the City is making headwa 
in its operation. 


Five new parking lots were developed b 
the City this year. They have served we 
and are a part of the growing parkin 
plans of the City. 


Our garbage division continued its ou’ 
standing work, as did our sewage dispos: 
plant in handling increased loads. 


Approximately six miles of sidewalk wa 
built. Ice control crews used more tha 
4,600 tons of salt in making our street 
safe to drive upon. 


During the coming year, in addition t 
the opening of the Saginaw Street Bridg: 
and grade separation, several other impo) 
tant projects will be undertaken. 


The making of Cedar and Larch Stree’ 
one way operation from Liberty Street o 
the north to the south of Kalamazoo Stree 
together with the necessary resurfacing an 
cut overs will be accomplished. 


The Larch Street grade separation shoul 
be started this summer. 


The East Main Street project has bee 
temporarily halted but it appears certai 
now that the Michigan State Highwa 
Department will use this important loc: 
tion for a busness connection with tl 
new U. S. 16 By-Pass route. The cor 
struction work on this new and much neede 
by-pass will start in the near future. 


The East Michigan Avenue widening jc 
should get underway this summer, as soo 
as Saginaw Street is opened. 


Contracts will soon be let, by the Sta 
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oard of Aeronautics, for the Administra- 
ion Building at the Airport. 


Work on the new City Hall is rapidly 
rogressing. The Police and Municipal 


ounty Offices, in the City Hall, are ex- 
remely inadequate to properly care for the 
reatly expanded business and activity that 
any of our people engage in each day of 
he week. It is our hope that a mutual 
cooperative plan betwen City*and County 
fficials can be inaugurated to alleviate this 
ituation. 


The Traffic Commission reports improve- 
ent in the accident and fatality record 
or the year 1956. 


Plastic markers were installed at thirteen 

owntown intersections. An experimental 
‘hot” plastic crosswalk was applied at 
apitol and Michigan Avenues. These 
lastic markers are reflectorized and give 
ear around guidance to pedestrians. 


The changeover from yellow to red stop 
igns was completed in the early part of the 
ear. About 965 signs were involved. 


As of December 31, 1956, there were 
,038 street meters and 558 meters in City 
arking lots. 


For 1957 the Traffic Commission is plan- 


ecidents at intersections, and comprehen- 
ive studies of a few arterial heavy traffic 
horoughfares. Automatic’ counts will be 
epeated again this year. 


1957 should just about complete the traffic 
ignal modernization for the entire City. 
hile this was originally set up as a three- 
ear program it is running into the fourth 
ear. All vehicular signals will be over- 
ead and pedestrian signals will be used 
here pedestrian volumes warrant. Effec- 
ive January 1, 1958, state law will require 
hat all vehicular signals be suspended over 
he intersection. 


The good progress made and being made 
in off-street parking, by public and private 
interests, will aid materally in handling 
he increased vehicular traffic. 


Building construction in residential and 
non-residential buildings totaled nearly 15 
illion dollars, 


The Park Board is to be congratulated 
or the work they now have under way in 
the Frances Park district. The Board has 


River. There will be an increasing appre- 
ciation of this unusual river section as 
the parks are developed and facilities pro- 
vided for the public’s use of the property. 
The City again expresses its thanks to the 
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generosity and vision of J. H. Moores whose 
gift of land and funds has provided the 
City with two beautiful park properties, 
the Moores Park swimming pool and now 
funds for the improvement of the Frances 
Park acreage. 


May I call attention to the City’s need for 
an all purpose recreation building, a 
municipal stadium, an artificial ice rink 
and other major recreation facilities. Such 
gifts lift the City from the commonplace 
and provides a wonderful and continuous 
service to the youngsters of the City and 
the adults as well. There can be no finer 
or more appreciated monument, and I 
again express my thanks for the many 
generous contributions made for the benefit 
of our citizenry. 


Two new park buildings have been added 
this year, including the pavilion at Frances 
Park and the park shelter building at the 
St. Joseph Street Park. 


The City, through the Park Board, is 
making its first direct contribution to the 
senior citizens program as now provided at 
the Reo Union Hall on River Street and 
it would seem advisable and desirable to 
expand this program materially. 


The program now being sponsored by 
the Forestry Division of the Park Board, in 
its battle to protect the elm trees of our 
City from the ravages of the Dutch elm 
disease, should have the wholehearted sup- 
port and cooperation of the City and of 
private property owners. 


The Board of Police and Fire Commis- 
sioners added 15 new employees. The police 
safety record for the year was very good. 
Total accidents were down 33 1/3 per cent 
her 1955 and other accident records were 
ower. 


The Fire Department handled 345 build- 
ing fires, made 657 inhalator calls and the 
fire loss for the year was extremely low— 
slightly over $206,000. 


The City Plan Commission approved 10 
new plats and gave tentative approval to 
several others. Only a very few areas, 
suitable for platting, are within our bound- 
aries. Much additional work has been done 
on the master plan, which when com- 
pleted will give helpful guidance for the 
orderly development of our urbanized area 
that, according to reliable forecasts, will 
be the home of 250,000 people by 1980. 


The Civic Center Commission reports 
a very busy and progressive year. More 
than 500,000 people attended functions at 
the Center last year and, if advance book- 
ings are a criterion, this number will be 
greatly exceeded this year. 


The government of Lansing is entrusted 
to the care of many of its citizens and 
throughout its nearly one century of exist- 
ence the standards of our governmental 
operation have proven to be exceptionally 
good. Lansing stands well at the top of 
the list of Michigan cities in the matter 
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of government, growth, public service, edu- 
cation, labor relations, business and indus- 
try and over-all wholesome community 
progress. 


I am indeed grateful to the Council, 
employees, members of the various boards 
and commissions, the press and radio peo- 
ple, and all who have had a part in shaping 
the destiny of the good community in 
which we live.

SHALL BE TREATED AS IF THEY 
WERE PAID BY THE CITY; PROVIDED 


BENEFITS. His said retirement allowance 
shall begin as of the date his written appli- 
cation for same is filed with the Board, 
but not prior to (1) his attainment of age 
sixty (60) years, or (2) his retirement from 
County service, whichever is later. In the 
event the said member withdraws all or 
part of his accumulated contributions from 
the annuity savings fund he shall thereupon 
cease to a member and he shall forfeit 
all his right in and to a deferred retire- 
ment allowance provided for in this para- 
graph.

2. No chattel mortgage liens or other 
liens which might attach to the fixtures or 
real estate are shown in the abstract so 
no opinion is given as to that type of lien. 


8. The rights of tenants in possession 
are notice of their claim, and their rights 
should be determined. 


4. No survey accompanies the abstract 
and as a consequence I am unable to deter- 
mine whether or not there are any en- 
croachments on the property. It should 
be noted, however, that The Thoman Mill- 
ing Company is the title holder to only 
538 feet of this property instead of 61 feet.

ORDINANCE 


The following ordinance was introduced 
by Alderman Bradshaw, read a first and 
second time by its title and referred to the 
Committee on Ordinances. 


An Ordinance to provide for the control 
of the Dutch Elm Disease, so-called; to 
provide for the removal and proper dis- 
posal of any trees so diseased; to provide 
for the inspection of trees or parts thereof 
located on private property to determine the 
existence of (1) the Dutch Elm Disease, 
or (2) Bark Beetle carriers of the disease, 
or (8) breeding places for said beetles; to 
provide for removal and proper disposition 
of such materials; to provide for the assess- 
ing of costs of such removal and disposal 
against the private property on which such 
trees or parts of trees are located. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Any elm tree affected with the 
fungus Ceratostomella ulmi Dutch Elm Dis- 
ease, so-called, or any dead or dying elm 
tree, or stored elm logs, or elm wood, which 
could harbor and/or become a_ breeding 
place for the American and/or European 
Bark Beetle, the two known carriers of the 
disease, is hereby declared to be a public 
nuisance and it shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm, or corporation to maintain the 
same on their property after proper notifi- 
cation, as provided in Act No. 72 of the 
Public Acts of 1945 (C.L. 1948, Section 
286.251 et seq.) and the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Agriculture Regulation No. 613 as 
amended. 


Section 2. Any such trees, or elm wood, 
located on’ public lands within the limits of 
the City of Lansing shall be removed at 
city expense, in accordance with Ordinance 
17, Section 2. 


Section 38. The City Forester, or author- 
ized employees of the City Park Board, may 
enter upon private property to make such 
- field inspections, including the removal of 
specimens for laboratory analysis, as may 
be necessary to determine the presence of 
the fungus and to locate any elm material 
‘that might serve as a iar edad place for 
‘said bark beetles. 
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Section 4. After determination of infec- 
tion by the laboratory of the Plant Industry 
Division of the Michigan State Department 
of Agriculture, the City Forester may by 
written notice give the property owner a 
definite time, but not less than 10 days, to 
remove, treat, and dispose of the infected 
tree by fire or approved practice. If the 
work is not satisfactorily completed by 
that time, then and in that case, the City 
Forester, authorized employees of the City 
Park Board, of authorized agents may enter 
upon the property and remove, treat, and 
destroy the infected tree, by fire of ap- 
proved practice and assess the costs against 
the property. 


Section 5. After inspection of private 
property the City Forester may require by 
written notice the removal of dead or dy- 
ing limbs on elm trees, or of dead elm 
trees or of elm wood stored on the property. 
If such notice is given, the owner will be 
given a reasonable and definite time to 
comply with the order, but not less than 
10 days. If the work is not satisfactorily 
completed within that time, then and in 
that case, the City Forester, authorized em- 
Pployees of the City Park Board or author- 
ized agents may enter upon the property 
and make the necessary trimming or re- 
movals, properly treat the wood and bark, 
make proper disposal of the same and assess 
the costs against the property on which the 
trees or parts of trees are located.

PEACE AND GOOD ORDER 


An ordinance to preserve the peace and 
good order of the City of Lansing. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Conduct Prohibited. 


Section 1. No person shall be a dis- 
orderly person in the City of Lansing. 


Disorderly Person Defined. 


Section 2. For the purposes of this ordi- 
nance, a disorderly person shall be any 
person who shall do any act or engage in 
any practice hereinafter enumerated and 
any person who shall aid and abet another 
to do any such act or engage in any such 
practice. 


(1) Be under the influence of alcoholic 
liquor or any narcotic drug, or drink any 
alcoholic liquor, in any public street, alley, 
park, or place. 


(2) Engage in any indecent, insulting, 
immoral, or obscene conduct in any street, 
alley, park, or in any public place. 


(8) Discharge any firearms, air rifle, bow 
and arrow, or sling shot, crossbow, or other 
dangerous weapon, or have any such dan- 
gerous weapon in his possession in any 
public street, park, or place, except the 
same be licensed as required by law or 
securely wrapped or encased. 


(4) Engage in any window peeping. 


(5) Beg in any public place, either by 
vocal solicitation, by sound, by printed or 
written sign, or by posture or placement of 
the body. 


(6) Swim or bathe in the nude in any 
public place. 


(7) Utter any vile, blasphemous, vulgar, 
or obscene language in any street, alley, 
park, or public place or in such a way as 
to subject the public or any man, woman or 
child to such language. 


(8) Tell or pretend to tell fortunes for 
hire, gain, reward, or profit, whether by 
means of cards, tokens, trances, inspection 
of the hands or skull, mind reading, con- 
sulting the movements of the heavenly 
bodies, or otherwise; or for hire, gain, 
reward or profit, pretend to enable another 
to recover lost or stolen property, pretend 
to give success in any business, enterprise, 
speculation, or game of chance, or induce 
any person to dispose of property in favor 
of another. 
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(9) Make any immoral exhibition or in- 
decent exposure of his or her person. 


(10) Publish, sell, offer for sale, give 
away, exhibit, or possess for such purpose 
any obscene, indecent, or immoral book, 
pamphlet, paper, picture, film, statuary, 
image, representation, or phonograph rec- 
ord or other type of record or recording. 


(11) Wilfully destoy or damage or in any 
manner deface, destroy, injure, or tamper 
with any property not his own, or mark or 
post hand bills on, or in any manner mar 
the walls of any public building, or any 
fence, tree, or pole within the city, or 
take, or meddle with any property belong- 
ing to the City of Lansing, or

place where it may be kept, placed, stand- 
ing, 


r stored, without authority from the 
superintendent of public works, fire chief, 
or other official custodian of said property. 


(12) Accost, molest, or otherwise annoy, 
either by word of mouth, whistle, or by 
sign or motion, any person in any public 
place. 


(13) Spit on any sidewalk, or in any 
public passenger conveyance, public place, 
or place of public assemblage, except into 
receptacles placed there for such purpose. 


(14) Engage in any disturbance, fight, 
or quarrel in any public place. 


(15) Loiter in or about any street, alley, 
park, public place, or public building, or 
collect or stand in crowds or arrange, en- 
courage, or abet the collection of persons 
in crowds for illegal or mischievous pur- 
poses in any street, alley, park, or public 
place, or public building. 


(16) Jostle or roughly crowd persons in 
any street, alley, park, or public building. 


(17) Conduct himself or herself in any 
public place so as to obstruct the free and 
uninterrupted passage of the public. 


(18) Attend, frequent, operate or be an 
occupant or inmate of any place where 
prostitution, gambling, the illegal sale of 
intoxicating liquor, or any other illegal or 
immoral business or occupation is per- 
mitted or conducted. 


(19) Engage in prostitution or solicit or 
accost any person for the purpose of in- 
ducing the commission of any illegal or 
immoral act. 


(20) By means or use of the telephone 
to disturb, or tend to disturb the peace, 
quiet, or right of privacy of any other per- 
son or family by repeated and continued 
anonymous or identified telephone messages 
intended to harass or disturb the person 
or family to whom the call is directed; or 
by a single call or repeated calls, to use 
obscene, profane, indecent, or offensive lan- 
guage, or suggest any lewd or lascivious 
act over or through a telephone in this 
city; or to attempt to extort money or 
other thing of value from any person or 
family by means or use of the telephone; 
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or to threaten any physical violence or harm 
to any person or family; or to repeatedly 
and continuously ring the telephone of any 
person or family with intent to disturb or 
harass them; provided, however, that the 
normal use of the telephone for the pur- 
pose of requesting payment of debts or 
obligations or for other legitimate business 
purposes shall not constitute a violation 
hereof. 


(21) Knowingly transport any person to 
a place for the purpose of enabling such 
person to engage in prostitution, gambling, 
illegal sale of intoxicating liquor, or in 
any other illegal or immoral act. 


(22) Keep or maintain, or permit the 
use of, a gaming room, gaming table, 
gambling equipment or any policy or pool 
tickets, to be used for gaming or gambling 
on any premises occupied or controlled by 
him; eonduct or attend any cock fight or 
dog fight; or place, receive, or transmit 
any bet on the outcome of any race, contest, 
or game of any kind whatsoever. 


(28) Permit or suffer any place occupied 
or controlled by him to be a resort of noisy 
or boisterous persons. 


(24) Disturb the public peace and quiet 
by loud, boisterous, or vulgar conduct or 
words; or by improper diversion. 


(25) Obstruct, resist, hinder, or oppose 
any member of the police force, or any 
peace officer in the discharge of his duties 
as such. 


(26) Wander about the streets or alleys 
or other public places, or upon private land, 
either by day or night without any visible 
lawful means of support or without being 
— to give a satisfactory account of him- 
self. 


(27) Enter any garden or orchard, located 
within the city, without the consent of 
the owner or tenant, or his agent, and 
there cut down, damage, destroy, eat, or 
carry away any portion of said garden, or 
orchard, including any growing thing, crop, 
tree, timber, grass, seed, soil, fertilizer, 
water supply, tool, implement, fence, or any 
other protective device or any other thing 
used for the development, cultivation, main- 
tenance, and use of the aforesaid gardens 
or orchards. 


(28) Disturb any service of worship or 
any other assembly gathered for a lawful 
purpose. 


(29) Turn in any false alarm of fire. 


(30) Knowingly sell, give, or furnish 
liquor or beer any drunken person, 
intoxicated, or disorderly person, or to any 
habitual drunkard. 


(31) Register at any hotel, rooming 
house, trailer camp, tourist home, motel, 
or other place offering overnight accom- 
modations to the public, under an assumed 
name, or as the wife or husband of any 
person to whom he or she is not legally 
married. 
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Pornographic Literature to Constitute Nui- 
sance, 


Section 38. Whenever any person shall 
be convicted of or plead guilty to the 
charge of being a disorderly person in vio- 
lation of sub-section (10) of Section 2 of 
this ordinance, any obscene, indecent, or 
immoral book, pamphlet, paper, picture, 
film, statuary, phonograph record or other 
type of record or recording, image, or repre- 
sentation in the possession of such person 
at the time of his arrest shall constitute a 
public nuisance and shall be seized by the 
police chief or his agent and forthwith 
destroyed. 


Fingerprinting. 


Section 4. It is hereby made the duty of 
the Chief of Police, forthwith upon the 
arrest of any person charged with any 
violation of this ordinance, to take the 
fingerprints of the person so charged, 
which, together with other descriptions and 
data concerning such person, shall be filed 
with the history of the offense so charged. 


Penalty. 


Section 5. Any person who shall violate 
any of the provisions of this ordinance, 
upon conviction thereof, shall be punished 
by a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars 
($100.00) or by imprisonment for a period 
of not more than ninety (90) days, or by 
both such fine and imprisonment, within 
the discretion of the court.

ORDINANCES 


The following ordinances were introduced 
by Alderman Bradshaw, read a first and 
second time by its title and referred to the 
Committee on Ordinances. 


STREETS AND PUBLIC 
IMPROVEMENTS 


An ordinance relating to streets and pub- 
lic improvements, regulating the use and 
development thereof in the City of Lansing ; 
providing for assessment of expense relat- 
ing to streets and public improvements; 
providing for the installing and mainte- 
nance of bridges; providing for paving and 
sewer taxes; providing for enforcement 
and penalty for violation thereof; providing 
that invalidity of part shall not affect the 
validity of remainder. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. The City Council shall have 
power to treat for and obtain release of the 
right of way of any street, intended to be 
opened or laid out by them; and whenever 
any person or persons owning the land 
through which a street is intended to be 
opened, shall release to the city, the right 
of way, by deed or otherwise, and any such 
release shall be recorded in the book of 
street records, by order of the City Council, 
the same shall become a public highway. 


Section 2. The City Council shall have 
power in accordance with the provisions of 
this charter to cause arches and bridges, 
wells, pumps, and reservoirs to be built in 
any part of the city; to improve any street, 
avenue, highway, alley, or public grounds, 
by grading, parking, guttering, curbing, 
graveling, paving, macadamizing or repair- 
ing, or mending the same, or any part 
thereof, and by covering the same, or any 
part thereof, with cement, stone, brick, 
plank or other material; to provide for the 
construction of sidewalks and crosswalks; 
and to cause any lots, blocks or lands with- 
in the city on which or any part of which, 
water shall stand and become stagnant to 
be raised, filled or drained. Whenever the 
City Council shall order any improvements 
that are mentioned in this section, or any 
section of this ordinance, (except the con- 
struction or repair of sidewalks) and do 
not determine by resolution that the whole 
or some portion of the expense of any such 
improvement shall be defrayed by the city 
or ward, then such expense shall be assessed 
and levied upon the lots, premises and sub- 
divisions thereof which are in front of or 
adjoining such street, sidewalk or other 
improvement, that may be ordered by the 
City Council, or upon the lots, blocks or 
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lands which may be in whole or in part 
filled or drained. The tax may be and 
remain a lien upon the land, and if not 
paid the land may be sold therefor, in the 
same manner as provided for ordinary city 
taxes. Provided, that where the grade of a 
street or sidewalk shall have been hereto- 
fore or shall hereafter be established, and 
improvements shall thereafter be made by 
the owner or occupant of adjacent prop- 
erty in conformity thereto, such grade 
shall not be changed without compensation 
to the owner for all damages to such prop- 
erty resulting therefrom, to be ascertained 
by agreement or by a jury. Provided fur- 
there, that in case of curbing any street 
either a majority of the owners of property 
on any such street, or the owners of lands 
having a major portion of the frontage on 
any such street, or the portion of the street 
proposed to be curbed, shall first petition 
for such curbing. 


Section 3. The Council may regulate the 
use of the public highways, streets, ave- 
nues, and alleys of the city, subject to the 
right of travel and passage therein. It shall 
have authority to prescribe the stands for 
all vehicles kept for hire, or used for trans- 
portation of persons or property for hire; 
to designate the places where loads of wood, 
coal, hay, and other articles’ may stand 
for sale; to regulate traffic and sales in the 
streets and upon the sidewalks, to regulate 
or prohibit the display, use or placing of 
signs, advertisements, banners, awnings, 
posts, in or over the streets, and to regu- 
late, prohibit or license the use of tele- 
graph, telephone, electric light, or power 
poles, or wires, in or over the streets, or of 
electric or power wires under the streets; 
to pohibit immoderate riding and driving 
in the streets or over bridges; to regulate 
or prohibit all such sports, amusements, 
proceedings and gathering of crowds in the 
streets, as may interfere with the lawful 
use thereof, or render travel or passage 
therein inconvenient or unsafe; to pro- 
hibit and prevent the running at large of 
horses, cattle, swine, dogs, geese and other 
domestic animals or fowls, in the street or 
elsewhere in the city, and to impose penal- 
ties upon the owners or keepers thereof, 
permitting the same, and to require and 
authorize the destruction of dogs found at 
large, contrary to the ordinances of the 
city ; to cleanse and purify the streets; and 
to prohibit, prevent, remove and abate all 
nuisances therein, and to require’ the au- 
thors and maintainers thereof to remove the 
same; and generally to prescribe and en- 
force all such police regulations over and 
in respect to the public streets, as may be 
necessary to secure good order and safety 
to persons and property in the lawful use 
thereof, and to promote the general wel- 
fare; and in addition to all other powers 
herein granted, the City Council shall have 
the authority and power, to regulate and 
establish the line upon which buildings may 
be erected upon any street, lane or alley 
in the city, and to compel such buildings to 
be erected upon such line, by fine upon the 
owner or builder thereof, not to exceed 
five hundred dollars. 


Section 4. Whenever the City Council 
shall determine that the whole or any part 
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of the expenses of the public improvement, 
shall be defrayed by an assessment on the 
owners, or occupants of houses and lands 
to be benefited thereby, it shall declare 
the same by an entry in its minutes, and 
after ascertaining, as it may think proper, 
the estimated expense of such improvement, 
it shall declare by any entry in its minutes 
whether the whole, or what portion thereof 
shall be assessed to such owners and occu- 
pants, specifying the sum to be assessed, 
and the portion of the city which it deems 
to be benefited by such improvements; the 
cost and expenses of making the estimates, 
plans and assessments incidental thereto, 
shall be included in the estimated expense 
of such improvement: Provided, that in 
case of grading any street, either a majority 
of the residents owning property on any 
such street or the owners of lands having a 
major portion of the frontage on, any such 
street, or the portion of the street to be 
so graded, shall petition for such grade. 
If, after the survey and estimate of the 
expenses of said grade shall have been made, 
and before a contract is entered into by 
the city, for the grading of any such street, 
or any work begun thereon, a majority of 
such property owners and the owners of a 
major portion of the frontage on such street, 
shall remonstrate against said grade and 
pay the expenses of the survey and its 
estimates, such grade shall not be made 
unless petitioned for again, and then not 
until after one year from said first petition. 


Section 5. Pursuant to the order of the 
City Council the assessor shall make an 
assessment upon all lands within the por- 
tion of the city so designated, of the amount 
of expense, in case of construction of 
sewers and drains or of the opening of 
streets or alleys in proportion as nearly as 
may be to the benefits which each shall be 
deemed to acquire by the making of such 
improvement, and in case of grading, grav- 
eling, paving and all other street improve- 
ments, shall be according to foot frontage, 
and shall make out an assessment roll in 
which shall be entered the names of persons 
and the description of the property assessed, 
and the amount assessed to each person 
respectively ; and in case any lots or par- 
cels of real estate shall belong to a non- 
resident, or the owner or owners are un- 
known, the same shall be entered accord- 
ingly, with a description of such lots or 
premises, as is required by law in assess- 
ment rolls made by supervisors of town- 
ships, with the amount assessed thereon, 
which assessment roll shall be subscribed 
by them and returned within two weeks 
to the City Council unless such time be 
extended by resolution of said City Council. 


Section 6. Upon such return being made 
and filed, the City Clerk shall cause notice 
to be published ina daily newspaper of the 
city, for at least five days, or upon the 
city bulletin boards, in such manner as 
shall be prescribed by the City Council, 
giving a general description of the section 
or the portion of the city determined by 
the City Council to be benefited by such 
improvement, and that the Council will 
at a time and place designated in said 
notice, meet and review said assessment 
roll. 
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Section 7. At the day appointed for that 
purpose, and such other days as the hearing 
shall be adjourned to, the City Council 
shall hear the allegations and proofs of all 
persons, who may complain of such assess- 
ment, and may rectify and amend the said 
assessment list in whole or in part, or may 
set the same aside and direct a new assess- 
ment, either by the same person or by such 
other person, as the City Council shall 
appoint for that purpose; and in such case 
the same proceedings shall be had, as are 
herein provided upon the first order of the 
assessment; or the City Council may ratify 
and confirm such assessment without any 
corrections, or with such corrections there- 
in as it may deem proper. 


Le 
Section 8. Every corrected assessment, 
8 


o ratified and confirmed by the City Coun- 
cil as aforesaid, shall be final and con- 
clusive. Within ten days after such assess- 
ment shall have been ratified the Mayor 
shall affix to such assessment and tax roll 
his warrant for the collection thereof, 
which warrant shall direct the City Treas- 
urer to collect the same on or before the 
last day of such month as shall be pre- 
scribed by the resolution of the City Coun- 
cil, which time shall not be less than forty 
days, and the said assessment and tax 
roll, with the warrant of the Mayor so 
annexed, shall be delivered to said Treas- 
urer within five days after such warrant 
shall be so annexed to said roll. Said 
Treasurer shall thereupon be authorized to 
levy and collect the same by distress and 
sale of any personal property in possession 
of the person chargeable with such tax. 
Provided that if a majority of the resident 
taxpayers owning property in any paving 
or sewer district wherein any paving or 
sewer shall have been ordered pursuant to 
the provisions of this ordinance and liable 
for taxation for any such paving or sewer, 
shall, prior to the order of the City Coun- 
cil directing the Mayor to attach his war- 
rant to such tax roll for the collection of 
such taxes, petition the City Council for 
an extension of time of payment of such 
taxes, it shall be within the power of the 
City Council by resolution to extend the 
time of payment of any such special assess- 
ment so that the same may be levied, col- 
lected and paid in three, five or ten in- 
stallments, as shall be determined by the 
City Council in such resolution. If such 
special assessment be divided in three in- 
stallments, one-third as near as may be 
shall be levied by the assessor of such city 
upon the next succeeding tax roll, one-third 
in one year, and one-third in two years 
thereafter. If such special assessment shall 
be divided into five installments, one-fifth 
as near as may be shall be levied by said 
assessor upon the next succeeding tax roll, 
one-fifth in one year, one-fifth in two years, 
one-fifth in three years, and one-fifth in 
four years thereafter. If such special as- 
sessment shall be divided into ten install- 
ments, one-tenth as near as may be shall 
be levied by said assessor upon the next 
succeeding tax roll and one-tenth of such 
assessment each year thereafter until the 
entire amount has been so assessed. Pro- 
vided, further, that the City Council may 
by a two-thirds vote of the councilmen- 
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elect grant the extension of time for the 
payment of taxes herein provided for with- 
out any petition therefor when such action 
shall be deemed necessary. Such taxes, 
together with interest until paid at the 
rate of six per centum per annum from 
the time of the confirmation of such spe- 
cial assessment roll or from such date 
thereafter as shall be fixed by the City 
Council shall be collected by the Treasurer 
of the city upon the warrant of the Mayor 


in the manner herein provided. The city. 


shall have a lien for the total amount of 
such taxes and interest, which lien shall 
attach to the property liable for the same 
from and after the date of the warrant 
for the collection of the whole or the first 
installment thereof, and shall remain until 
all installments are fully paid. If the City 
Counci] shall have borrowed money and 
issued its bonds to pay for any paving 
or sewer, for which extension of time of 
payment of taxes therefor has been granted 
by the City Council, such taxes annually 
paid by property owners benefited, together 
with such sum raised and collected by the 
city for that purpose, shall be received and 
kept by the City Treasurer in a special 
fund to, be known as “* 
Street Paving Fund,” or “* 20-02 
Sewer Fund,’ and the taxes so collected and 
placed to the credit of said fund shall be 
used for the purpose of paying the bonds 
issued for said paving or sewer, and for no 
other purpose, and shall be applied as the 
City Council shall direct. 


Section 9. Should any special assessment 
prove insufficient to pay for the improve- 
ment or work for which it was levied, and 
the expenses incident thereto, the Council 
may within the limitations prescribed for 
such assessments, make an additional pro 
rata assessment to supply the deficiency, 
and in case a larger amount shall have 
been collected than was necessary, the 
excess shall be refunded ratably to those 
by whom it was paid. 


Section 10. When any special assessment 
for public, local or other improvements, or 
for any other purpose, authorized by the 
ordinance shall have been made, as in the 
ordinance provided, and the tax roll for the 
same shall have been delivered to the 
Treasurer for collection, the same shall 
be a lien upon the premises upon which it 
was assessed, from and after the date of the 
warrant, for the colleciion thereof, and 
the Treasurer collecting such tax, may levy 
on and collect the same from any personal 
property in the possession of that person, 
chargeable with such tax, in the manner 
required by law, and in case sufficient per- 
sonal property cannot be found whereon to 
levy and collect such tax, the Treasurer 
shall, within five days after the time pre- 
scribed by his said warrant for the col- 
lection thereof has expired, make a report 
to the City Clerk of the sum or sums, and 
interest, as the case may be, due and so 
remaining unpaid, which he has not col- 
lected, together with the description of the 
premises assessed for such unpaid taxes; 
and the City Clerk within five days there- 
after, shall in like manner, notify the 
Assessor of the amount of such taxes, and 
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the description of the premises assessed and 
chargeable with such tax, who shall assess 
such unpaid taxes on such premises, in the 
tax roll of the proper ward next thereafter 
to be made. Real property exempt from 
taxation by law, or exempted by the Board 
of Review, as hereinafter provided, shall, 
nevertheless, and with or without valuation, 
be subject to taxation for special improve- 
ments, the same as other property, and 
such tax or taxes shall then be _ levied, 
collected .and returned, and the said prem- 
ises may be sold or forfeited for non-pay- 
ment of the ordinary city taxes. 


Section 11. It shall be within the power 
of the Council, to direct and empower the 
Mayor and Clerk, to issue and negotiate 
for and in behalf of the city not exceed- 
ing five per cent. per annum interest bear- 
ing notes, free of taxation, for the aggre- 
gate amount of any paving taxes, the time 
for the payment of which has been ex- 
tended beyond the year of the date of the 
original warrant for their collection. Such 
notes shall be made payable at the office of 
the City Treasurer, and fall due at such 
times as the council shall determine such 
taxes can be collected, and the proceeds of 
said notes, shall be deposited with the City 
Treasurer, and by him disbursed on the 
order of the Council, in payment of the 
cost and expenses of any pavement, on 
account of which they have been issued, 
and for no other purpose whatsoever, and 
the proceeds of such extended taxes, when 
collected, shall be used for the payment of 
said notes and for no other purpose what- 
soever. 


Section 12. Whenever any special assess- 
ment, to defray the expense of any improve- 
ment shall, in the opinion of the City 
Council, be invalid, the City Council may 
vacate and set the same aside; and when 
any such special assessment shall be so 
vacated, or shall be held invalid by the 
judgment or decree of any court of com- 
petent jurisdiction, the City Council may 
from time to time, until a valid assessment 
is made, cause a new assessment to be made 
for the purpose for which the original 
assessment was made, and in the manner 
provided for making the original assess- 
ment; and whenever the tax or any part 
thereof, assessed upon any lot or parcel 
of real estate by the original assessment 
set aside or held invalid as aforesaid, has 
been paid, and shall not have been refunded, 
it shall be the duty of the Treasurer, to 
apply said payment upon the reassessment 
on said lot or parcel of real estate, and 
to make a minute thereof, upon the new 
assessment roll, and such reassessment shall, 
to the extent of such payment, be deemed 
paid and satisfied, after which no part of 
the amount paid on the original assessment, 
shall be refunded unless the amount paid 
as aforesaid, exceeds the amount of the 
reassessment, in which case the excess shal] 
be refunded, and the person, or his legal 
representative, who paid the same, shall be 
entitled to the amount to be refunded. Al] 
the provisions of this ordinance making spe- 
cial assessments a lien upon the lots and 
parcels of rea] estate enforced therein, and 
also those relating to the collection of spe- 
cial assessments, shall apply to the reassess- 
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ments. The provisions of this ordinance 
shall apply to assessments heretofore made, 
as well as to those which shall hereafter be 
made. 


Section 18. Whenever any special assess- 
ment shall not have been collected within 
the life of the Mayor’s warrant, affixed to 
the assessment roll, and shall not have been 
vacated or held invalid, the Mayor may 
affix a new warrant to such assessment 
roll, extending the time for the collection 
of the same so long as the Council shall 
direct, and may continue to affix new 
warrants to any assessment roll, from time 
to time, under the direction of the Council, 
until the assessment is collected or returned. 
And whenever any special assessment roll 
shall be hereafter ratified and confirmed, 
and the time of payment of such special 
assessment shall not have been extended 
over a term of years, and such special 
assessment shall not have been collected 
within the life of the Mayor’s first war- 
rant, affixed to such special assessment 
roll, and shall not have been vacated or held 
invalid, there shall be added to and paid 
and collected with such tax or assessment 
on each particular parcel or description of 
land, or any undivided share thereof, a 
penalty of one per cent. per month or 
fraction thereof, computed from the time 
of the expiration of the Mayor’s first war- 
rant affixed to such roll, until paid or 
required by law to be returned as delinquent 
to the County Treasurer. 


Section 14. The Board of State Auditors 
shall allow the City of Lansing such sum 
or sums of money, as shall be in proportion 
to the assessment upon adjoining property 
for any improvements made under this 
ordinance, upon any street upon which any 
block or parts of a block of land belong- 
ing to the state shall abut, and the auditor 
general, on the presentation to him of any 
such account, duly allowed, shall draw his 
warrant on the State Treasurer therefor. 


Section 15. The City Council is author- 
ized to assess the lands of non-residents, 
and unoccupied lands of the city, their 
just proportion of the expenses of all im- 
provements in said city, in the same man- 
ner, and the amounts so assessed may be 
collected in the same manner, as assess- 
ments for improvements of other lands. 


It shall in all cases be the duty of the 
owner of every lot or parcel of land in the 
city, to keep the sidewalks adjoining his 
lot or piece of land in good repair, and also 
to remove and clear away all snow and ice 
and other obstructions from such sidewalks, 
and it shall be his duty to build sidewalks 
in front of or adjoining his premises. If 
any owner shall fail or neglect to construct 
a sidewalk adjoining his lot or parcel of 
land, within such time, not less than twenty 
days, as the City Council shall by resolu- 
tion determine, after the same shall have 
been ordered by the City Council, or shall 
fail to keep the said sidewalk in good 
repair, the City Council may, without fur- 
ther notice, cause the same to be done, and 
said construction or repair may be paid 
for out of the contingent fund of the city, 
and the Council may assess such expense 
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as a special tax on such lands in the next 
general assessment rolls of the city, and 
such amount so added shall be a lien on 
the premises in the same manner as the tax 
to which it is added, and may be collected 
and enforced, and if not paid or collected, 
the land may be sold therefor in the same 
manner as for general city taxes. All 
sidewalks built shall be made of such mate- 
rial, and be constructed in such manner 
and of such width, as the City Council shall, 
by a general ordinance, resolution or other- 
wise direct. 


Section 16. The City Council shall have 
power to provide for the construction and 
repair of sidewalks by general contract, or 
in such other manner as it shall determine. 


Section 17. In all cases of special assess- 
ments for local improvements, no order or 
warrant shall be issued that will in the 
aggregate exceed the total expenses of such 
improvements, and in no case shall orders 
be issued while the work is in progress, 
with the exception of sundry expenses to a 
greater amount than three-fourths of the 
expense made at the time of issuing the 
same to be ascertained from the sworn 
estimates of the City Enginer or other per- 
sons employed by the Council for that 
purpose and no orders shall be paid except 
out of funds provided therefor. In case 
of any reassessment the whole amount so 
reassessed shall not exceed the whole 
amount necessary to defray the expense 
of the improvement for which such re- 
assessment is made, with the accumulated 
interest thereon. Whenever orders are 
issued for payment of expenses in connec- 
tion with such construction for which spe- 
cial funds are created and there is no 
money in the combined special construction 
funds for the payment of the same, the 
City Treasurer shall upon the presentation 
of the order by the claimant or his assigns, 
stamp on the face of such order the date of 
presentation, and a statement that such 
order will bear interest thereafter at a 
rate of not exceeding six per cent to be 
prescribed by the City Council. Such inter- 
est shall cease after four days from date of 
notice by the City Treasurer that there is 
sufficient money in the combined special 
construction funds to pay such order; said 
notice may be given to the contractor or 
his assigns personally, or in such manner 
as the City Council may direct. 


Section 18. All bridges within the limits 
of the city over the Grand, Cedar and 
Sycamore rivers, and such other bridges, 
as a majority of the City Council-elect, shall 
by resolution determine, shall be built and 
kept in repair by and at the expense of the 
city. 


Section 19. No lands or premises shall 
hereafter be laid out, divided and platted 
into lots, streets and alleys within the 
city, except by permission and approval 
of the Council, by resolution passed for 
that purpose; nor until such streets and 
alleys shall have been graded according to 
the plans and specifications of the City 
Engineer, approved by the Council by reso- 
lution adopted for that purpose; nor until 
the owner or owners thereof shall file 
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with the City Clerk a correct survey, 
plan and map of such grounds and the sub- 
division thereof, platted and subdivided, as 
approved by the City Council and made to 
its satisfaction, showing also the relative 
position and location of such lot, streets 
and alleys with respect to the adjacent 
lots and streets of the city, nor shall any 
such plat and dedication of the streets and 
public grounds thereon, be recorded in the 
office of the Register of Deeds, until a 
certificate has been indorsed thereon by the 
City Clerk under the seal of the city, show- 
ing that such plat and dedication has been 
approved by the Council; nor shall the city 
by reason of such approval, be responsible 
for the improvement, care and repairs of 
such streets and alleys, excepting such as 
the Council shall accept and confirm by 
ordinance or resolution as in this ordinance 
provided. 


Section 20. No title shall be gained as 
against the City of Lansing, to any street, 
lane, alley, common, public square or other 
public property in the city, or any part 
thereof, by reason of lapse of time, en- 
croachment, enclosure or adverse possession 
of the same. 


Section 21. In all cases which have here- 
tofore arisen, or may hereafter arise, when 
any public improvement up any street, or 
the construction of any public sewer, has 
been commenced, under color of any author- 
ity from the Council, and the same shall 
have failed of completion because of any 
incurable legal defect in any of the pro- 
ceedings taken in the inception or prose- 
cution of such public improvement, or in 
the inception or prosecution of the con- 
struction of such public sewer, which defect 
invalidates the whole proceedings in rela- 
tion thereto; or because of any such defect 
any levy on, or distress of, property to 
collect an assessment made for the purpose 
of defraying the expense of such public 
improvement, or the expense of the con- 
struction of such public sewer, shall be 
set aside and adjudged void by the court, 
and judgment shall be rendered against the 
city, at large, the Council shall have full 
power, and it shall be its duty, to institute 
new proceedings for the purpose of com- 
pleting such public improvement, or such 
public sewer, and for levying and collecting 
all necessary assessments for the purpose 
of defraying the expenses: thereof, and of 
all moneys legally paid or required to be 
paid, by said city at large in relation there- 
to. 


Section 22. Such proceedings shall be 
instituted and prosecuted in relation to such 
public improvement, or such public sewer, 
in the same manner as if no proceedings 
had previously been instituted for the same 
purpose, and all expenses of and incident 
to said assessment, shall be assessed upon 
that portion of said city which the Council 
may deem benefited by such public im- 
provement or public sewer; and out of the 
money collected from such assessments, the 
city shall reimburse itself on account of 
the’*money paid, or required to be paid by 
the city at large, mentioned in the preced- 
ing section. Provided, that in any such 
subsequent assessment all persons who shall 
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have paid any previous assessment for the 
same public improvement or public sewer, 
and such assessment shall not have been 
refunded by the city, or judgment obtained 
against the city on account of the same, 
shall be credited therefor upon such sub- 
sequent assessment, 


Section 23. If any section, provision or 
part thereof in this ordinance shall be ad- 
judged invalid or unconstitutional by a 
court of competent jurisdiction, then such 
adjudication shall not affect the validity of 
the ordinance as a whole, or any section, 
provision or part thereof not so adjudged 
invalid or unconstitutional. 


SEWER, DRAIN AND WATER 
COURSES 


An ordinance relating to sewers, drains 
and water courses; regulating the use and 
development thereof in the City of Lansing, 
providing for main and special sewer dis- 
tricts ; providing for special assessments for 
the cost thereof; providing for notice of 
intention to construct and hearings of ob- 
jections; providing for the method for 
petition for same; providing that invalidity 
of part shall not affect the validity of 
remainder. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. The City Council may estab- 
lish, construct, repair and maintain sewers, 
and drains whenever and wherever neces- 
sary, and of such dimensions and materials, 
and under such regulations as it may deem 
proper, for the drainage of the city; and 
private property or the use thereof, may be 
taken therefor, in the manner prescribed in 
the ordinance for taking such property for 
public use. But in all cases where the 
Council shall deem it practicable, such 
sewers and drains shall be constructed in 
the public streets and grounds. 


Section 2. The City Engineer shall have 
supervision and charge of the construction 
of all sewers and drains. 


Section 8. Whenever it may become 
necessary in the opinion of the Council, 
to provide sewerage and drainage for the 
city, or any part thereof, it shall be the 
duty of the City Engineer to devise, or cause 
a plan of drainage to be devised for the 
whole city, or for such part thereof as the 
Council shall determine. 


Section 4. Such plan shall under the 
direction of the Council be formed, with 
a view to the division of the city into main 
sewer districts, each to include one or 
more main or principal sewers, with the 
necessary branches and connection; said 
districts to be numbered and so arranged, 
as to be as nearly independent of each other 
as may be. Plats or diagrams of such plan 
when prepared, shall be submitted to the 
Council for its approval, and filed in the 
office of the City Engineer. 


Setcion 5. Main sewer districts shall be 
subdivided into special sewer districts, in 
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such manner that each special district shall 
include one or more lateral or branch 
sewers, connecting with a main sewer, and 
such lands as in the opinion of the Council 
will be benefited by the construction there- 
of. When deemed necessary, special sewer 
districts, to include one or more local or 
branch sewers, and such lands as in the 
opinion of the Council will be benefited by 
the construction thereof, may be formed of 
territory not included in any main sewer 
district. The Council may provide for main 
or trunk sewers without reference to sewer 
districts. In such case, diagrams or plats 
of such main or trunk sewers shall be 
recorded in the office of the City Sin nes 
in the book of sewer records. 


Section 6. There shall be kept posted in 
a book of sewer records in the office of the 
City Engineer, an abstract of all proceed- 
ings of the Council relating to any sewer, 
and the plans thereof. The provision shall 
also apply to sewers heretofore constructed. 


Section 7. The cost and expenses of 
establishing and making any main or trunk 
sewers, constructed without reference to 
sewer districts, shall be paid from the gen- 
eral sewer fund, excepting such portions 
thereof, as the Council shall deem to be of 
benefit to private property, which property 
shall be described and the benefits thereto be 
determined, assessed and taxed, in the same 
manner as herein provided for other public 
improvements. Such part as the Council 
shall determine, being not more than one- 
sixth of the cost and expenses of any main 
district sewer, or of the cost of any lateral 
branch or local sewer, constructed within 
a secial sewer district, shall be paid from 
the general sewer fund, and the remainder 
of such cost and expenses, shall be defrayed 
by special assessment, upon all the taxable 
lands and premises included within the 
main or special sewer district as the case 
may be, in proportion to the estimated 
benefits accruing to each parcel respec- 
tively, from the construction of the sewer. 
Assessments according to the benefits as 
aforesaid, may be made without reference 
to any improvements or building or build- 
ings upon the land. 


Section 8. Before proceeding to the con- 
struction of any district sewer, the City 
Engineer shall cause a diagram and plat 
of the whole sewer district to be made, 
showing all the streets, public grounds, 
lands, lots and subdivisions thereof in the 
district, the proposed route and location of 
the sewer, and the depth, grade and dimen- 
sions thereof, and shall make an estimate 
of the cost. The City Clerk shall thereupon 
give notice by publication, either once in a 
daily newspaper printed and circulated in 
said city, or posted on the three city bul- 
letin boards in each ward affected thereby, 
of the intention to construct such sewer, 
and where said diagram and plat may be 
found for examination, and of the time 
when the Council will meet and consider 
any suggestions and objections that may 
be made, by parties interested with respect 
to such sewer. 


Section 9. When the Council shall deter- 
mine to construct any such district sewer, 
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it shall so declare by resolution, designating 
the district and describing, by reference to 
the plat or diagram thereof mentioned in 
the preceding section, the route and loca- 
tion, grade and dimensions of the sewer, 
and shali determine in the same resolution, 
what part of the estimated expenses of the 
sewer shal] be paid from the general sewer 
fund, and what part shall be defrayed by 
special assessment, according to benefit; 
and it shall cause such plat and diagram, 
as adopted, to be recorded in the book of 
sewer records. 


Section 10. Special assessments for the 
construction of sewers, shall be made by 
the City Assessor, and shall be approved 
by the Council, and otherwise treated in the 
same manner as special assessments for 
public improvement. 


Section 11. When the owners of a major 
portion of the lands, or when a majority 
of the owners of the lands liable to taxa- 
tion, in any sewer district, or part of the 
city which may be constituted a sewer dis- 
trict, shall petition for the construction of 
a sewer therein, the Council may direct the 
City Engineer to construct a district sewer 
in such location, and if the lands including 
the line of such proposed sewer are not 
within any sewer district, a district shall be 
formed for that purpose. In other cases 
sewers shall be constructed in the discretion 
of the Council. 


Section 12. Whenever the Council shall 
deem it necessary for the public health, it 
may require the owners and occupants of 
lots and premises, to construct private 
drains therefrom, to connect with some 
public sewer or drain, and thereby drain 
such lots and premises, and to keep such 
private drains in repair and free from 
obstruction and nuisance. If such private 
drains are not constructed and maintained 
according to such requirement, it may 
cause the work to be done at the expense 
of such owner or occupant, and the amount 
of such expense shall be a lien upon the 
premises drained, and may be collected by 
special assessment to be levied thereon. 


Section 13. The owners or occupants of 
lots and premises, shall have a right to 
connect the same at their own expense, by 
means of private drains, with the public 
sewers and drains, under such rules and 
regulations as the Council shall prescribe. 


Section 14. Such part of the expenses of 
providing ditches and improving water 
courses, the Council shall determine, may 
be defrayed by special assessment upon the 
lands and premises benefited thereby, in 
proportion to such benefits. 


Section 15. The expenses of repairing 
public sewers, drains, ditches, and water 
courses, may be paid from the general sewer 
fund, or in such other manner, as the City 
Council may prescribe. 


Section 16. The Council may enact such 
other ordinances as may be necessary, for 
the protection and control of the public 
drains, water courses, ditches and sewers, 
and to carry into effect the powers herein

conferred in respect to drainage of the 
city. 


Section 17. The City Council shall have 
authority to afford sewerage and drainage 
to property owned by the state of Michigan, 
and the state of Michigan shall pay such 
portion of the expense thereof, as may be 
agreed upon between the City Council and 
the Board of State Auditors, and the City 
Council shall have authority to enter into 
any agreement or contract with said Board 
of State Auditors, for paying such proper 
proportions of the expense of connecting 
with the sewers and drains of the city, as 
they may mutually deem proper. 


Section 18. If any section, provision or 
part thereof in ordinance shall be adjudged 
invalid or unconstitutional by a court of 
competent jurisdiction, then such adjudica- 
tion shall not affect the validity of the ordi- 
nance as a whole, or any section, provision 
or part thereof not so adjudged invalid or 
unconstitutional. 


CITY TAXES 


An ordinance relating to City taxes, pro- 
viding for the collection thereof; providing 
for penalty if not paid within a date cer- 
tain; providing that said penalty shall be 
a lien against property and providing for 
transfer of taxes together with penalty to 
the tax roll; providing that invalidity of 
Lt shall not affect the validity of remain- 

er. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. All taxes levied for City pur- 
poses paid on or before the 3lst day of 
August shall be collected by the City Treas- 
urer, without additional charge. The Treas- 
urer shall add to all taxes paid after the 
3ist day of August a four (4) per cent 
penalty. Such added penalty shall belong 
to the City and shall constitute a charge 
and shall be a lien against the property 
to which the taxes themselves apply, col- 
lectible in the same manner as the taxes 
to which they are added. 


Section 2. The City Assessor shall trans- 
fer to the December tax roll all City taxes 
remaining unpaid on the first day of Novem- 
ber together with a penalty tax of four (4) 
per cent of the sum of the total taxes 
assessed against each particular description 
of land or personalty in a column provided 
for that purpose, 


Section 3. If any section, provision or 
part thereof in ordinance shall be adjudged 
invalid or unconstitutional by a court of 
competent jurisdiction, then such adjudi- 
cation shall not affect the validity of the 
ordinance as a whole, or any section, pro- 
vision or part thereof not so adjudged in- 
valid or unconstitutional.

Honorable Members: 


On Thursday, April 11, 1957, representa- 
tives of the Michigan State Highway De- 
partment, the L. A. Davidson Company, the 
City Engineer, the Assistant City Engineer, 
and the undersigned, met at Pennsylvania 
Avenue and Saginaw Street to work out 
a detour so that construction in the inter- 
section can be completed in a minimum 
amount of time. 


All possibilities were discussed and the 
detour shown on the attached sheet was 
decided upon as the best. 


North-south traffic on Pennslvania Ave- 
nue will be maintained. The west half of 
the boulevard will be used for both north- 
south traffic with one lane in each direc- 
tion through the intersection while the 
east half is under construction. The east 
half of the boulevard will be used for both 
north-south traffic with one lane in each 
direction through the intersection while 
the west half is under construction. Sagi- 
naw Street will be closed east of Pennsyl- 
vania Avenue during construction. Esti- 
mated construction time under this plan 
is three weeks. Trying to maintain traffic 
on Saginaw Street would extend the con- 
struction period to about twelve weeks. 


Motorists are warned to stay out of the 
area if at all possible to avoid congestion 
and delay. Construction equipment will 
interfere with the flow of traffic from time 
to time, 


M-78 traffic eastbound will be detoured 
from Larch Street via Michigan Avenue 
east to Bingham Street, north on Bingham 
to Jerome Street, which will be one-way 
eastbound from Pennsylvania Avenue to 
Horton Avenue, and east on Jerome Street 
to Marshal] Street, which will be one- 
way northbound from Michigan Avenue 
to Saginaw Street. 


US-16 traffic eastbound will be detoured 
via Grand River Avenue to Maryland Ave- 
nue, which will be one-way southbound 
from Grand River Avenue to Saginaw 
Street. 


Local traffic using Shiawassee Street and 
destined to points east of Pennsylvania 
Avenue will turn right and go south on 
Pennsylvania Avenue to Jerome Street, 
east on Jerome Street to Marshall Street, 
and north on Marshall Street to Saginaw 
Street. 


A portable traffic signal will be used 
daily during the detour period at the inter- 
section of Sheridan Street and Maryland 
Avenue during the hours of 7:30 A.M. to 
6:00 P.M. The traffic signal at Jerome 
Street and Pennsylvania Avenue will be 
operated to handle the increased volume of 
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southbound traffic and the heavy left turn 
from Pennsylvania Avenue into Jerome 
Street. The traffic signal at Marshall Street 
and Saginaw Street will be operated to 
handle the increased traffic on Marshal] 
Street. The traffic signal at Pennsylvania 
Avenue and Saginaw Street will be oper- 
ated only during the times when school 
children are going to and from school. 
There is a school crossing watchman here. 


After construction in the intersection is 
completed all detour regulations will be 
abandoned and detour streets will return 
to their present status. 


The contractor is ready to begin work 
just as soon as the detour can be set up 
which would be about three days after City 
Council approval. 


If City Council concurs we will set this 
detour up under the provisions of Article 
II, Section 10, Traffic Ordinance No. 300.

AN ORDINANCE RELATIVE TO 
CREATING A TRANSIT BOARD 


An ordinance establishing a Transit 
Board ; the membership thereof; its powers 
and duties; establishing the method where- 
by carriers may operate under franchise 
or otherwise; providing a method of setting 
fares and the adjustment thereof, and pro- 
viding authority to establish its own rules 
of administrative procedure. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. There is hereby created a 
Transit Board of eight (8) members who 
shall be appointed by the Mayor of the City 
and confirmed by the City Council, for 
terms of four (4) years. No member of 
City government or City employees or any 
officer or employee of any transportation 
system shall be eligible to serve on this 
Board. 


Section 2. It shall be the duty of the 
members to make an official record of the 
actions of said Board which shall be open 
to any citizen of the City. Said record shall 
have the same validity and effect as 
usually appertains to public records and 
shall be filed with the City Clerk. The 
Board shall appoint one of its members as 
secretary. It shall be the duty of the secre- 
tary to keep" minutes of all meetings of 
the Board. 


Section 3. It shall be the duty of the 
Board to regulate all routes and schedules 
now or hereafter established and establish 
fair and reasonable rates of all public 
carriers of persons operating within the 
City who are not subject solely to the juris- 
diction of the Michigan Public Service Com- 
mission, and who operate now or hereafter 
under franchises issued pursuant to Chap- 
ter 15 of this Charter; or who operate now 
or hereafter under permit by the City 
Council. Provided, however, that any action 
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of the Board shall be subject to approval 
by a majority vote of the City Council. 


Section 4. Upon petition of any carrier 
of passengers subject to the jurisdiction of 
the Board or upon resolution of the City 
Council, it shall be the duty of the Board 
to investigate and adjust the rates of the 
carrier, if necessary. The Board shall 
grant a hearing to interested parties, pur- 
suant to notices as provided in its rules. 


Section 5. The Board is authorized to 
adjust the fares to be charged by such car- 
rier of passengers, within the City of Lan- 
sing whenever it shall be necessary to 
enable such carrier to maintain a ratio of 
total operating expenses to gross operating 
revenue of not more than ninety (90%) 
per cent. To establish such ratio the gross 
revenues shall be chargeable with the 
amounts required to create and maintain a 
repair reserve, and a depreciation reserve. 
All amounts required for operation items, 
including interest on deferred installment 
payments on buses; bank indebtedness or 
other indebtedness; rental on bus equip- 
ment; all taxes; and all items properly 
chargeable to the carrier’s gross revenues 
not specifically mentioned shall neverthe- 
less be charged to gross revenue. The Board 
shall have the power to promulgate rules 
and regulations to effectuate the provisions 
of this Section.

Under date of October 23, 1950, March 
15, 1954, and February 9, 1955, I made a 
request through letters to members of the 
Council at that time, for the drafting of 
an Ordinance to be of assistance in the 
collection of Personal Taxes. 


The purpose of an Ordinance of this 
nature would be to require each and every

person, firm, or corporation about to, or 
now engaged in any type of business, 
wholesale, retail or manufacturing, to ob- 
tain a license yearly from the City Clerk, 
and before such license is issued a check 
would be made with the City Treasurer’s 
office to ascertain if any taxes are due 
against that particular business. The 
license would not be for revenue purpose, 
but to serve as a check or control in the 
collection of Personal Tax. 


Before any going out of business license 
is issued it would require a payment of 
Personal Taxes, either due, or assessed as 
of January Ist. In cases of taxes not yet 
spread on roll an estimated tax based on 
the previous years’ rate would be used. 
Any adjustment on the amount paid to be 
made before the end of the year. 


I would also recommend an ordinance 
governing the moving of stock of mer- 
chandise, fixtures, or equipment from a 
place of business, making it mandatory 
for any individual, partnership or firm in 
trucking or moving business to first check 
with the Treasurer’s office to ascertain if 
taxes are paid before goods could be 
removed, this to be in cooperation with the 
Police Department.

It appears that we are about to get 
access from Capitol Avenue to our No. 1 
City Parking Lot on Townsend Street. If 
we were to get the use of all the Arctic 
Dairy property immediately there would 
be no problem. 
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The problem is whether to afford an 
access drive from Capito] Avenue and leave 
the lot as it is with resultant incon- 
venience and confusion to customers—see 
Exhibit A, or, to afford access from Capi- 
tol Avenue and rearrange the lot as it 
would and will be when the entire Arctic 
Dairy property is available. See Exhibit B. 
To do the latter would involve removing

The General City budget in the amount of $8,171,001.09 amounts to an increase of 
$96,112.74 over last year and is financed as follows:

The property tax rate remains at $18.50, the same as last year. 
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The General City budget includes improvement and new equipment items in the amount 
of $1,814,505.00 and $240,000.00 for the first payment on principal on the $6,000,000.00 bond 
issue for Civic Center, Grade Separations, Fire Stations and Police Building. These total 
$2,054,505.00 which is over 25% of the total budget. 


An increase in assessed valuation of over twenty-three and one-third million dollars resulted 
in increased revenue from the property tax of approximately $432,000.00 but this was 
partially offset by loss of $112,780.20 parking meter revenue which is now all pledged 
for parking and a decrease in the payment from the Water and Light Department of 
$124,000.00. There is also a decrease in the estimated revenue from garbage can rentals 
in the amount of $12,000.00 and $37,000.00 estimated decrease in Highway revenues. 
These decreases in revenue offset nearly two-thirds of the increase in property tax revenue.

This budget provides salaries for 5 additional patrolmen all of whom were added as of 
January 1, 1957 and salaries for 3 additional employees for the Police Department in Council 
Contingent fund. 


$22,500.00 is included in this budget to cover the cost of combating Dutch Elm disease and 
sufficient money is provided in Council Contingent to cover the cost of a bus transportation 
subsidy if such becomes necessary. The Sewage Disposal-Landel budget and the Municipal 
Parking System budget are entirely supported by non tax revenues. 


This budget is for a twelve month period ending April 30, 1958. It will be necessary at 
a later date to adopt an interim budget to cover the period from May 1, 1958 to June 30, 
1958 as the new charter provides for the fiscal year to begin on July 1, starting in the 
year 1958. 


It is now planned that the budget for this two month interim period will be financed 
entirely from non tax revenues and unappropriated surplus, thereby requiring no additional 
tax levy for this interim period. 


When this interim budget is adopted by the City Council it will be added to this 12 month 
budget which will then become a fourteen month budget for the fiscal period ending June 
30, 1958.

ORDINANCES 


The following ordinance was introduced 
by Committee on ORDINANCES, read a 
first and second time by its title and 
referred to the Committee on Ordinances. 


An ordinance relating to residence and 
citizenship requirements for employees of 
the City of Lansing; providing for the 
exception to the same; providing for en- 
forcement and penalty for violation there- 
of and providing invalidity of part shall 
not affect the validity of remainder. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Provisions of this ordinance 
shall apply to all employees of the City of 
Lansing with the exception of the Depart- 
ment of City Utilities. 


Section 2. All employees in the service 
of the City of Lansing shall be required to 
maintain a full time bona fide residence 
within the corporate limits of the City 
during the périod of their employment. 


Section 3. All employees in the service 
of the City of Lansing shall be citizens of 
the United States or in the process of be- 
coming the same. Any employee in the 
process of becoming a citizen shall com- 
plete his or her citizenship requirements 
in the minimum amount of time allowed by 
law. ' 


Section 4. It is further provided that 
this ordinance shall not apply to temporary 
hiring of such expert advice and assistance 
that may from time to time be required, 
or to employment of caretakers on city 
property or projects outside the corporate 
limits when said caretakers are required 
to live on city property or projects out- 
side the corporate limits. Further, appli- 
cants with specific technical training and 
knowledge may be considered for a 
waiver of residence requirements: A writ- 
ten recommendation for waiver of resi- 
dence requirements must be initiated by 
the Personnel Director and approved by 
the City Council before any such applicant 
may be added to the payroll. 


Part time or temporary employment on 
the hourly and weekly rated payrolls may 
be offered to applicants residing outside 
the corporate limits of the City of Lansing 
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with the approval of the department head 
involved and the Personnel Director. 


The definition of part time employment 
shall be: Work which requires duty hours 
of less than forty hours per regularly 
scheduled work week, and the definition 
of temporary employment shall be: A 
pew? not to exceed 1,044 cumulative duty 
ours. 


Section 5. Employees who violate any 
of the provisions of this ordinance shall be 
automatically discharged. All employees 
who are separated from the City service 
under these provisions shall be deemed to 
have resigned and such an entry shall be 
made upon their personnel record. 


Section 6. If any section, provision or 
part thereof in this ordinance shall be 
adjudged invalid or unconstitutional by a 
court of competent jurisdiction, then such 
adjudication shall not affect the validity 
of the ordinance as a whole, or any sec- 
tion, provision or part thereof, not s0 
adjudged invalid or unconstitutional.

On the northwest corner of Grand and 
Ottawa—the site of Lot 13B—we have a 
bad exit situation on to Grand Avenue. 
This is caused by having to have an exit 
so close to a signalized intersection. At 
this intersection there is a heavy right turn 
from Grand into Ottawa. It is thought 
by the writer that some other means could 
be worked out to put this site to better use 
for parking. 


Your expression as to how you want No. 
13A—Grand and lIonia—handled will be 
appreciated so that the Department of 
Public Service can prepare estimates. The 
disposition of No. 138B can best be handled 
in a discussion with the Council Committee.

We submit herewith our recommended budgets for the fiscal year beginning May 1, 1957, 
and ending April 30, 1958, one for General City, one for Sewage Disposal-Lande]l Metro- 
politan District (Sewer Portion) and one for the Municipal Parking System. 


Appropriations for the three budgets are as follows:

The General City budget in the amount of $8,171,001.09 amounts to an increase of 
$96,112.74 over last year and is financed as follows:

From property tax levy of $18. 50 per ‘thousand 4,738,664.97 


$8,171,001.09 
The property tax rate remains at $18.50, the same as last year. 


The General City budget includes improvement and new equipment items in the amount 
of $1,814,505.00 and $240,000.00 for the first payment on principal on the $6,000,000.00 bond 
issue for Civic Center, Grade Separations, Fire Stations and Police Building. These total 
$2,054,505.00 which is over 25% of the total budget. 


An increase in assessed valuation of over twenty-three and one-third million dollars resulted 
in increased revenue from the property tax of approximately $432,000.00 but this was 
partially offset by loss of $112,780.20 parking meter revenue which is now all pledged 
for parking and a decrease in the payment from the Water and Light Department of 
$124,000.00. There is also a decrease in the estimated revenue from garbage can rentals 
in the amount of $12,000.00 and $37,000.00 estimated decrease in Highway revenues. 
These decreases in revenue offset nearly two-thirds of the increase in property tax revenue.

This budget provides salaries for 5 additional patrolmen all of whom were added as of 
January 1, 1957 and salaries for 3 additional employees for the Police Department in Council 
Contingent fund. 


$22,500.00 is included in this budget to cover the cost of combating Dutch Elm disease and 
sufficient money is provided in Council Contingent to cover the cost of a bus transportation 
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subsidy if such becomes necessary. The Sewage Disposal-Landel budget and the Municipal 
Parking System budget are entirely supported by non tax revenues. 


This budget is for a twelve month period ending April 30, 1958. It will be necessary at 
a later date to adopt an interim budget to cover the period from May 1, 1958 to June 30, 
1958 as the new charter provides for the fiscal year to begin on July 1, starting in the 


year 1958. 


It is now planned that the budget. for this two month interim period will be financed 
entirely from non tax revenues and unappropriated surplus, thereby requiring no additional 


tax levy for this interim period. 


When this interim budget is adopted by the City Council it will be added to this 12 month 
budget which will then become a fourteen month budget for the fiscal period ending June 


30, 1958.

(8) Mrs. Hosmer feels, and I concur, 
that a more realistic approach to the 
present problem may be in the direc- 
tion of more rigid enforcement of the 
dog quarantine ordinance. 


(4) In spite of the above described prob- 
lems, Mrs. Hosmer is quite willing 
to accept the services of an addi- 
ane man for the apprehension of 

ogs. 


While I feel that such action may do 
very little to alleviate the alleged prob- 
lems connected with violation of the Quar- 
antine Ordinance, if it should be the deci- 
sion of the City Council to authorize the 
employment of personnel for this purpose, 

recommend that $250.00 be allocated 
from the Council Contingent Fund to pay 
the salary of a Dog Catcher at the rate of 
$50.00 per week for the last five (5) weeks 
of the efietcive time remaining under this 
year’s Quarantine Ordinance. This will 
permit the employment of such an _ indi- 
vidual on a five (5) day work-week basis 
and will include the use of his personal car.

STATE TRUNKLINE CHANGES IN 
THE CITY OF LANSING 


Whereas, the State Highway Commis- 
sioner of the State of Michigan has re- 
quested approval by the City of Lansing, 
of the changes bv him, of that part of 
State trunkline highway US-27 (shown on 
the attached sketch map) bearing State 
Highway Department approval and dated 
May 22, 1957, lying wholy within the cor- 
porate limits of said City: 


Now, therefore, be it resolved: 


(1) That the approval and consent of the 
City of Lansing be and is hereby given 
for the establishment as state trunkline 
highway, the location described as 
follows: 


Commencing in the City of Lansing 
on Larch Street the present route of 
US-27, at a point about 1139 feet south

PERSONNEL RULES — 
SALARIED EMPLOYEES 
CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN 


May 1, 1956 
(AMENDED MAY 1, 1957) 
The following Personnel Rules shall 
apply to all full time yearly salaried em- 
ployees excepting employees of the DE- 


PARTMENT OF PUBLIC SAFETY and 
the DEPARTMENT OF CITY UTILITIES. 


I—Sick Leave: 


ALL REGULAR, FULL TIME EM- 
PLOYEES SHALL BE ENTITLED TO 
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SICK LEAVE CREDIT OF ONE WORK- 
ING DAY FOR EACH COMPLETED 
MONTH OF SERVICE, EXCEPT THAT 
NO SICK LEAVE CREDIT CAN BE 
EARNED DURING A LEAVE OF AB- 
SENCE WITHOUT PAY PART TIME 
(REGULAR WORK WEEK OF LESS 
THAN 40 HOURS) AND CONTRACT 
PERSONNEL SHALL NOT BE _ ELIG- 
BLE FOR SICK LEAVE BENEFITS. 


Sick leave credit may be accumulated, 
if not used, but the total accumulation 
shall not exceed 90 days. 


(A) All absences, including absences 
charged to sick leave, shall be re- 
ported to the Personnel Director: on 
forms provided for that purpose. 


(B) Employees may utilize sick leave 
credits for absences due to their own 
illness or injury and illness or death 
in the employee’s immediate family 
which necessitates his absence from 
work. IMMEDIATE FAMILY SHALL 
BE RESTRICTED TO THE FOL- 
LOWING RELATIONSHIPS TO THE 


EMPLOYEE: 
HUSBAND, WIFE, CHILD, 
FATHER, MOTHER, SISTER, 


BROTHER, FATHER-IN-LAW, 
MOTHER-IN-LAW, SISTER - IN - 
LAW, AND BROTHER-IN-LAW. 


A MAXIMUM OF THREE (3) DAYS 
SICK LEAVE TIME MAY BE UTIL- 
IZED FOR ATTENDANCE AT 
FUNERALS OF AN EMPLOYEE’S 
IMMEDIATE FAMILY. SICK LEAVE 
TIME MAY BE UTILIZED FOR AT- 
TENDANCE AT NON-IMMEDIATE 
FAMILY FUNERALS ONLY ON 
SPECIFIC PERMISSION FROM DE- 
MENT HEADS AND THE PERSON- 
NEL DIRECTOR IN EACH INDI- 
VIDUAL CASE. 


(C) Employees who are eligible for work 
disability benefits under the provisions 
of the Michigan Workman’s Com- 
pensation Law, may utilize sick leave 
credits to the extent of the difference 
between workman’s compensation pay- 
ments and the employee’s regular 
salary. 


(D) Sick leave credit will not be allowed 
in advance of being earned or in an- 
ticipation of future leave credits. If 
an employee does not have sufficient 
sick leave credit to cover a period of 
absence chargeable to sick leave, pay~ 
roll deductions for the time lost shall 
be made for the pay period in which 
such absence occurred. 


(E) When an employee is not able to 
report for work for reasons charge- 
able to sick leave, it shall be the em- 
ployee’s responsibility to notify the 
proper supervisor or departmental 
office not later than two hours after 
the regular starting time. Unless 
such notice is received, no sick leave 
will be approved. 
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(F) A physician’s certificate or other per- 
tinent evidence of illness may be re- 
quired by Department Heads and the 
Personnel Director to substantiate 
sick leave claims. A sick leave affi- 
davit must be completed and _ sub- 
mitted to the Personnel Director on 
the date of an employee’s return from 
any absence chargeable to sick Jeave. 
Falsification of any sick leave claim 
or utilization shall be cause for dis- 
missal from the service of the City. 


II—Vacation Leave: 


All regular full time employees who have 
worked one year or more for the City shall 
receive vacation leave according to the 
following schedule: 


Length of Annual Vacation 
Service Leave 


One year and less than 
eleven years ~10 Work Days 
Eleven years or more 15 Work Days 


(A) Vacation leave shall be based on 
length of continuous service except 
that part time employees will receive 
credit for cumulative service. No 
vacation leaves shall be earned by any 
employee during a leave of absence 
without pay 


(B) Vacation leave is expressed in “‘work 
days’’ so that in the event an employee 
desires to take one or two days at 
different times, there is no question 
as to the amount of time taken or 
remaining to the employee's credit. 


(C) Vacation leave shall be paid at the 
authorized regular rate of pay being 
earned at the time the vacation is 
taken. EMPLOYEES WHO ARE 
LEAVING THE SERVICE OF THE 
CITY FOR ANY REASON AND ARE 
ENTITLED TO RECEIVE PAYMENT 
FOR ACCRUED VACATION TIME, 
SHALL RECEIVE SUCH PAYMENT 
BASED ON THEIR REGULAR RATE 
OF PAY EARNED DURING THEIR 
LAST PAY PERIOD OF ACTIVE 
SERVICE. 


(D) Vacation leave credit shall accrue from 
the date an employee enters the serv- 
ice of the City. Vacation leave shall 
be granted to employees by their De- 
partment Heads at such times as will 
least interfere with the efficient oper- 
ation of the Department and with due 
regard for the expressed preference 
of the employee concerned. VACA- 
TION LEAVE WILL NOT BE 
ALLOWED IN ADVANCE OF BE- 
ING EARNED OR IN ANTICIPA- 
TION OF FUTURE LEAVE CRED- 
ITS. JANUARY 1ST SHALL BE 
THE BEGINNING OF THE YEAR 
FOR VACATIONS. NO MORE 
THAN ONE COMPLETE VACATION 
LEAVE MAY RE TAKEN DURING 
ANY CALENDAR YEAR. ONE 
COMPLETE VACATION LEAVE 
MAY INCLUDE AUTHORIZED 
CARRY-OVER FROM THE PRE- 
VIOUS YEAR. 
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(E) It is highly desirable that vacations 
be taken every year. It is however, 
recognized that occasions may arise 
when full vacations cannot be taken. 
Consequently, unused vacation leave, 
not to exceed 5 work days may be 
carried over from one year to the 
next. 


(F) If an employee leaves the service of 
the City before completing one year 
of service, no accrued vacation leave 
will be allowed. An employee who has 
served over one year shall be paid 
for any accrued vacation due on leav- 
ing the service of the City. 


IJJ—Salaries: 


All new employees shall receive the 
minimum rate of pay for their classifica- 
tion as set forth in the Compensation 
schedule of rates during the first six months 
of service unless because of unusual quali- 
fications or experience, a higher rate is 
approved by the Department Head and 
Personnel Director. Pay increases in the 
amounts and at the intervals provided for 
in the Compensation Schedule shall be 
granted to all employees for satisfactory 
service. 


IV—Holidays: 


All regular full time employees are en- 
titled to seven holidays per year for which 
they shall receive pay at their normal rate 
providing that they have worked the last 
regularly scheduled hours immediately pre- 
ceding the holiday and the first regularly 
scheduled hours immediately following the 
holiday. The authorized holidays are as 
follows:

V—Leaves of Absence: 


All leaves of absence shall be initiated 
by Department Heads on Change of Status 
Notice forms and approved by the Per- 
sonnel Director. 


(A) Military Leave of Absence— 
Employees who are inducted into the 
Armed Forces of the United States un- 
der provisions of the Selective Service 
Act of 1940, and as amended, shall be 
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entitled to a leave of: absence without 
pay for the period of service required 
by such original induction. .Upon their 
honorable discharge and if physically 
fit to perform the duties of the posi- 
tion which they held upon entering 
the miltary service, such employees 
shall be reinstated to their former 
position or one comparable to it pro- 
viding that they make formal applica- 
tion for reinstatement within 90 days 
after date of military discharge. Mili- 
tary service as above defined, shall 
be credited to a reinstated employee’s 
length of City Service subject to the 
provisions of Article V, Sections 3 and 
4 of the City of Lansing Employee’s 
Retirement System, Ordinance num- 
ber 132. 


(B) Military Reserve Leave of Absence— 
Regular, full time employees who are 
members, with active status, of an 
armed forces reserve unit, shall at 
their request, be granted a leave of 
absence with regular pay (exclusive 
of overtime or premium pay) for such 
time as is required to engage in an 
annual reserve training program but 
not to exceed 10 working days per 
year, Any such leave in excess of 
10 working days per year shall be 
charged against an employee’s vaca- 
tion leave.. Requests for Military 
Reserve Leave of Absence must be 
accompanied by a written order from 
the Commander of the armed forces 
reserve unit involved, indicating re- 
port and return dates of training 
period. Employees who, subsequent 
to their date of hire, desire to become 
active members of an armed forces re- 
serve unit, must secure the written 
permission of their Department Heads. 


(C) Other Leave of Absence— 

Employees may be granted a leave of 
absence without pay in cases of excep- 
tional need such as: settlement of 
an estate, serious illness or disability 
of an employee or member of his 
family and temporary termination of 
work which will not adversely affect 
the operations of the department. 
All such leaves of absence shall be 
subject to whatever documentary evi- 
dence the Department Head and Per- 
sonnel Director may require and shall 
be granted for periods not longer than 
90 days unless extensions are ap- 
proved at the discretion of the Depart- 
ment Head and Personnel Director. 


ViI—Longevity Bonus— 


All employees in the active service of 
th City as of October 1 of any year, shall 
be entitled to receive a longevity bonus 
for length of service with the City accord- 
ing to the following rules and schedule of 
payment, excepting that elective officials 
shall not be entitled to receive longevity 
bonus and excepting further, that employees 
whose service with the City terminates for 
any reason, including retirement, between 
October 1 and December 1 of any year, 
shall be paid longevity bonus immediately 
upon termination or retirement.

Longevity bonus shall be computed 
as a percentage of employees’ regular 
annual base salary or wage. Base 
salary or wage shall be that salary 
or wage which an employee is being 
paid on the first regularly scheduled 
pay period of the fiscal year in which 
a longevity bonus is due. Base salary 
or wage shall not include overtime 
pay, premium pay or uniform allow- 
ance. 


Longevity bonus shall be based on 
full time, continuous service. Em- 
ployees rendering seasonal or part 
time service shall be entitled to pay- 
ment on the same basis as regular, 
full time employees when their cumu- 
lative length of service is equal to 
the continuous full time service re- 
quired to qualify for the respective 
longevity payment 


Following completion of six years 
of continuous full time service by 
October first of any year and con- 
tinuing in subsequent years of such 
service, each employee shall receive 
annual longevity payments as pro- 
vided in the schedule. 


To be eligible for longevity payment 
subsequent to the first payment, an 
employee must have completed con- 
tinuous full time service equal to 
the service required for original 
eligibility plus a minimum of one 
adidtional year of such service for 
each payment EXCEPTING THAT 
EMPLOYEES WHO RETIRE BE- 
TWEEN OCTOBER FIRST DATES 
SHALL BE ELIGIBLE FOR A PRO- 
RATED PAYMENT AS OUTLINED 
UNDER SECTION G BELOW. 


Payments to employees who become 
eligible by October first of any year 
shall be due the subsequent December 
first. The first payment shall be due 
December first 1956. 


It shall be the duty of all Department 
Heads on November 15 of each year, 
beginning November 15, 1956, to fur- 
nish the City Comptroller with a 
list of employees who are eligible to 
receive a longevity payment on De- 
cember first of each year. Depart- 
ment Heads shall indicate, in the 
manner prescribed by the Comptroller, 
the amount of Longevity Bonus due 
each such employe and the Comp- 
troller shall then authorize payment 
as of December first of each year.

OF LESS THAN 40 HOURS EXCEPT- 
ING WEEKLY RATED PERSONNEL) ; 
TEMPORARY (LESS THAN 90 DAY 
TENURE); AND CONTRACT PERSON- 
NEL SHALL NOT BE ELIGIBLE FOR

HOURLY AND WEEKLY RATED 
EMPLOYEES 


CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN 
MAY 1, 1956 (AMENDED MAY 1, 1957) 


The following Personnel Rules shall apply 
to all Hourly and Weekly rated employees 
of the City of Lansing excepting employees 
Ge” DEPARTMENT OF CITY UTILI- 


J—Hours: 


Forty hours shall constitute a work week 
and eight hours a work day for which the 
regular hourly rate shall be paid. Time 
worked in excess of eight hours per day 
or forty hours per week shall be compen- 
‘sated for at the rate of one and one-half 
times the regular hourly rate of pay, ex- 
clusive of night shift or premium pay. 


II—Premium Pay: 


Employees who are required to work 
four or more hours between 7 P.M. and 
8 A.M. shall receive eight cents per hour 
premium for each hour up to eight hours 
worked in that shift. Such premium is to 
be added to the total wages and does not 
increase the hourly rate nor apply to an 
overtime rate of pay. 


IlI—Holidays: 


All regular full time employees (in- 
cluding full time seasonal employees) are 
entitled to seven holidays per year for 
which they shall receive pay at their normal 
rate, providing that they have worked the 
last regularly scheduled hours immediately 
preceding the holiday and the first regularly 
scheduled hours immediately following the 
holiday. The authorized holidays are as 
follows : # 
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New Year’s Day—January 1 
Memorial Day-—-May 30 
Independence Day-——July 4 


na Day—First Monday in Septem- 
er 


Veterans’ Day—November 11 


Thanksgiving Day—Fourth Thursday in 
November 


Christmas Day—December 25 


When an authorized holiday falls on a 
Saturday or Sunday, the following Monday 
shall be observed as the authorized holiday. 


(A) If an employee is required to work 
on an authorized holiday, he shall be 
paid the regular rate of pay plus time 
and one-half for such hours worked. 


(B) If an employee is required to work 
on a Sunday, except when Sunday is 
part of the normally scheduled work 
week, he shall be paid at the rate of 
two times the normal rate of pay for 
such hours worked providing the em- 
ployee has not lost time during the 
pay week through no fault of his own. 


(C) The purpose and intent of this rule 
is to avoid having employees suffer loss 
of earnings because of holidays occur- 
ring when employees would be other- 
wise working. Therefore, any ques- 
tions relative to Holidays shall be 
viewed and settled in accordance with 
this purpose and intent. 


IV—Equalization of Overtime: 


When overtime work is required it shall 
be equalized as nearly as possible among 
employees holding identical job classifica- 
tions within a single departmental division. 


V—Pay Week: 


The pay week shall be Wednesday through 
Tuesday, inclusive. 


VI—Seniority: 


Seniority shall be based on continuous 
service and shall not accrue to part time; 
temporary ; contract and seasonal] personnel. 
Part time; temporary; contract and sea- 
sonal personnel shall reeeive credit for 
accumulated service for purposes of com- 
puting wage rates. 


(A) Departmental job openings shall be 
posted on employee bulletin boards for 
a period of at least 8 days prior to 
the job being filled. When, in the 
opinion of the supervisor and depart- 
ment head concerned, ability and 
capacity are equal, job preference will 
be given to the employee with the 
most seniority. 
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(B) All new employees shall be regarded 
as on probation for the first six 
months of their employment. After 
completion of six months of service, 
probationary status will cease and 
seniority will include the six month 
period. 


(C) Employees who are laid off due to a 
reduction in the work force, shall, if 
physially fit, be offered re-employment 
before any new employees holding the 
same job classification are hired into 
the department. If re-employed within 
one year from the date of lay-off, such 
employees shall retain seniority held 
at the time of the lay-off. 


(D) Any employee who resigns or other- 
wise leaves the service of the City of 
his own volition, shall forfeit all ac- 
cumulated seniority. Any employee 
who is discharged for just cause shall 
forfeit all accumulated seniority. 


Vil—Report Pay: 


Employees requested to report for work 
with no work available shall receive two 
hours pay at the normal hourly rate. 


VIII—Leave of Absence: 


All leaves of absence shall be initiated 
by Department Heads on Change of Status 
Notice forms and approved by the Per- 
sonnel Director. 


(A) Employees who are inducted into the 
Armed Forces of the United States 
under provisions of the Selective Serv- 
ice Act of 1940, and as amended, shall 
be entitled to a leave of absence with- 
out pay for the period of service re- 
quired by such original induction. 
Upon their honorable discharge and 
if physically fit to perform the duties 
of the position which they held upon 
entering military service, such em- 
ployees shall be reinstated to their 
former position or one comparable to 
it providing that they make formal 
application for reinstatement within 
90 days after the date of military 
service discharge. Military service as 
above defined, shall be credited to a 
reinstated employee’s length of City 
service subject to the provisions of 
Article V, Sections 3 and 4 of the 
City of Lansing Employees’ Retire- 
ment System, Ordinance Number 132. 


(B) Military Reserve Leave of Absence: 
Regular, full time employees who are 
members, with active status, of an 
armed forces reserve unit shall, at 
their request, be granted a leave of 
absence with regular pay (exclusive 
of overtime or premium pay) for such 
time as is required to engage in an 
annual reserve training program, but 
not to exceed 10 working days per 
year. Any such leave in excess of 
10 working days per year shall be 
charged against an employee’s vaca- 
tion leave. Requests for Military Re- 
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serve Leave of Absence must be ac- 
companied by a written order from 
the Commander of the armed forces 
reserve unit involved, indicating re- 
port and return dates of training 
period. Employees who subsequent 
to their date of hire, desire to become 
active members of an armed forces 
reserve unit, must secure the written 
permission of their Department Head. 


(C) Other Leave of Absence: 

Employees may be granted a leave of 
absence without pay and without loss 
of accumulated seniority in cases of 
exceptional need such as: settlement of 
an estate; serious illness or disability 
of an employee or member of his 
family ; and temporary termination of 
work which will not adversely affect 
the operations of the department. All 
such leaves of absence shall be sub- 
ject to whatever documentary evidence 
the Department Head and Personnel 
Director may require and shall be 
granted for periods not longer than 
90 days unless extensions are approved 
at the discretion of the Department 
Head and Personnel Director. 


IX—Sick Leave: 


ALL REGULAR, FULL TIME EM- 
PLOYEES SHALL BE ENTITLED TO 
SICK LEAVE CREDIT OF ONE WORK- 
ING DAY FOR EACH COMPLETED 
MONTH OF SERVICE, EXCEPT THAT 
NO SICK LEAVE CREDIT CAN BE 
EARNED DURING A LEAVE OF AB- 
SENCE WITHOUT PAY. PART TIME 
(REGULAR WORK WEEK OF LESS 
THAN 40 HOURS) AND CONTRACT 
PERSONNEL SHALL NOT BE ELIGIBLE 
FOR SICK LEAVE BENEFITS. SCHOOL 
GUARD PERSONNEL SHALL NOT BE 
ELIGIBLE FOR SICK LEAVE BENE- 
FITS. EMPLOYEES HIRED ON A SEA- 
SONAL BASIS SHALL BE ELIGIBLE 
FOR SICK LEAVE BENEFITS. REFUSE 
COLLECTORS WHO WORK A REGULAR 
FULL TIME SCHEDULE (AS _ PRE- 
SCRIBED BY THE DIRECTOR OF PUB- 
LIC SERVICE) SHALL BE ENTITLED 
TO SICK LEAVE BENEFITS. PART 
TIME AND EXTRA HELP REFUSE COL- 
LECTORS SHALL NOT BE ELIGIBLE 
FOR SICK LEAVE BENEFITS. 


(A) All absences, including absences 
charged to sick leave, shall ke reported 
to the Personnel Director on forms 
provided for that purpose. Sick leave 
credit may be accumulated, if not used, 
but the total accumulation shall not 
exceed 90 days. No sick leave will be 
granted for the first day of illness 
unless the employee has been absent 
for this reason for five consecutive 
work days, in which case, sick leave 
shall start from the first day of such 
absence. 


(B) Employees may utilize sick leave 
credits for absences due to their own 
illness or injury and illness or death 
in the employee’s immediate family 
which necessitates his absence from

work. IMMEDIATE FAMILY SHALL 
BE RESTRICTED TO THE FOLLOW- 
ING RELATIONSHIPS OF THE 
EMPLOYEE: HUSBAND, WIFE, 
CHILD, FATHER, MOTHER, SIS- 
TER, BROTHER, FATHER-IN-LAW, 
MOTHER-IN-LAW, SISTER-IN-LAW, 
AND BROTHER-IN-LAW. 


A MAXIMUM OF THREE (3) DAYS 
SICK LEAVE TIME MAY BE UTI- 
LIZED FOR ATTENDANCE AT 
FUNERALS OF AN EMPLOYEE’S 
IMMEDIATE FAMILY. SICK LEAVE 
TIME MAY BE UTILIZED FOR AT- 
TENDANCE AT NON-IMMEDIATE 
FAMILY FUNERALS ONLY ON 
SPECIFIC PERMISSION FROM DE- 
PARTMENT HEADS AND THE 
PERSONNEL DIRECTOR IN EACH 
INDIVIDUAL CASE. 


Employees who are eligible for work 
disability benefits under the provisions 
of the Michigan Workman’s Compen- 
sation Law may utilize sick leave 
credits to the extent of the difference 
between workman’s compensation pay- 
ments and the employee’s regular 
wage. 


Sick leave credit will not be allowed 
in advance of being earned or in 
anticipation of future leave credits. 
If an employee does not have sufficient 
sick leave credit to cover a period of 
absence chargeable to sick leave, pay- 
roll deductions for the time lost shall 
be made for the pay period in which 
such absence occurred. 


When an employee is not able to re- 
port for work for reasons chargeable 
to sick leave, it shall be the employee’s 
responsibility to notify his supervisor 
or departmental office not later than 
two hours after his regular starting 
time. Unless such notice is received, 
no sick leave will be approved. 


A physician’s certificate or other perti- 
nent evidence of illness may be re- 
quired by Department Heads and the 
Personnel Director to substantiate sick 
leave claims. A _ sick leave affidavit 
must be completed and submitted to 
the Personnel Director on the date 
of an employee’s return from any ab- 
sence chargeable to sick leave. Falsi- 
fication of any sick leave claim or 
utilization shall be cause for dismissal 
from the service of the City. 


X—Vacation Leave: 


All regular, full time employees who have 
worked one year or more for the City shall 
receive vacation leave according to the 
following schedule:

Vacation leave is expressed in ‘‘work 
days’? so that in the event an em- 
ployee desires to take one or two days 
at different times there is no question 
as to the amount of time taken or re- 
maining to the employee’s credit. 


Vacation leave shall be paid at the 
authorized regular rate of pay at the 
time the vacation is taken. EM- 
PLOYEES WHO ARE LEAVING 
THE SERVICE OF THE CITY FOR 
ANY REASON AND ARE ENTITLED 
TO RECEIVE PAYMENT FOR AC- 
CRUED VACATION TIME, SHALL 
RECEIVE SUCH PAYMENT BASED 
ON THEIR REGULAR RATE OF 
PAY EARNED DURING THEIR 
LAST PAY PERIOD OF ACTIVE 
SERVICE. 


Vacation leave credit shall accrue 
from the date an employee enters the 
service of the City. Vacation leave 
shall be granted to employees by their 
Department Heads at such times as 
will least interfere with the efficient 
operation of the department and with 
due regard for the expressed preference 
of the employee concerned. VACA- 
TION LEAVE WILL NOT BE AL- 
LOWED IN ADVANCE OF BEING 
EARNED OR IN ANTICIPATION 
OF FUTURE LEAVE CREDITS. 
JANUARY 1ST SHALL BE THE 
BEGINNING OF THE YEAR FOR 
VACATIONS. NO MORE THAN ONE 
COMPLETE VACATION LEAVE 
MAY BE TAKEN DURING ANY 
CALENDAR YEAR. ONE COM- 
PLETE VACATION LEAVE MAY 
INCLUDE AUTHORIZED CARRY- 
OVER FROM THE PREVIOUS 
YEAR. 


It is highly desirable that vacations 
be taken every year. It is, however, 
recognized that occasions may arise 
when full vacations cannot be taken. 
Consequently, unused vacation leave 
(not to exceed 5 work days) may 
under certain circumstances be car- 
ried over from one year to the next. 


If an employee leaves the service of 
the City before completing one year of 
service, he will receive no accrued 
vacation pay. An employee who has 
served over one year shall be paid 
for any accrued vacation due when 
he leaves the service of the City. 


PART TIME (REGULAR WORK OF 
LESS THAN 40 HOURS) AND CON- 
TRACT PERSONNEL SHALL NOT 
BE ELIGIBLE FOR VACATION 
LEAVE BENEFITS. SCHOOL 
GUARD PERSONNEL SHALL NOT 
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BE ELIGIBLE FOR VACATION 
LEAVE BENEFITS, EMPLOYEES 
HIRED ON A SEASONAL BASIS 
SHALL NOT BE ELIGIBLE FOR 
VACATION LEAVE BENEFITS. 
REFUSE COLLECTORS WHO WORK 
A REGULAR FULL TIME SCHED- 
ULE (AS PRESCRIBED BY THE 
DIRECTOR OF PUBLIC SERVICE) 
SHALL BE ENTITLED TO VACA- 
TION LEAVE BENEFITS. PART 
TIME AND EXTRA HELP REFUSE 
COLLECTORS SHALL NOT BE 
ELIGIBLE FOR VACATION LEAVE 
BENEFITS. 


XI— Wages: 


All new employees shall receive the mini- 
mum rate of pay for their classification as 
set forth in the Compensation Schedule of 
rates during the first six months of serv- 
ice, unless because of unusual qualifica- 
tions or experience a higher rate is ap- 
proved by the Department Head and Per- 
sonnel Director. Pay increases in the 
amounts and at the intervals provided for 
in the Compensation Schedule for the 
specific classification shall be granted to 
all employees for satisfactory service. 


XII—Representation :_ 


’-Employees shall have the right to desig- 
nate representatives of their own choosing. 
Employees shall be free to join or refrain 
from joining employee unions. In so doing, 
employees shall be assured freedom from 
restraint, interference, discrimination, and 
reprisal. 


XIII—GRIEVANCE PROCEDURE: 


WHENEVER A GRIEVANCE ARISES 
OR IS DIRECTED TO THE ATTENTION 
OF THE PROPER SUPERVISOR, THE 
SUPERVISOR SHALL PROMPTLY DIS- 
CUSS ALL CIRCUMSTANCES WITH THE 
EMPLOYEE AND REMOVE THE CAUSE 
OF THE GRIEVANCE TO THE EXTENT 
HE DEEMS ADVISABLE AND POS- 
SESSES AUTHORITY. IF THE SUPER- 
VISOR FAILS TO SETTLE THE GRIEV- 
ANCE IN A SATISFACTORY MANNER 
WITHIN TEN DAYS, THE GRIEVANCE 
SHALL BE REFERRED, IN WRITING, 
TO THE NEXT HIGHER SUPERVISORY 
LEVEL AND IF NOT SETTLED IN A 
SATISFACTORY MANNER WITHIN FIVE 
DAYS IT SHALL THEN BE REFERRED, 
IN WRITTEN FORM, TO THE DEPART- 
MENT HEAD. AFTER A GRIEVANCE 
HAS BEEN REFERRED TO A DEPART- 
MENT HEAD, THE PERSONNEL DIREC- 
TOR MAY BE REQUESTED BY ANY OF 
THE PARTIES DIRECTLY CONCERNED 
TO LEND HIS ASSISTANCE IN AN AT- 
TEMPT TO BRING ABOUT A PROMPT 
AND SATISFACTORY SETTLEMENT OF 
THE GRIEVANCE. SUCH REQUEST 
SHALL BE IN' WRITTEN FORM CON- 
TAINING ALL FACTS PERTINENT TO 
THE GRIEVANCE. WITHIN FIVE DAYS 
OF THE RECEIPT OF SUCH REQUEST, 
THE PERSONNEL DIRECTOR SHALL 
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EITHER EFFECT A_ SATISFACTORY 
SETTLEMENT OF THE GRIEVANCE OR 
REFER THE MATTER TO THE COUNCIL 
COMMITTEE ON PERSONNEL. THE 
COUNCIL COMMITTEE ON PERSONNEL 
SHALL RECOMMEND A SETTLEMENT 
OF THE GRIEVANCE TO THE CITY 
COUNCIL WHOSE DECISION SHALL BE 
FINAL, 


XIV-—Longevity Bonus: 


All employees in the active service of 
the City as of October 1 of any year, shall 
be entitled to receive a longevity bonus for 
length of service with the City according 
to the following rules and schedule of pay- 
ment, excepting that elective officials shall 
not be entitled to receive longevity bonus 
and excepting further, that employees 
whose service with the City terminates for 
any reason, including retirement, between 
October 1 and December 1 of any year, 
shall be paid longevity bonus immediately 
upon termination or retirement. 


(A) Longevity bonus shall be computed as 


a percentage of employees’ regular 
annual base salary or wage. Base 
salary or wage shall be that salary or 
wage which an employee is being paid 
on the first regularly scheduled pay 
period of the fiscal year in which a 
longevity bonus is due. Base salary 
or wage. shall not include overtime 
pay, premium pay or uniform allow- 
ance. 


(B) Longevity bonus shall be based on 
full time, continuous service. Em- 
ployees rendering seasonal or part 
time service shall be entitled to pay- 
ment on the same basis as regular, 
full time employees when their cumu- 
lative length of service is equal to 
the continuous full time service re- 
quired to qualify for the respective 
longevity payment. 


(C) Following completion of six years of 
continuous full time service by Octo- 
ber first of any year and continuing 
in subsequent years of such service, 
each employee shail receive annual 
longevity payments as provided in the 
schedule. 


(D) To be eligible for longevity payment 
subsequent to the first payment, an 
employee must have completed con- 
tinuous full time service equal to the 
service required for original eligibility 
plus a minimum of one additional 
year of such service for each payment 
EXCEPTING THAT EMPLOYEES 
WHO RETIRE BETWEEN OCTOBER 
FIRST DATES SHALL BE ELIGI- 
BLE FOR A PRO-RATED PAYMENT 
AS OUTLINED UNDER SECTION 
G BELOW. 


(E) Payments to employees who become 
eligible by October first of any year 
shall be due the subsequent December 
first. The first payment shall be due 
December first 1956. 
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(F) It shall be the duty of all Department 
Heads on November 15 of each year, 
beginning November 15, 1956, to fur- 
nish the City Comptroller with a list 
of employees who are eligible to re- 
ceive a longevity payment on Decem- 
ber first of each year. Department 
Heads shall indicate, in the manner 
prescribed by the Comptroller, the 
amount of Longevity Bonus due each 
such employee and the Comptroller 
shall then authorize payment as of 
December first of each year.

A SERVICE OR DISABILITY RE- 
TIREMENT BASIS SHALL BE PAID 
A PRO-RATED LONGEVITY 
BONUS. SUCH PRO-RATED PAY- 
MENT SHALL BE BASED ON THE 
NUMBER OF CALENDAR MONTHS 
OF FULL TIME SERVICE CREDIT- 
ED TO AN EMPLOYEE FROM THE 
PRECEDING OCTOBER FIRST TO 
THE DATE OF RETIREMENT. 


XV—GROUP HOSPITAL AND MEDICAL- 
SURGICAL INSURANCE: 


ALL REGULAR, FULL TIME EM- 
PLOYEES OF THE CITY, INCLUDING 
ELECTED OFFICIALS AND FULL TIME 
SEASONAL EMPLOYEES, ARE ELIGI- 
BLE FOR GROUP HOSPITAL AND 
MEDICAL-SURGICAL INSURANCE COV- 
ERAGE. PART TIME (REGULAR WORK 
WEEK OF LESS THAN 40 HOURS EX- 
CEPTING WEEKLY RATED PERSON- 
NEL); TEMPORARY (LESS THAN 90 
DAY TENURE); AND CONTRACT PER- 
SONNEL SHALL NOT BE ELIGIBLE 
FOR GROUP HOSPITAL AND MEDICAL- 
SURGICAL INSURANCE COVERAGE. 
ALL ELIGIBLE NEW EMPLOYEES 
MUST APPLY FOR GROUP HOSPITAL 
AND MEDICAL-SURGICAL INSURANCE 
IN THE PERSONNEL DEPARTMENT AT 
THE TIME THEY ARE PROCESSED FOR

(B) EMPLOYEES NOT COVERED AT

NOUNCED PERIODS FOR ENROLL- 
MENT (NORMALLY ONCE A 
YEAR). CHANGES IN CURRENT 
COVERAGE MUST ALSO BE MADE 
DURING THIS ENROLLMENT PE- 
RIOD. ALL NEW ENROLLMENTS 
ARE SUBJECT TO THE SAME DIVI- 
SION OF PREMIUM COSTS AS 
OUTLINED ABOVE FOR NEW EM- 
PLOYEES. IT IS ADVISABLE FOR 
EMPLOYEES TO CHECK WITH

XVI—GROUP LIFE INSURANCE: 


(A) GROUP, TERM LIFE INSURANCE 
IS MADE AVAILABLE FOR ALL 
REGULAR, FULL TIME EM- 
PLOYEES AT A MODEST PREMIUM 
CHARGE HANDLED THROUGH 
PAYROLL DEDUCTION. NEW EM- 
PLOYEES MUST APPLY FOR THIS 
COVERAGE, IF DESIRED, WITHIN 
31 DAYS OF THEIR DATE OF 
HIRE. APPLICATIONS AND COM- 
PLETE INFORMATION REGARD- 
ING GROUP LIFE INSURANCE 
ARE AVAILABLE FROM THE PER- 
SONNEL DEPARTMENT. 


(B) ALL REGULAR, FULL TIME EM- 
PLOYEES, INCLUDING ELECTED 
OFFICIALS AND FULL TIME SEA- 
SONAL EMPLOYEES, ARE COVER- 
ED BY A $1,000 DEATH BENEFIT 
AT NO COST TO THE EMPLOYEE. 
THE COVERAGE BECOMES EF- 
FECTIVE ON THE FIRST DAY OF 
THE SEVENTH MONTH FOLLOW- 
ING THE DATE OF HIRE. THE 
$1,000 DEATH BENEFIT SHALL 
CONTINUE IN EFFECT DURING 
PERIODS OF TEMPORARY LAY- 
OFF (LESS THAN 90 DAYS) AND 
AUTHORIZED LEAVE OF _ AB- 
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SENCE AND SHALL TERMINATE 
ON SEPARATION FROM THE

TENDED LAY-OFF (MORE THAN 
90 DAYS), RESIGNATION, RETIRE- 
MENT, OR DISCHARGE. PART

REPORTS OF CITY OFFICERS 
July 5, 1957. 


Honorable Mayor and Members 
of the Lansing City Council 


Lansing, Michigan 
Gentlemen : 


In reply to Councilman Heller’s request 
for an opinion relative to whether or not 
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certain board members may serve. out 
their unexpired terms under the new 
Charter, be advised: ie 


A careful reading of the entire Charter 
would lead to the conclusion that it is 
the intent of the Charter that prior board 
and commission members should serve out 
their terms. 


““A charter must be construed as a whole, 
giving effect to every word and clause 
therein, if possible, and harmonizing. dif- 
ferent sections and provisions; and words 
used will be given their usual meaning 
unless a contrary meaning is clearly in- 
tended.”’ Corpus Juris Secundum, Sec. 
122 page 268, Hanley v. Ingalls 235 Mich. 
700. 


In accordance with the weight of au- 
thority, that a charter must be construed 
as a whole, the intent that prior board 
or commission members should serve their 
terms, is clearly apparent in some in- 
stances and not so clearly in others. 


“A new charter repeals and supersedes 
a prior charter * * * except as to such 
prior provisions as are repeated in the 
new charter or are expressly continued in 
force thereby.’ 62 Corpus Juris Secundum, 
Sec. .97 page 226. 


Cases in numerous jurisdictions stand 
for this general doctrine and the cases 
of Kopcezynski v. Schriber, 194 Mich. 553 
and Street v. Vermilya, 268 Mich. 1, are 
Michigan cases standing for the above 
quoted proposition. 


“Substitution of another charter with 
provisions inconsistent with prior charter, 
without any saving clause as to the right 
of officers under former charter abolishes 
all offices thereunder.” 62 Corpus Juris 
Secundum, Sec. 465 page 897. The above 
mentioned case of Street v. Vermilya stands 
also for this quoted proposition. 


In accordance with these well recog- 
nized propositions of law, it seems neces- 
sary, therefore, to as briefly as possible 
look at the various provisions of our char- 
ter and see whether or not the over-all 
intent is made manifest in each instance, 
and whether or not the language therein 
contained includes what could be fairly 
said to be a saving clause. It is my con- 
clusion that so-called saving clauses are 
expressly present in some instances and 
impliedly present in others. Perhaps ex-~ 
press language was left out by inadvert- 
ence but speculation cannot control. 


Because only certain boards are in dis- 
pute, it appears to me to be only fair that 
the section creating each individual board 
be analyzed. 


Sec. 7.15 (a) creating the Department 
of Public Safety, states in the second 
sentence thereof, “The Board of Police 
and Fire Commissioners, as constituted and 
existing at the effective date of this charter, 
shall continue under this charter and con- 
stitute the Police and Fire Board as herein 
provided.” 
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It is interesting to note that the Jan- 
guage creating two other boards; namely, 
the Park Board and the Board of Water 
and Light contains similar language. Sec. 
7.6 (a) states that the mayor in the first 
instance shall arrange the terms of office. 
This language together with all other pro- 
visions lends credence to the proposition 
that existing terms be arranged; other- 
wise a directive to appoint rather than 
arrange would have been proper language. 


Again, reading the charter, as a whole, 
with a specific reference to Sec. 8 (a) and 
(b) of the Schedule chapter, it becomes 
clear that there exists no other persuasive 
reason for this language, other than con- 
tinuing the Police and Fire Board as consti- 
tuted and existing on the effective date 
of this Charter. 


Despite the language of Sec. 8 of the 
Schedule Chapter, I am unable to say 
that the intent that all members continue 
to serve was carried out in the language 
used in setting up the Planning Board 
and the Traffic Board. In neither instance 
is there any language used similar to that 
used in the creation of the Police and Fire 
Board, Park Board, and Water and Light 
Board.I realize that Section 8 (a) states 
in effect that members of boards and com- 
missions, under the previous charter which 
were created by ordinance shall be mem- 
bers of corresponding boards or commis- 
sions created by this charter. While the 
Traffic Board and the Planning Board may 
carry out the same functions that were 
formerly handled by the Planning Com- 
mission and the Traffic Commission none 
the less they are now under Charter Boards 
and can hardly be said to be corresponding 
boards within the meaning of the term. 


I wish to emphasize that I take it to 
be the function of this office to interpret 
and not to set policy. Therefore, though 
it is the opinion of the writer, after read- 
ing the charter, that it is the intent that 
all board and commission members serve 
their terms. It cannot be said that the 
intent is made manifest in relation to 
the Planning and Traffic Boards. It would 
seem to me, as a consequence, that if the 
Council does not wish to confirm any of 
the members appointed to these two boards 
then those not confirmed may not serve. 


In relation to boards and commissions 
created by ordinance it again becomes 
manifest that the intent has been sup- 
plemented by plain language contained in 
Sec. 8 (a) and (b) which leads to the 
conclusion that members of board or com- 
missions created by ordinance and con- 
tinued under this charter may serve their 
terms,

Miss Belen and Gentlemen: 


Over the years it has been common prac- 
tice for the City of Lansing to do every- 
thing in its power as an employer to provide 
work for many individuals with physical 
disabilities of a varying nature. I feel 
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that this has- represented a labor relations 
policy of enlightenment and benefit to all 
concerned and it is with regret that I feel 
compelled to call your attention to the 
necessity for an immediate change in this 
policy. 


Because recent decisions of the Michigan 
State Supreme Court present a complete re- 
versal of the Court in its interpretation of 
what constitutes an accidental injury under 
the Michigan Workman’s Compensation 
Law, it has become necessary, in my 
opinion, that only those applicants who 
pass a rigid physical examination and have 
no previous history of physical disability 
or serious illness should be offered employ- 
ment with the City. I feel that the new 
decisions of the Court abandon the acci- 
dental cause theory in favor of the ac- 
cidental result theory. The effect of these 
opinions will be far reaching. If the claim- 
ants are able to establish any causal 
relationship between their employment and 
their injury or disability arising in the 
course of their employment, then the Court 
will undoubtedly find such to be a com- 
pensable claim. It would appear that acci- 
dental aggravation of pre-existing diseases 
or conditions is no longer necessary. These 
decisions will bring within the fold of 
compensability of the Michigan Statute, 
many cases heretofore denied. 


Since Workman’s Compensation costs are 
a direct labor cost and as such, must be 
taken into consideration whenever a mu- 
nicipal budget is framed, it is apparent to 
me that common practices of good business 
management now demand a more rigorous 
examination of an applicant’s physical con- 
dition and background that has been neces- 
sary in the past. 


For the above reasons, unless directed 
to the contrary, I plan to initiate such new 
procedures effective immediately.

The Traffic Board has reviewed the con- 
tents of the letter and gives below its 
recommendations for City Council’s con- 
sideration and the reasons therefor: 


A. Retain for the present the traffic 
signal at Pennsylvania & Sheridan. 


It is anticipated that considerable 
traffic will flow West on Sheridan even 
though it reverts back to two-way. At 
least we will wait and see. 


B. Retain for the present, until traffic 
pattern is determined, the no parking 
regulation on the South side of Sheridan 
Street from Larch Street to Pennsylvania 
Avenue. 


When parking was removed, April 1, 
1956, from South side of Sheridan we 
were able to operate 3 minimum width 
lanes—2 West and 1 East. We thought 
the side streets would be used for 
parking to accommodate cars which 
formerly parked on the South side of 
Sheridan. This did not happen. There 
is ample off-street parking in _ this 
little industrial area. Between Ballard 
and Pennsylvania there are about 12 
houses which formerly had no parking 
on North side. There is no good reason 
to restore parking on the South side 
from Larch to Pennsylvania. 


C. Retain no parking regulation on the 
South side of Shiawassee Street from 
Larch Street to Pennsylvania Avenue.: 


On April 1, 1956, when the detour 
for E. Saginaw Street went into effect, 
parking was prohibited on the South 
side of E. Shiawassee from Larch to 
Pennsylvania. Formerly parking was 
restricted to one-hour on both sides 
from Larch to the N.Y.C.R.R. with 
No Standing or Parking 4-6 P.M. on 
the South side and 7-9 A.M. & 3-6 
P.M. on the North side from a point-— 
120 feet East of Larch to Larch. Park- 
ing was prohibited at all times on the 
North side from Pennsylvania _ to 
N.Y.C.R.R. with no restrictions on the 
South side. This street was operated 
between Pennsylvania and N.Y.C.R.R. 
as a 8-lane street with the attendant 
perils of 3-lane facilities. Now we 
have 4 lanes at all times with no park- 
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ing. Dorrance Place seems to be able 
to absorb all the all day parkers who 
have to park on the street. 


Parking should not be permitted on 
E. Shiawassee between Pennsylvania 
and Larch. 


D. Retain no parking regulation on 
both sides of Shiawassee Street between 
Cedar Street and Larch Street. 


In the near future when Cedar & 
Larch become one-way, this block on 
E. Shiawassee will become very vital. 
The two center lanes will store or 
handle vehicles desiring to turn left, 
the two curb lanes will handle thru 
traffic. To permit parking in this 
block would force thru vehicles to use 
the center lanes with the left turning 
vehicles resulting in congestion and 
stagnation of traffic in this block. The 
City Market generates a lot of traffic. 
Van’s Bicycle Shop now has off-street 
parking on N. Cedar Street. 


This parking will have to be pro- 
hibited for obvious reasons. 


E. Retain no parking regulation on 
South side and 1l-hour 8 A.M.-6 P.M. park- 
ing on the North side of Shiawassee Street 
kee East end of bridge and Cedar 

reet. | 


This eliminates about two spaces on 
the City Market side which always 
ce more trouble than they were 
worth. 


F. Retain no parking 7 A.M.-7 P.M. 
regulation on South side of Shiawassee 
Street from Capitol Avenue East to alley 
until such time as this side of Shiawassee 
is widened. 


It is understood that this is sched- 
uled for widening this year.

Results of a parking survey made on 
West Saginaw Street are attached. 


This parking survey was made on West 
Saginaw Street on Thursday, May i6, 
1957, from Capitol Avenue to the West 
City Limits. Checks were made every 
thirty minutes from 7 A.M. to and in- 
cluding 6 P.M.—11% hours. Thirty minute 
checks were also made on the City Parking 
Lot—free parking for fifty-four vehicles— 
at the rear of the stores on the North side 
of the 900 block. These checks started 
at 8 A.M. and continued through 6 P.M. 
The North side and the lot were checked 
on the westbound run and the South side 
was checked on the eastbound run. Round 
trip checking time varied from fifteen to 
twenty minutes. 


The attached sheets show graphically 
block by block what parking supply and 
demand was for this day. The “musical 
scale’? shows the number of parking spaces 
available in each block and the number 
of vehicles parked in each block every 
thirty minutes. To add up the number of 
vehicles parked every thirty minutes would 
give a total number of vehicles parked 
much higher than the figure shown at the 
right of each scale giving ACTUAL num- 
ber of vehicles parked in each block during 
the entire check. The discrepancy is 
caused by the fact that many vehicles were 
parked for long periods of time—up to 8 
and 9 hours—in one space in some blocks. 


A review of past events regarding park- 
ing and present regulations in the area 
shows that on August 19, 1948, the City 
signed a contract with the State Highway 
Department to remove all parking on West 
Saginaw Street between Logan Street 
and the West City Limits when the widen- 
ing project was completed. This project 
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was completed in the fall of 1952 and as 
parking had been prohibited on the South 
side this prohibition was continued. How- 
ever, on the North side parking was kept 
on until the City could buy a parking lot 
for businesses in the 1400 block. City 
Council bought this property in 1952. Now, 
five years later, this lot is being developed 
for off-street parking. Parking meters are 
in use on both sides of the 900 and 1000 
Blocks—Butler/Chicago to Logan. Up to 
one hour parking with twelve minute in- 
crements for one penny is permitted. Ex- 
cept at signalized intersections there are 
no parking regulations from Capitol Ave- 
nue to Butler/Chicago Avenues. West of 
Logan Street there are a few regulations 
on the North side. 


Actually there are very few businesses 
that would be affected by NO PARKING 
on West Saginaw Street. Below is a list 
of some of the businesses that would be 
without parking space:

No off- 
street parking space.

Note: Owner of the building at 719-721 
also owns a house with a large lot 
immediately West of this building.

No 
off-street parking space. 


*1232 Margaret Ann’s Beauty Salon— 
North side. No off-street parking 
space.

*1236 Bengry’s Pharmacy—North _ side. 
No off-street parking space. 


*1808 Westlawn Lanes—North side. Un- 
used vacant lot N.W. corner just 
East of building. Parking lot on 
next corner. 


*2000 Capital Laundry—N.W. corner. No 
off-street parking space. 





*No off-street parking now available. 


The heavy all day street parking in front 
of St. Lawrence Hospital is not necessary 
as ample off-street parking space is pro- 
vided on the East side of hospital property 
with entrance from Saginaw Street. 


All other businesses would have off-street 
parking in varying amounts. The fifty- 
four car City Lot along with private lots 
on the South side would adequately take 
care of the 900 and 1000 blocks. It is 
believed that the businesses above now 
without off-street parking would take steps 
to provide off-street parking facilities. 
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Finally, this letter is to point out that 
with the re-opening of E. Saginaw Street 
and our experience on West Saginaw under 
norma] traffic conditions, we can no longer 
tolerate parking on this street. 


This will prohibit ALL parking AT ANY 
TIME on both sides of West Saginaw Street 
from Washington Avenue to the West 
City Limits. The other regulations to ac- 
complish this are already in effect. 


West Saginaw Street will carry more 
traffic after East Saginaw Street is re- 
opened than it did before East Saginaw 
was closed in March of 1956.

Honorable Members: 


The Traffic Board recommends for City 
Council’s consideration a change in the 
type of parking regulation on South Cedar 
Street between Greenlawn and the South 
City Limits-Jolly Road. The type of curb- 
ing in this area is ‘‘roll curb’? which per- 
mits vehicles to pass over the curbing 
without difficulty. As you know, there 
has been considerable trouble due to this. 


There is considerable parallel parking 
taking place in the area between the curb 
and the sidewalk, and, as this area is too 
narrow to accommodate a parallel parked 
vehicle, either the right wheels are on the 
sidewalk or the left wheels are on the 
pavement. In a few places angle parking 
takes place which, of course, is illegal 
and very dangerous on a street carrying 
the volume of traffic Cedar Street carries. 


Rural type mail boxes are serviced on 
the West side of Cedar Street in an area 
South of Cavanaugh Road by mounted 
postal carriers. Their trucks interrupt 
and impede the flow of traffic. The Post 
Office Department has promised to serve 
these boxes on foot if the regulations are 
changed. 


To eliminate most of the illegal parking 
practices and cut down the accident poten- 
tial it is proposed to change the present 
NO PARKING ANY TIME regulation to 
NO STOPPING, STANDING OR PARK- 
ING within the State Highway right-of-way 
between Greenlawn and Jolly on the West 
side of Cedar Street and between Cedar 
Court and Greenlawn on the East side 
of South Cedar. 
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_ The enforcement agency would be given 
right-of-way limits in this area.

As you undoubtedly know, Saginaw 
Street, upon the completion of the grade 
separation project, will shortly be opened 
for traffic. In order to maintain the safe 
expeditious flow of traffic (both local and 
trunkline) through this area, we are re- 
questing your concurrence in the estab- 
lishment and operation of the following 
trunk line routes through the City of 
Lansing: 


That Sheridan Street be established and 
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maintained as a state trunkline highway 
from its junction with Grand River Avenue 
to Larch Street (US-27) and be extended 
westerly to Cedar Street as a continuation 
of this trunkline. With Sheridan estab- 
lished as a trunkline highway, the routing 
and operation of the trunklines within 
this area would be as follows: 


(a) Cedar Street will be operated one 
way (southbound) between Grand River 
and Saginaw with eastbound US-16 routed 
south on Cedar from Grand River to Sagi- 
naw, thence easterly on Saginaw to Grand 
River. Saginaw Street will be one-way 
eastbound east of Pennsylvania. 


(b) Westbound US-16 will be routed 
over Grand River until the completion of 
the Cedar-Larch one-way system, when 
it will be routed via Grand River, Sheridan 
and Larch Streeets. At this time Grand 
River, between Larch and Sheridan, will 
be abandoned as a state highway. Grand 
River from Saginaw to Sheridan, and 
Sheridan from Grand River to Pennsyl- 
vania, will be operated one-way westbound. 


(c) Westbound M-78 will be routed via 
Grand River, Sheridan and Cedar, using 
Larch until Cedar and its connections are 
completed. 


(d) Eastbound M-78 will be routed via 
Larch and Saginaw. 


If concurrence on the establishment of 
Sheridan as a state trunkline is withheld, 
we shall transfer the operation of the 
trunkline system, as outlined above, from 
Sheridan Street to Grand River Avenue 
extending the one-way operation of Grand 
River Avenue westerly to Pennsylvania 
Avenue. Upon completion of the Cedar- 
Larch one-way system, Grand River will 
then be made one-way westbound to 
Cedar Street. 


We would like to take this opportunity 
to point out that if Sheridan becomes a 
trunkline highway that this one-way sys- 
tem will eventually be extended westerly 
to a point near the west city limits.

The question of traffic control on East 
Saginaw Street and other streets in the 
immediate area of our City has been under 
discussion between members of your staff 
and members of our City Council during 
the past few days and at the present time 
mutual agreement has not been reached 
regarding traffic flow, especially on East 
Saginaw Street, prior to the street opening. 


The people in this area, as well as our 
Council members were of the opinion that 
two-way traffic would be resumed on this 
street, between Lansing and East Lansing, 
when the grade separation was completed. 


Traffic patterns are not static in any 
area nor can they be if modern progress 
in traffic management is maintained, and 
it is our desire to cooperate fully with 
all agencies of government in working out 
the most feasible solution in over-all traffic 
control. 
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In view of the fact that it was our un- 
derstanding that two-way traffic would be 
effective at the time agreements were entered 
into to contract for the improvement, and 
also that the present program now being 
offered will require time and funds to com- 
plete, we are hopeful you can give favor- 
able consideration to the Council request 
(copy enclosed) which is in keeping with 
former requirements sent to the Michigan 
State Highway Department prior to the 
beginning of your tenure of office.

Dear Mayor Crego: 


In Commissioner Mackie’s absence from 
Lansing, IJ am answering your letter of 
July 23 regarding traffic control in the 
East Saginaw - Grand River area. 


We appreciate the concern evidenced by 
you and the members of the City Council. 
The efficient routing of local and through 
traffic is important to both the City and 
this Department. And, I’m sure you agree 
that, even more important to all our 
citizens, is the safety of our drivers and 
pedestrians. 


You have noted that traffic patterns are 
not static, nor can they be if modern pro- 
gress in traffic management is maintained. 
We certainly agree wholeheartedly with that 
statement. In fact, that is the very basis 


for the traffic plan we have been discuss-. 


ing with you. 


You have told us that it was your 
understanding that two-way traffic would 
be resumed after the completion of the 
improvements to East Saginaw. A review 
of the agreement between the City of Lan- 
sing and the State Highway Department 
reveals that there is no mention of any 
traffic control. Nor do the members of 
our staff who participated in these negoti- 
ations have any recollection of an agree- 
ment to return to the two-way street pat- 
tern. This is logical, since one-way street 
control had not been tried at that time. 


Experience with one-way streets here 
and elsewhere throughout the State during 
the past four years has been_very satis- 
factory. Higher volumes of traffic can 
be handled, with a startling reduc- 
tion in traffic injuries and fatalities. For 
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instance, in the area we have been dis- 
cussing with you, personal injuries due to 
traffic accidents have dropped from 57 
during the twelve-month period before 
the one-way street plan was effected, to 
30 during the year afterward—a decrease 
of 47 percent. And this does not include 
a reduction from 10 injuries to 2 during 
the same period on Grand River between 
Sheridan and Pennsylvania. 


In the light of this experience, we believe 
that to return to the two-way street pat- 
tern, as requested by the City Council, 
would be to invite a return to conditions 
which, of necessity, would produce a sharp 
increase in personal injury accidents. Traf- 
fic engineers point out that the exposure to 
possible accidents in this area is three to 
four times greater under a two-way sys- 
tem than under the plan we have proposed. 


Since originally there was no agreement 
with the City as to traffic control in this 
area, and since experience during the past 
four years has demonstrated the desirability 
of one-way street control both from the 
standpoint of traffic volume and _ traffic 
safety, we feel that a return to the two- 
way system is undesirable. 


When you visited us the other day we 
all agreed that the eventual solution to 
some of these problems will be found in 
the establishment of circumferential routes 
around Lansing and the further develop- 
ment of east and west routes through the 
city. Our original suggestion that Sheridan 
be established as a state trunkline highway 
was based on one phase of that overall 
plan. We shall continue to work with you 
toward that end, even though you have 
indicated that at present you do not concur. 


This leaves us with only one choice: 
transfer the operation of the trunkline 
system from Sheridan to Grand River, ex- 
tending one-way operation of Grand River 
Avenue west to Pennsylvania. Upon com- 
pletion of the Cedar- Larch one-way sys- 
tem, Grand River then would be made 
one-way westbound to Cedar Street. East 
Saginaw will remain one-way from Penn- 
sylvania eastbound to the intersection with 
Grand River. West of Pennsylvania, Sagi- 
naw will return to two-way operation upon 
the re-opening of the street July 29. 


We shall be glad to have our traffic engi- 
neers review the operation of this system 
at the end of the year or at any other time 
that you may suggest. 


We are most anxious to work out these 
problems with you, and will welcome the 
opportunity to discuss them with you and 
the members of the Council at your con- 
venience.

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COMMUNICATION FROM MAYOR 


Lansing, Michigan 
July 29, 1957 


Members of the City Council: 


I have noted with some disgust a state- 
ment in tonight’s paper by John C. Mackie, 
State Highway Commissioner, which reeks 
with personalities. 


Due to the fact that it was nicely timed 
by the publicity agents of the State High- 
way Department so as to make it impossible 
for the City to answer the asininities which 
it contained, I feel compelled to make a 
brief statement tonight. 


Mr. Mackie, who has been reportedly 
fishing during the difficulties which have 
arisen between the City and the State High- 
way Department, asserted that I and some 
councilmen have yielded to local pressure, 
and as a consequence have installed two- 
way traffic at the risk of life and limb of 
the majority of traffic in the disputed area. 
I would say that we are very well satisfied 
with our installation of two-way traffic on 
these highways, and that it is proceeding 
in a very orderly and safe manner. The 
only possible danger exists beyond the City 
limits where, despite his reputed concern 
for the safety of the motorists, the Com- 
missioner has not yet ordered a cessation 
of one-way traffic. This small distance of 
some five blocks on both Grand River Ave- 
nue and Saginaw Street, from the inter- 
section of these streets as one-way traffic, 
of course, provided some hazard to the 
motorist approaching the limits of our 
home rule city. 


We have had what the Commissioner 
apparently feels to be the unmitigated 
gall to claim the right to govern ourselves. 
It is my suggestion that the common sense 
that Mr. Mackie urges on us be employed 
by him in the interests of safety, and that 
until the court determines this issue, he 
abandon his hazardous five block one-way 
system outside our City limits. 


We entered the contract for the recon- 
struction of Saginaw Street in good faith. 
It was our assumption that the other party 
thereto entered the contract also in good 
faith. Our citizens have bonded themselves 
to help provide an underpass on Saginaw 
Street not only for the benefit of this City, 
but of the community generally. If this is 
yielding to pressure then Mr. Mackie is 
correct. 


Better than three years after the formal 
contract was entered into, better than 
eighteen months after actual construction 
began and less than ten days prior to its 
scheduled opening, the Highway Depart- 
ment, in a unilateral action announced its 
dictatorial and arbitrary decision. This 
does not seem to me to appeal to equity. 


Recent traffic control measures hastily 
taken by the State Highway Department 
officials in other areas of our City are 
extremely faulty and have been taken with- 


out authority.

We wish to bring this situation to the 
attention of the City Council before a 
serious loss due to fire occurs; before an 
accident involving fire department  ap- 
paratus occurs; or before desperately needed 
first aid equipment fails to respond quickly 
enough to give assistance. 


It is the feeling of the members of this 
board that neither the fire department 
nor the police department under its ad- 
ministration should be held responsible 
for additional losses that may occur be- 
cause of delay in emergency equipment and 
personnel arriving at the scene. 


We are also gravely concerned about 
possible injury to personnel or citizens when 
these departments are using inadequate 
streets to arrive at their destinations.

Section 1. Section 1 of Ordinance No. 83 
entitled, ‘‘An ordinance relative to the 
owning and keeping of dogs and regulating 
the running at large of such dogs, provid- 
ing for the killing of dogs and penalties 
for violation hereof’’ is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 


Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, PERSONS, firm or corporation to 
keep, possess, harbor or have the care or 
charge of any dog, male or female, of the 
age of three months or over within the City 
of Lansing unless such dog shall wear a 
collar to which is attached the license tag 
provided for by the laws of the State of 
Michigan. Providing: that this ordinance 
shall not apply to transporting a dog 
through the City of Lansing, such dog 
being taxed at the residence of the owner. 
IT SHALL BE UNLAWFUL FOR ANY 
PERSON, PERSONS, FIRM OR COR- 
PORATION TO KEEP, POSSESS, HAR-

Section 1. That the name of the street 
known as Euclid Street be changed to 
Brownwood Street, and shall henceforth 
be named and known as Brownwood Street.

Whenever any public sidewalk 
in the City of Battle Creek shall be ob- 
structed or encumbered by reason of any 
snow, ice, water, slush, mud, dirt, filth, 
rubbish, debris, leaves, or any other thing, 
article or substance which may have fallen, 
formed, accumulate or been placed or 
dropped upon said sidewalk, it shall be the 
duty of the owner, occupant, tenant or 
lessee of the premises adjacent to and 
abutting upon the said sidewalk, and the 
said owner, occupant, tenant or lessee is 
hereby required to remove the said encum- 
brance or obstruction, or cause the same to 
be removed, or effect such other disposal 
thereof as shall be hereinafter set forth; 
and the said owner, occupant, tenant or 
lessee shall keep and maintain the said 
sidewalk free and clear of all encumbrances 
and obstructions and at all times safe and 
convenient for the use of the public. 


Section 2. Whenever any snow shall fall 
or drift on or across any public sidewalk 
of this city, the owner, occupant, tenant or 
lessee of the premises adjacent to or 
abutting upon said sidewalk, shall remove 
the said snow or cause the same to be re- 
moved within the periods of time herein 
limited, to-wit: snow that has accumulated 
in or during the night time shall be re- 
moved by twelve o’clock noon; snow falling 
or drifting during the day shall be re- 
moved before noon of the following day. 


Section 3. Whenever any ice shall form 
on any public sidewalk, the owner, occu- 
pant, lessee or tenant of the premises ad- 
jacent to or abutting upon said sidewalk, 
shall, if practicable, immediately remove 
the said ice, or cause the same to be re- 
moved; provided, that when immediate re- 
moval is impracticable, the said owner, 
occupant, lessee or tenant shall immedi- 
ately cause suitable abrasives or chemicals 
to be strewn upon the said ice in such a 
Manner and in such quantities as to pre- 
vent the said sidewalk from being slippery 
and dangerous to pedestrians using the 
same, and the said ice shall be removed at 
the earliest possible moment thereafter. 


Section 4. The owner, occupant, tenant

or lessee of the premises adjacent to or 
abutting upon any public sidewalk, shall at 
all times keep such sidewalk free and clear 
from dirt, filth, rubbish, debris and other 
foreign material or substance. 


Section 5. No person shall sweep, throw 
or deposit any paper, waste, sweepings, 
trash or debris upon any public sidewalk 
of the City of Battle Creek. 


Section 6. In all cases when it becomes 
necessary that snow or ice be _ shoveled, 
plowed, brushed, or deposited into any 
public street, it shall be done in such a 
manner as to leave a smooth and level 
surface so that public travel shall not be 
impeded nor obstructed thereby. 


Section 7. If any owner, tenant, lessee 
or occupant of any real property shall 
refuse or neglect to keep any public side- 
walk in front of, adjacent to or abutting 
upon any property owned and/or occupied 
by him or them free from snow, ice, dirt, 
rubbish, debris, or other obstruction or 
foreign matter, for a period of twenty-four 
(24) consecutive hours, or more, then the 
City shall, without further notice, cause 
the same to be removed from such sidewalk, 
and the cost and expense thereof shall be 
charged and assessed against the premises 
thereby benefitted in accordance with the 
terms hereof. 


Section 8. It shall be the duty of the 
Director of Buildings and Grounds, or such 
other officer designated by the City Com- 
mission, to make a complete report to the 
City Commission when any snow, ice or 
other material has been removed from any 
sidewalk by or at the expense of the City, 
and the proportionate cost and expense to 
be charged to such lot or parcel of real 
property. 


Section 9. The City Commission shall, 
by resolution, appoint a time at which it 
will make assessments for the removal of 
any snow, ice or other material from public 
sidewalks and shall cause notice of the 
time it will act thereon to be given by first 
class mail to the owner, or owners, of all 
property to be assessed as shown by the 
current tax roll of the City, such notice to 
be posted at least ten (10) days prior to 
the time appointed for such hearing. 


Section 10. At the time appointed for 
acting on such special assessment, or at 
such subsequent time to which said action 
may be adjourned, the City Commission 
shall proceed by resolution to assess the 
lot, lots and/or premises adjacent to and 
abutting the sidewalk that have been 
cleared of snow, ice or other material with 
the property cost and expense thereof, and 
the adoption of such resolution shall con- 
stitute and be construed as conformation 
of a special assessment roll. 


Section 11. Upon conformation of such 
special assessment roll in the manner above 
set forth, the special assessment shall be- 
come a debt due the City from the person 
or persons to whom they are assessed and 
shall be due and payable at such time as 
the City Commission, by resolution, shall 
prescribe, and shall until paid be and con- 
stitute a lien upon the property assessed 
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for the amount of such assessment and all 
interest and charges added thereto, and the 
City Commission shall order the City Asses- 
sor to spread the amount thereon upon the 
special assessment roll as a special assess- 
ment upon and against such lot or premises. 
Such special assessment shall be of the 
same character and have the same effect 
as other special assessments provided for 
by the Charter of the City of Battle Creek, 
and shall be collected in the same manner 
as other city taxes and assessments. 


Section 12. The City may collect the 
amount of any assessment determined as 
aforesaid, together with all interest charges 
and fees due thereon plus costs of suit in 
an action of assumpsit against the owner, 
tenant, lessee and/or occupant of any lot 
or premises to which assessment applies. 


Section 13. Failure to mail any notice 
required to be sent by this Ordinance shall 
not invalidate any assessment made here- 
under or any assessment roll. 


Section 14. Nothing in this Ordinance 
shall be construed to relieve any property 
owner, occupant, tenant or lessee from 
legal responsibility for permitting slippery 
or dangerous conditions to exist upon side- 
walks adjacent to and abutting upon prop- 
erty owned or occupied by them, without 
regard to whether or not such sidewalks 
have or have not been cleaned by the City. 


Section 15. The terms and provisions of 
this Ordinance shall not apply to any public 
sidewalk located adjacent to and abutting 
upon real property used for residential 
purposes only. 


Section 16. Any person, firm or corpra- 
tion violating any provision of this Ordi- 
nance shall upon conviction thereof be 
subject to a fine of not more than One 
Hundred ($100.00) Dollars or to imprison- 
ment in the County Jail for a period of 
not more than ninety (90) days, or to both 
such fine and imprisonment in the discre- 
tion of the court. Each day that a viola- 
tion of this ordinance is continued or per- 
mitted to exist shall constitute a separate 
offense punishable upon conviction in the 
manner prescribed in this section. 


Section 17. The terms and conditions of 
this Ordinance are declared to be severable, 
and if any clause, sentence, paragraph or

Re: Your resolution of August 12, 1957, 
concerning the adoption of a new 
Building Code. 


Concerning our present code I wish to 
state that, to my knowledge, we have never 
had to refuse a permit for any type of safe 
and sound construction. At least until now, 
the code has been flexible enough to take 
care of any so-called ‘“‘modern improve- 
ments in construction.’”’ This covers both 
materials and methods of construction. 


The fact that the code is old (having 
been adopted in 1928) is very true, and 
possibly for that reason we should have a 
new one. In fact, its age is the only reason 
I have heard advanced for the adoption of 
a new one; and not the fact that it has 
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interfered with construction in Lansing in 
any way. The only type of construction 
that it has ever interfered with shouldn’t 
be allowed anywhere. 


I realize that our supply of Building 
Codes is getting low, and probably within 
the next year a decision should be reached 
as to whether to print additional copies of 
the present code or adopt a new one. This 
is strictly a matter for the Council to 
decide.

As requested, Lt. McCourt met with Mr.

In our opinion this structure is very 
sound. It would give twenty-four hour 
pedestrian assistance for the full year.

I would like to recommend the following 
locations be considered for the placement 
of such skyway.

Dear Ralph: 


Our engineer has confirmed the fact that 
there are no funds available in the Michi- 
gan School for the Blind budget for making 
the new boiler purchase. It will be at 
least one to one and one-half years before 
this installation could be made. He was in- 
formed that the combustion control equip- 
ment had been installed and that it was 
not the solution. 


In following up on the two request calls 
made by Councilman Heller, our engineer 
informs us that: 1. In the case indicating 
that the Lansing Heat Treat may be the 
offender, we found that, with the excep- 
tion of one furnace, all equipment is gas 
fired. The other is oil fired. All are oper- 
ated under controlled conditions. Further 
investigation in this area indicates that 
Universal Steel and Lundberg Screw were 
using oil fired equipment. Immediately to 
the west of the complaint area is a switch- 
ing station where the diesel engines make 
a considerable number of transfers early 
in the morning and late in the evening. 
As far as the plants are concerned, there 
Was no apparent evidence of them produc- 
ing excessive fiy ash. 


2. The case in which Melling Forge 
might be the offender, it was found that 
only oil was used in this plant and that 
under carefully controlled conditions. Fur- 
ther investigation revealed that Boichot 
has a concrete mixing plant in this area 
as well as a large number of railroad tracks. 
It is difficult to pinpoint which is the 
offender. However, an investigation of 
the area did not reveal that more than 
average fly ash was present. This could 
easily have been caused by a combination 
of the industries in the area.

which may be issued for the construction 
of any buildings thereon. 


Section 8. Said BOARD shall recom- 
mend to the City Council rental charges 
for the use of said buildings, the various 
rooms or parts thereof or of any portion 
of the area described, and the City Council 
shall, by resolution, determine and fix 
the amount of such rental charges. The 
City Council shall approve, by resolution, 
the form of contracts or lease to be used 
and the leasing or licensing of any part 
or portion of any building, or portion of 
the grounds thereof. The BOARD shall 
have the power to control said Auditorium, 
buildings or properties, subject to the 
provisions of this ordinance, to lease or 
license the same or any part thereof, at 
the charges or rentals fixed and approved 
by the City Council, and upon contracts 
or leases in- the form approved by the 
City Council, and no such contracts or 
leases shall be made at less than the rental 
charges approved by the City Council. 
Said BOARD shall have the power to adopt, 
establish, amend or repeal rules and regu- 
lations for the conduct and management of 
said buildings or property in any manner 
not inconsistent with the provisions of 
this ordinance. 


Section 4. All items of expense of every 
kind and nature shall be certified by the 
BOARD to the City Controller to be 
audited and paid, the approval of the City 
Council having been first had and _ ob- 
tained; Provided, that said BOARD shall 
keep a petty cash fund account of not to 
exceed Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars, 
out of which incidental operating expense, 
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requiring immediate payment, may be paid 
and a full account thereof shall be made 
at least monthly on or before the 10th day 
of the following month by the said BOARD 
to the City Controller. 


Section 5. The BOARD shall appoint a 
Civic Center Manager, who shall be chosen 
solely on the basis of his executive and 
administrative qualifications with special 
reference to his training and actual ex- 
perience in Auditorium management, ; to- 
gether with such assistants and employees 
as may be necessary for the economic and 
efficient service and management of said 
properties. 


Section 6. The BOARD shall prepare 
and submit to the MAYOR, prior to the 
adoption of the municipal budget for the 
ensuing year, an itemized statement ofthe 
sums of money deemed necessary for its 
operation and the City Council, after an 
examination of THE MAYOR’S RECOM- 
MENDATION, and such other proceedings,

OVERTIME POLICY FOR SALARIED 
EMPLOYEES OF CIVIC CENTER 


Effective October 1, 1957 


1. Forty hours on duty shall constitute a 
' normal work week for all full-time, 
_ salaried employees. 


2. There shall be no payment made for 
overtime worked by salaried employees. 


3. All effort should be made to adjust work 
schedules so as to eliminate overtime 
work when possible. 


4, Overtime credits (compensatory time) 
shall be recorded for employees subject 
to the following conditions:

That such overtime is based on a 
reasonable and exceptional need. 


That the Civic Center Manager shall 
be responsible for approving such 
overtime. 


The Civic Center Manager may per- 
mit employees, who have accumulated 
overtime credit, to take occasional 
time off when work schedule per- 
mits, and with a maximum time off 
of 24 hours or three consecutive days. 


That overtime credits may be used 
to extend sick leave credits provid- 
viding that sick leave credits are 
exhausted. 


That overtime credits shall not be 
used by employees to extend annual 
vacation time without permission of 
the Manager. 


That overtime credits may not be 
used or accumulated in fractions of 
hours. 


That overtime credits may not be 
accumulated in excess of 80 hours. 
This credited time must be taken 
within thirty (80) days after it is 
earned or otherwise it will be for- 
feited. Any exemption to this rule 
must be approved by the Manager. 


That all compensatory time credit 
accumulated to this date will fall 
under the provisions of this policy.

(D) Extra time credits may not be 
accumulated in excess of sixty hours. 


(E) Extra time credits shall be util- 
ized as compensatory time off during the 
same fiscal year in which such credits 
are accrued. 


(F) Extra time services required on an 
authorized holiday shall be subject to 
the provisions of this rule excepting that 
classified salary personnel employed on 
a rotating shift basis shall continue to 
receive holiday compensatory time off 
as they have in the past.

AGREEMENT BETWEEN 
CITY OF LANSING AND JOHN C. 
MACKIE, STATE HIGHWAY 


COMMISSIONER 
THIS AGREEMENT entered into at 
Lansing, Michigan, this _... day of Sep- 


tember, 1957, between the City of Lansing, 
hereafter designated as CITY, and The 
Michigan State Highway Department, by 
John C. Mackie, State Highway Commis- 
sioner of the State of Michigan, hereafter 
designated as COMMISSIONER, 


WITNESSETH : 


1. The parties hereto adopt the annexed 
“Statement of Plans of the Michigan State 
Highway Department for the City of Lan- 
sing,” which is marked Exhibit A and 
is hereby made a part hereof; of which 
Statement of Plans paragraphs 1, 2, 4, 5, 
6, 9 and 12 shall apply, specifically, to said 
Items I, II and II. 


2. Subject to formal authorization hereof 
by the Common Council of the CITY (which 
authorization shall include adoption of the 
Plan) and upon the Council’s consent to 
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the designation of the following city streets 
as state trunkline highways: 


(a) Marshall Street between Grand 
River Avenue and Saginaw Street 
(hereafter designated as Item I) ; 


(b) North Street from Larch Street 
to North Grand River Avenue, con- 
sistent with the Grade separation at 
the intersection of the lLarch-Cedar 
Street extension and the Chesapeake 
and Ohio Railroad, plans of which 
latter project have been approved by 
er CITY (hereafter designated as Item 


(c) Sheridan Street from Grand River 
Avenue to Larch Street, and extended 
West to Cedar Street (hereafter desig- 
nated as Item III) ; 


the parties agree to consummate the im- 
provement of the indicated portions of 
Marshall Street and to the consummation 
of Phase One of said Plan. 


3. Items I, II, and III, hereinbefore 
referred to, will be planned and constructed 
by the COMMISSIONER, who will also 
acquire the additional land necessary there- 
for. The cost of plans, land acquisition 
and construction, less any Federal funds 
allocated thereto, will be borne by the 
parties according to the applicable laws 
of the State of Michigan. The COMMIS- 
SIONER will proceed with the construction 
of Item I with reasonable promptness 
after the CITY’S compliance with Para- 
graph 6 hereof, and will proceed with con- 
struction of Items II and III as soon as 
feasible, it being contemplated that con- 
struction of all three items will be com- 
pleted within approximately three (3) 
years from date. 


4. Before commencement of construc- 
tion of Items II and III, respectively, the 
CITY, on request of the COMMISSIONER, 
will furnish him satisfactory assurance 
of payment of the CITY’S share of the 
cost of said respective projects. 


5. The parties will join in the negoti- 
ation of a tripartite agreement with the 
New York Central Railroad Company for 
construction and financing of the grade 
separation, being a part of Item III. 


6. Upon the Council’s formal approval 
of said Plan, (Exhibit A) and this Agree- 
ment, including consent to the trunkline 
designations (recited in Paragraph 2 here- 
of), the CITY will furnish the COMMIS- 
SIONER the certificate of the City Clerk 
as evidence of approval by the CITY of 
said Plan and its consent to said Desig- 
nations, and the pending suit between the 
Parties will be dismissed. 


7. Within 120 days after completion of 
construction of the three Items herein de- 
scribed, the COMMISSIONER will submit 
to the CITY, for its consideration, a pro- 
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posed agreement for the construction of 
Phase Two of said Plan. 


The CITY agrees, timely, to consent to 
designation, as trunkline highways, of city 
streets needed for completion of projects 
described in Exhibit A.

STATEMENT OF PLANS OF THE 
MICHIGAN STATE HIGHWAY 
DEPARTMENT 
FOR THE CITY OF LANSING 


1. Saginaw Street and Grand River 
Avenue will be operated for one-way traffic 
East of Marshall Street. 


2. Marshall Street between Grand River 
Avenue and Saginaw Street will be desig- 
nated as a state trunkline highway and 
will be used for one-way traffic southbound 
as part of M-78. The cost of the improve- 
ment of Marshall Street will be borne 
pursuant to Section 1 (c), Act 51 of 1951, 
as amended and supplemented by Acts 
153 and 262 of 1957, and the City’s share 
of said cost will be paid by the City, pur- 
suant to Section 1 (d), of said Act, as 
amended and supplemented, at the same 
time as its share of the cost of construc- 
tion of the first portion of the improvement 
of Sheridan Street. 


3. In addition to the designation of 
Marshall Street as a state trunkline high- 
way, the following streets will also be 
designated as state trunkline highways; 


(a) Sheridan Street from Grand River 
Avenue to Larch Street and its extension 
westward to Jefferson Street; 


(b) Grand Avenue extended between 
Jefferson Street and Saginaw Street. 


(c) Jefferson Street and Oakland Ave- 
nue (and the necessary extensions between 
gaps) between Grand River and the west- 
erly city limits of Lansing. 


(d) North Street from Larch Street 
to north Grand River Avenue, consistent 
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with the grade separation at the inter- 
section of the Larch Street-Cedar Street 
_extension and the C. & O. Railroad tracks, 
plans of which project have been approved 
by the City. 


PHASE I. 


4, Phase one will consist of the re- 
construction of: 


(a) North Street as a portion of US-16 
to enable the State Highway Comissioner 
to abandon present Grand River Avenue 
from its intersection with Sheridan Street 
‘to its present intersection with North 
Street and, on completion of the Larch- 
Cedar extension over the C. & O. tracks, 
to utilize that portion of North Street from 
Cedar Street to north Grand River Ave- 
nue, as a trunkline, coincident with which 
utilization Grand River Avenue from North 
Street to Cedar Street will be abandoned 
as a trunkline; upon completion of Phase 
One Grand River Avenue from Sheridan 
Street to Cedar Street will be abandoned 
as a trunkline; the abandonment of cer- 
tain portions of Larch Street north of 
Grand River as a state trunkline highway 
is provided for in the prior arrangement 
between the parties relative to the pro- 
posed grade separation project, the said 
“arrangement being set forth in a_ resolu- 
tion of the Common Council of the City 
of Lansing, dated June 12, 1957. 


_ (b) Sheridan Street is to be reconstructed 
as a three or four-lane, one-way trunkline

grade separation at the New York Central 
railroad on Sheridan Street. 


.56. On completion of Phase One the 
one-way operation on Saginaw Street and 
Grand River-Sheridan will extend to Cedar 
Street; in the interim, Grand River Ave- 
nue from Sheridan westerly to Cedar Street 
will carry two-way traffic and eastbound 
US-16 traffic will continue to be routed 
on Cedar Street, south from Grand River 
Avenue to Saginaw Street and thence east 
on Saginaw Street. 


-6. Construction on Phase One will be 
started as soon as possible. Upon the com- 
pletion of Phase One, Marshall Street will 
be abandoned as a state trunkline high- 
way. 


PHASE II. 


-7. Phase Two will consist of the exten- 
sion of Sheridan Street one way west from 
Cedar Street to Grand Avenue extended 
from Jefferson Street to Madison Street. 
Grand Avenue from Jefferson Street to 
Saginaw Street will be a state trunkline 
highway one way south. This phase is to 
include a bridge extending from the foot 
of Sheridan Street to the foot of Jefferson 
Street. 
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PHASE III. 


8. Phase three will consist of the 
reconstruction of Jefferson Street west 
from the river and its extension to the 
west to connect with Oakland Avenue 
extended into the West Side Field of the 
City of Lansing and over to the present 
Saginaw Street at the so-called Belt Line 
railroad track where a grade separation 
will be constructed to carry the merged 
one-way systems westbound on Saginaw 
Street. 


TRUNKLINE ROUTES 


9. At the conclusion of Phase One, Grand 
River Avenue (US-16 and M-78) from the 
east city limits to its intersection with 
Sheridan Street will be one-way west; 
Sheridan Street will continue with US-16 
traffic and M-78 traffic one way west to 
Larch Street, and M-78 will continue west 
to Cedar Street. Westbound US-16 traffic 
will turn north on Larch Street and con- 
tinue north to where it will intersect with 
the street presently known as North Street 
and then it will turn west on North Street 
and continue on said North Street, as 
US-16, to the present intersection of said 
US-16 and North Street. Westbound M-78 
traffic will turn left on Cedar Street and 
continue on said Cedar Street to the inter- 
section of the present westbound M-78 
route on the Main Street bridge.

to the city limits. At the conclusion of 
Phase One Saginaw Street will be one way 
eastbound from its intersection with Cedar 
Street. Grand River Avenue and Sheridan 
Street will be one way westbound from 
the city limits to Cedar Street. 


10. At the conclusion of Phase Two, 
that portion of M-43 running through the 
City of Lansing will be transferred to Sagi- 
naw Street, Grand River Avenue and Sher- 
idan Street. Westbound M-43 will enter 
the city limits on Grand River Avenue 
one way to Sheridan Street, continue west- 
bound one way on Sheridan Street over 
the bridge, south on Grand Avenue to 
Saginaw Stret and turn right on Saginaw 
Street and continue westbound to the city 
limits. Eastbound M-43 will enter the city 
limits on Saginaw Street and continue on 
said street to the easterly city limits of 
said City. At the conclusion of Phase Two 
Sheridan Street extended to Grand Ave- 
nue will be one way westbound; Grand 
Avenue to Saginaw Street will be one way 
southbound; Saginaw Street from its inter- 
section with Grand Avenue will be one way 
eastbound. 


11. At the conclusion ‘of Phase Three, 
Sheridan Street extended along Jefferson 
Street and Oakland Avenue will be one 
way westbound to the city limits; Sagi- 
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naw Street from the west city limits will 
be one way eastbound; Grand Avenue, from 
Saginaw to Jefferson Streets, will revert 
to a city street. 


12. (a) Cedar Street will immediately 
become one way southbound from Grand 
River Avenue to Saginaw Street in order 
MA handle US-16 traffic on a temporary 
asis. 


(b) At the conclusion of Phase Two 
M-43 will be transferred to Saginaw Street, 
Grand River Avenue and Sheridan Street 
and in the meantime parallel parking will 
remain on present M-43 within the city 
limits, commonly known as Michigan 
Avenue. 


13. These projects will be planned and 
constructed by the State Highway Commis- 
sioner. The costs of such projects will be 
borne by the parties according to the laws 
of the State of Michigan. 


The foregoing represents the plans of 
the Michigan State Highway Department 
for the City of Lansing to move state 
trunkline highway traffic to and through 
the City of Lansing in the safest possible 
manner with a minimum of delay. It is 
the intent of the Highway Department to 
complete these plans as expeditiously as 
possible, subject to the availability of Fed- 
eral and state funds for such construction.

It is recommended, for City Council con- 
sideration, that the following measures be 
taken in the near future to provide for 
the efficient and economical operation of 
the new facilities: 


I—That the City enter into a one (1) year 
service contract agreement with the 
Carrier Corporation.

At 
the end of this trial period, a favor- 
able performance check should result 
in the reclassification of this position. 
The normal duty hours for this job 
in the new building should be from 
7:00 A.M. to 4:00 P.M. 


III—That a new position, Building Main- 
tenance Man IVA at a starting salary 
of $4787 be authorized as soon as pos- 
sible.

IV—That a new position, Group Leader 
IIIA at a starting salary of $4180 per 
year be authorized approximately 
December 1, 1957.

This Agreement entered into at Lansing, 
Michigan, this —....___ day of October, 1957, 
between the City of Lansing, hereafter 
designated as CITY, and The Michigan 
State Highway Department, by John C. 
Mackie, State Highway Commissioner of 
the State of Michigan, hereafter designated 
as COMMISSIONER, 


Witnesseth : 


1. The parties hereto adopted the an- 
nexed “Statement of Plans of the Michi- 
gan State Highway Department for the 
City of Lansing,’ which is marked Exhibit 
A and is hereby made a part hereof; of 


which Statement of Plans paragraphs 1, 2,, 


4, 5, 6, 9 and 12 shall apply, specifically, 
to said Items I, II and III. 


2. Subject to formal authorization hereof 
by the Common Council of the City (which 
authorization shall include adoption of the 
Plan) and upon the Council’s consent to 
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the designation of the following city streets 
as state trunkline highways: 


(a) Marshall Street between Grand River 
Avenue and Saginaw Street (here- 
after designated as Item I); 


(b) North Street from Larch Street to 
North Grand River Avenue, consis- 
tent with the Grade separation at 
the intersection of the Larch-Cedar 
Street extension and the Chesapeake 
and Ohio Railroad, plans of which 
latter project have been approved by 
the CITY (hereafter designated as 
Item II); 


(c) Sheridan Street from Grand River 
Avenue to Larch Street, and extended 
west to Cedar Street (hereafter 
designated as Item III); 


the parties agree to consummate the im- 
provement of the indicated portions of 
Marshall Street and to the consummation 
of Phase One of said Plan. 


3. Items I, II, and III, hereinbefore 
referred to, will be planned and construct- 
ed by the COMMISSIONER, who will also 
acquire the additinal land necessary there- 
for. The cost of plans, land acquisition 
and construction, less any Federal funds 
allocated thereto, will be borne by the 
parties according to the applicable laws 
of the State of Michigan. The COM- 
MISSIONER will proceed with the con- 
struction of Item I with reasonable prompt- 
ness after the CITY’S compliance with 
Paragraph 6 hereof, and will proceed with 
construction of Items II and III as soon 
as feasible, it being contemplated that con- 
struction of all three Items will be com- 
pleted within approximately three (3) years 
from date. 


4. Before commencement of construction 
of Items II and III, respectively, the CITY, 
on request of the COMMISSIONER, will 
furnish him satisfactory assurance of pay- 
ment of the CITY’S share of the cost of 
said respective projects. 


5. The parties will join in the negotia- 
tion of a tripartite agreement with the 
New York Central Railroad Company for 
construction and financing of the grade 
separation, being a part of Item III. 


6. Upon the Council’s formal approval 
of said Plan (Exhibit A) and this Agree- 
ment, including consent to the trunkline 
designations (recited in Paragraph 2 here- 
of), the CITY will furnish the COMMIS- 
SIONER the certificate of the City Clerk 
as evidence of approval by the CITY of 
said Plan and its consent to said Designa- 
tions, and the pending suit between the 
Parties will be dismissed. 


7. Within 120 days after completion of 
construction of the three Items herein 
described, the COMMISSIONER will sub- 
mit to the CITY, for its consideration, a 
proposed agreement for the construction of 
Phase Two of said Plan. 


The CITY agrees, timely, to consent to 
designation, as trunkline highways, of 
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city streets needed for completion of proj- 
ects described in Exhibit A.

STATEMENT OF PLANS OF THE 
MICHIGAN STATE HIGHWAY 
DEPARTMENT FOR THE 
CITY OF LANSING 


1. Saginaw Street and Grand River Ave- 
nue will be operated for one-way traffic east 
of Marshall Street. 


2. Marshall Street between Grand River 
Avenue and Saginaw Street will be desig- 
nated as a state trunkline highway and 
will be used for one-way traffic south- 
bound as part of M-78. The cost of the 
improvement of Marshall Street will be 
borne pursuant to Section 1 (c), Act 51 
of 1951. as amended and supplemented by 
Acts 153 and 262 of 1957, and the City’s 
share of said cost will be paid by the City, 
pursuant to Section 1 (d) of said Act, as 
amended and supplemented, at the same 
time as its share of the cost of the con- 
struction of the first portion of the improve- 
ment of Sheridan Street. 


8. In addition to the designation of 
Marshall Street as a state trunkline high- 
way, the following streets will also be desig- 
nated as state trunkline highways: 


(a) Sheridan Street from Grand River 
Avenue to Larch Street and its extension 
westward to Jefferson Street; 


(b) Grand Avenue extended between 
Jefferson Street and Saginaw Street. 


(c) Jefferson Street and Oakland Ave- 
nue (and the necessary extensions between 
gaps) between Grand River and the west- 
erly city limits of Lansing. 


(d) North Street from Larch Street to 
north Grand River Avenue, consistent with 
the grade separation at the intersection 
of the Larch Street-Cedar Street extension 
and the C & O railroad tracks, plans of 
tg project have been approved by the 

ity. 


PHASE I. 


4. Phase One will consist of the re 
construction of: 


(a) North Street as a portion of US-16 
to enable the State Highway Commissioner 
to abandon present Grand River Avenue 
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from its intersection with Sheridan Street 
to its present intersection with North Street 
and, on completion of the Larch-Cedar ex- 
tension over the C & O tracks, to utilize 
that portion of North Street from Cedar 
Street to north Grand River Avenue, as 
a trunkline, coincident with which utiliza- 
tion Grand River Avenue from North 
Street to Cedar Street will be abandoned 
as a trunkline; upon completion of Phase 
One Grand River Avenue from Sheridan 
Street to Cedar Street will be abandoned 
as a trunkline; the abandonment of certain 
portions of Larch Street north of Grand 
River as a state trunkline highway is pro- 
vided for in the prior arrangement be- 
tween the parties relative to the proposed 
grade separation project, the said arrange- 
ment being set forth in a resolution of the 
Common Council of the City of Lansing, 
dated June 12, 1957. 


fb) Sheridan Street is to be reconstructed 
as a three or four-lane, one-way trunkline 
westbound to Cedar Street, including a 
grade separation at the New York Central 
railroad on Sheridan Street. 


5. On completion of Phase One the one- 
way operation on Saginaw Street and 
Grand River-Sheridan will extend to Cedar 
Street ; in the interim, Grand River Avenue 
from Sheridan westerly to Cedar Street will 
carry two-way traffic and eastbound US-16 
traffic will continue to be routed on Cedar 
Street, south from Grand River Avenue to 
a Street and thence east on Saginaw 

reet. 


6. Construction on Phase one will be 
started as soon as _ possible. Md the 
completion of Phase One, Marshall Street 
will be abandoned as a state trunkline 
highway. 


PHASE II. 


7. Phase Two will consist of the exten- 
sion of Sheridan Street one-way west from 
Cedar Street to Grand Avenue extended 
from Jefferson Street to Madison Street. 
Grand Avenue from Jefferson Street to 
Saginaw Street will be a state trunkline 
highway one way south. This phase is to 
include a bridge extending from the foot 
“ hala Street to the foot of Jefferson 

reet. 


PHASE III. 


8. Phase Three will consist of the recon- 
struction of Jefferson Street west from 
the river and its extension to the west to 
connect with Oakland Avenue extended 
into the West Side Field of the City of 
Lansing and over to the present Saginaw 
Street at the so-called Belt Line railroad 
track where a grade separation will be con- 
structed to carry the merged one-way sys- 
tems westbound on Saginaw Street. 


Prior to submission by the Commissioner 
to the City Council of a proposed agree- 
ment for the construction of Phase Three 
of said Plan, the parties will mutually re- 
view the advisability of proceeding with 
said Phase three in view of the then exist- 
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ing traffic patterns and volumes and the 
then financial circumstances of the parties. 


TRUNKLINE ROUTES 


9. At the conclusion of Phase One, 
Grand River Avenue (US-16 and M-78) 
from the east city limits to its intersection 
with Sheridan Street will be one-way west; 
Sheridan Street will continue with US-16 
traffic and M-78 traffic one-way west to 
Larch Street, and M-78 will continue west 
to Cedar Street. Westbound US-16 traffic 
will turn north on Larch Street and con- 
tinue north to where it will intersect with 
the street presently known as North Street 
and then it will turn west on North Street 
and continue on said North Street. as US- 
16, to the present intersection of said US-16 
and North Street. Westbound M-78 traffic 
will turn left on Cedar Street and continue 
on said Cedar Street to the intersection of 
the present westbound M-78 route on the 
Main Street bridge. Eastbound US-16 traffic 
will go east on North Street where said 
street presently intersects with US-16, to 
Cedar Street where it will turn south on 
Cedar Street and continue to Saginaw 
Street, where it will turn east on Saginaw 
Street and continue easterly to the city 
limits. At the conclusion of Phase One, 
Saginaw Street will be one-way eastbound 
from its intersection with Cedar Street. 
Grand River Avenue and Sheridan Street 
will be one-way westbound from the city 
limits to Cedar Street. 


10. At the conclusion of Phase Two, that 
portion of M-43 running through the City 
of Lansing will be transferred to Saginaw 
Street, Grand River Avenue and Sheridan 
Street. Westbound M-43 will enter the city 
limits on Grand River Avenue one-way to 
Sheridan Street, continue westbound one- 
way on Sheridan Street over the bridge, 
south on Grand Avenue to Saginaw Street 
and turn right on Saginaw Street and 
continue westbound to the city limits. East- 
bound M-43 will enter the city limits on 
Saginaw Street and continue on said street 
to the easterly city limits of said City. At 
the conclusion of Phase Two Sheridan 
Street extended to Grand Avenue will be 
one-way westbound ; Grand Avenue to Sagi- 
naw Street will be one-way southbound; 
Saginaw Street from its intersection with 
Grand Avenue will be one-way eastbound. 


11. At the conclusion of Phase Three, 
Sheridan Street extended along Jefferson 
Street and Oakland Avenue will be one- 
way westbound to the city limits; Saginaw 
Street from the west city limits will be 
one-way eastbound; Grand Avenue, from 
Saginaw to Jefferson Streets, will revert 
to a city street. 


12. (a) Cedar Street will immediately be- 
come one-way southbound from Grand River 
Avenue to Saginaw Street in order to 
handle US-16 traffic on a temporary basis. 


(b) At the conclusion of Phase Two, 
M-43 will be transferred to Saginaw Street, 
Grand River Avenue and Sheridan Street 
and in the meantime parallel parking will 
remain on present M-43 within the city 
limits, commonly known as Michigan Ave- 
nue. 
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13. These projects will be planned and 
constructed by the State Highway Com- 
missioner. The costs of such projects will 
be borne by the parties according to the 
laws of the State of Michigan. 


The foregoing represents the plans of 
the Michigan State Highway Department 
for the City of Lansing to move state 
trunkline highway traffic to and through 
the City of Lansing in the safest possible 
manner with a minimum of delay. It is 
the intent of the Highway Department to 
complete these plans as expeditiously as 
possible, subject to the availability of 
Federal and state funds for such construc- 
tion.

It has been brought to our attention 
that there is a misunderstanding which 
exists concerning a letter written out of 


OCTOBER 21, 1957 


this Department relative to a pedestrian 
overpass manufactured by the Scarlett 
Sales and Engineering Company. This 
letter stated that the details submitted by 
the Scarlett firm indicated that the struc- 
ture would be sound within the span 
limits given by Mr. Scarlett. 


This letter does not constitute an ap- 
proval of Mr. Scarlett’s design in prefer- 
ence to competitive designs since this is 
contrary to Departmental policy. This letter 
of Mr. Bauerle stated that no structure 
could be approved over a state trunkline 
highway which did not have all details 
approved for construction at only the site 
selected. This would involve approval of 
superstructure design, foundation detail 
and placement relative to safety of vehicu- 
lar traffic. 


If this Department were to seek bids 
or participate in the cost of a pedestrian 
overpass, we would insist that specifica- 
tions be written which would be specific 
enough to give a structure of the desired 
strength, service and esthetic character- 
istics along with requirements to _ the 
contractor regarding erection details. In 
order to insure the Department against 
failure of the successful bidder in con- 
struction and delivering the structure spe- 
cified. the Department would inspect the 
fabrication and erection and require the 
contractor to post a performance bond. 
Among all bidders who could meet these 
requirements, the award would be made 
to the low bidder. 


Commissioner John C. Mackie is very 
favorable to the use of properly designed 
overpasses over roadways for school cross- 
ing safety. This is the most positive way 
of providing a safe crossing for the 
children.

With the routing of traffic from Grand 
River south onto Marshall Street, the 
school traffic is faced with a serious prob- 
lem of children crossing Marshall Street. 


To give adequate protection to these chil- 
dren it will necessitate moving the school 
guard from Sheridan and Grand River to 
Marshall and Grand River. School safety 
patrols will be able to handle children 
crossing Sheridan Street. However, there 
are thirty youngsters which at present cross 
Grand River at Sheridan. 


These youngsters must be brought to 
Marshall Street on the north side of Grand 
River where there is no sidewalk. If it 
is possible to have a surfaced path or side- 
walk from Sheridan and Grand Rivér to 
Wood Street on the north side of Grand 
River along the Groesbeck golf course, and 
crossing lines painted across Grand River 
at Marshall, the crossing guard could give 
adequate protection to these children and 
relieve this forthcoming problem.

Confirming our recent conversation on 
the subject, we are seriously delayed with 
the progress of finishing the police wing 
of the City Hall because of the delay in 
getting the mechanical trades in shape to 
remove moisture from the building. We 
have asked the heating contractor to give 
us a positive written schedule of the earliest 
possible date he could ask for the city 
steam to be turned into the system. 


Subject to the order to proceed, the Mills 
convector covers are scheduled for delivery 
in August and the partition work for 
September. You, of course, understand that 
the heating system cannot be balanced until 
the convector covers are in place, therefore, 
we cannot complete the painting until after 
the convector covers are installed and the 
heating system balanced. 


We have been making every effort and 
have spared no expense in our desire to 
get the police wing ready for occupancy, 
but based on the foregoing conditions, we 
would like to schedule the completion of 
both the City Hall and the police wing 
for December 15, 1957. This will give you 
complete occupancy of the building except 
the Treasurer Office. 


Under this schedule we would start 
wrecking the City Hall Annex shortly after 
January 1, 1958, and complete the plaza 
in the spring as early as the weather will 
permit. 


Under Alternate #6 of our proposal, the 
sum of $133,000.00 is set up for the archi- 
tectural work in the plaza outside the 
building. 


Inasmuch as we did not receive the bids 
on the City Hall, we do not know what 
percentage of the mechanical trades costs 
is included for that work. 


We will present to you at that time all 
guarantees required under the specifications 
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and the consent of the bonding companies 
for the payment in full for that part of 
the work. At this time we could ask for 
certificate of final completion of this por- 
tion of the job and the retained percentage 
could be released. 


Your cooperation to that end is most sin- 
cerely desired, and we will adjust ourselves 
to assist in speeding up the completion in 
any manner reasonably possible.

This will acknowledge receipt of your 
letter dated October 21st and signed by 
Mr. Conrad relative to completion of the 
above project. We are taking the liberty 
of sending a copy of that letter, together 


with copies of this reply, to Mayor Crego, 
Alderman Bradshaw and Collins Thornton. 
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Following the luncheon meeting yester- 
day Mr. Wagschal and the writer made a 
thorough inspection of the building from 
top to bottom. As a result of that inspec- 
tion we are unable to agree with the last 
paragraph of your October 21st letter which 
reads as follows: “The police wing at the 
present date, and has been for quite a few 
days, is sufficiently complete to justify 
their starting to move in order to expedite 
the razing of the old annex.’’ 


None of the areas in either the police 
wing or main building are sufficiently com- 
pleted to justify a final inspection or the 
preparation of a punch list by our office. 
It appears to us that it will be at least 
three or four weeks, at the present rate of 
progress, before any areas reach a stage 
of completion where a final inspection and 
acceptance by the Owner can be called for. 


In that connection we wish to point out 
that the areas of the new building which 
must be completed and ready for occupancy 
before the City Hall annex can be vacated 
are the seventh fioor in the main building 
to be occupied by the Department of Pub- 
lic Service; all of the sixth floor court area 
in the Police Wing and the Business Office 
of the court along the South side of the 
sixth floor in the main building; the 
Drivers License and Traffic Fine Bureaus 
on the first floor; and suitable quarters in 
the main building for the City Plan Com- 
mission. 


Before the seventh floor can be made 
available for occupancy by the Department 
of Public Service, it will be necessary to 
have the two main elevators completed, 
tested, accepted, and put in operation. At 
the present the third elevator shaft, adja- 
cent to these two main elevators, is an 
open shaftway being used as a hoist. So 
long as this condition exists, it will be 
impossible to permit the public to have 
access to the seventh floor or to that por- 
tion of the sixth floor which will house the 
Business Office of the Municipal] Courts. 


The changes contemplated on the fifth 
floor to which you refer in the middle para- 
graph of your October 21st letter should not 
delay completion of the areas required for 
occupancy by the tenants of the City Hall] 
annex. We assure you that our office is 
ready to cooperate with you in every way 
in expediting a final inspection and ap- 
proval of the areas of the new building re- 
quired for occupancy by those departments. 
We will not, however, give such approval 
as long as any major items of work in the 
area, or in connection with access to the 
area by the public, remains unfinished.

The following Ordinance was introduced 
by Councilman Bradshaw, read a first and 
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second time by its title and referred to 
Committee on Ordinances. 


AN ORDINANCE ESTABLISHING A 
DIVISION OF PURCHASES IN THE 
FINANCE DEPARTMENT OF THE 
CITY OF LANSING— 


Creating the Office of City Purchasing 
Agent; Setting forth the Powers and Duties 
of the City Purchasing Agent; Creating a 
Committee on Standardization and Specifi- 
cations; Establishing Purchasing Proce- 
dures; and Prescribing Penalties for the 
Violation of its Provisions. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Short Title. This ordinance 
shall be known and may be cited as the 
Purchasing Ordinance of the City of Lan- 
sing. 


Section 2. Definitions. For the purposes 
of this Ordinance, the following phrases, 
words, and their derivations shall have the 
meaning given herein. When not incon- 
sistent with the context, words used in the 
present tense include the future, words in 
the plural number include the singular, 
and words in the singular number include 
the plural number. The word “shall’’ is 
always mandatory and not merely directory. 


(1) “Chief Administrator” is the Mayor of 
the City of Lansing. 


(2) “City” is the City of Lansing. 


(3) “City Council” is the council of the 
City of Lansing. 


(4) “City Purchasing Agent” or “Agent” 
is the Purchasing Agent of the City 
of Lansing. 


(5) “Committee” is the Committee on 
Standards and Specifications of the City 
of Lansing. 


(6) “Contractual Services’? shall mean and 
include all telephone and gas service; 
towel and cleaning service; insurance; 

- leases for all grounds, buildings, office 
or other space required by the using 
agencies; and the rental, repair or 
maintenance of equipment, machinery 
and other city-owned personal property. 
The term shall not include professional 
and other contractual services which 
are in their nature unique and not 
subject to competition. 


(7) “Supplies” shall mean and include all 
supplies, materials and equipment. 


(8) “Using Agency” is any department, 
agency, commission, board or other 
unit in the City government, except 
the Department of City Utilities, using 
supplies or procuring contractual serv- 
ices as provided for in this ordinance. 


Section 3. Establishment of Division of 
Purchases. There is hereby established in 
the Department of Finance, a Division of 
Purchases. 
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‘Section 4. City Purchasing Agent. The 
City Purchasing Agent shall be the head 
and have general supervision of the Divi- 
sion of Purchases. The Agent shall perform 
all duties required of a department head 
by law, and shall have the powers and 
duties prescribed by this Ordinance. 


(1) Position Specifications. The Agent 
shall: 


(a) Appointment. Be appointed by the 
Mayor and confirmed by the Coun- 
cil as outlined in Section 7.3 of 
the Charter of the City of Lansing. 


(b) Experience Requirement. Have had, 
prior to his appointment at least 
15 years experience in a purchas- 
ing office of a public or private 
corporation in an executive capa- 
city.

Keep in- 
formed of current developments in 
the field of purchasing, prices, 
market conditions and new prod- 
ucts, and secure for the City the 
benefits of research done in the 
field of purchasing by other gov- 
ernmental jurisdictions, national 
technical societies, trade associa- 
tions having national recognition, 
and by private businesses and or- 
ganizations. 


(e) Forms. Prescribe and maintain 
such forms as he shall find rea- 
sonably necessary to the operation 
of this Ordinance. 


(f) Standard Nomenclature. Prepare 
and adopt a standard purchasing 
nomenclature for using agencies 
and suppliers. 


(g) Vendors’ Catalog File. Prepare, 
adopt and maintain a vendors’ 
catalog file. Said catalog shall be 
filed according to materials and 
shall contain descriptions of ven- 
dors’ commodities, prices, and dis- 
counts. 


(h) Bulk Purchases. Exploit the pos- 
sibilities of buying “In bulk’’ so 
as to take full advantage of dis- 
counts.

Section 6. Requisition and Estimates. 
All using agencies, either by or with the 
authorization of the Head of the Depart- 
ment under which the using agency oper- 
ates shall file with the Agent detailed 
requisitions or estimates of their require- 
ments in supplies and contractual services 
in such manner, at such times, and for such 
future periods as the Agent shall prescribe. 


(1) Unforeseen Requirements. A_ using 
agency shall not be prevented from 
filing, in the same manner, with the 
Agent at any time a _ requisition or 
estimate for any supplies and contrac- 
tual services, the need for which was 
not foreseen when the detailed esti- 
mates were filed. 


(2) Revisory Power in Agent. The Agent 
shall examine each requisition or esti- 
mate and shall have the authority to 
revise it as to quantity, quality, or 
estimated cost; but revision as_ to 
quality shall be in accordance with the 
standards and specifications established 
pursuant to this Ordinance. 


Section 7. Prohibition of Interest. Any 
purchase order or contract within the pur- 
view of this Ordinance in which the Agent, 
or any officer or employee of the City is 
financially, directly or indirectly, shall be 
void except that before the execution of a 
purchase order or contract the Council shall 
have the authority to waive compliance 
with this Section as outlined in Section 14.4 
of the City Charter of the City. 


(a) Gifts and Rebates. The Agent and 
every officer and employee of the 
City are expressly prohibited from 
accepting, directly or indirectly, 
from any person, company, firm or 
corporation to which any purchase 
order or contract is, or might be 
awarded, any rebate, gift, money, 
or anything of value whatsoever, 
except where given for the use and 
benefit of the City. 


Section 9. Competitive Bidding Required. 
All purchases of, and contracts for supplies 
and contractual services, and all sales of 
personal property which has become obso- 
lete and unusable shall, except as specific- 
ally provided herein, be based wherever 
possible on competitive bids. 


Section 10. Formal Contract Procedure. 
All supplies and contractual services, except 
as otherwise provided herein, when the 
estimated cost thereof shall exceed one 
thousand dollars ($1,000), shall be pur- 
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chased by formal, written contract, from 
the lowest responsible bidder, after due 
notice inviting proposals. All sales of 
personal property which has become obso- 
lete and unusable, when the estimated value 
shall exceed one thousand dollars ($1,000), 
shall be sold by formal written contract to 
the highest responsible bidder, after due 
notice inviting proposals. 


(1) Notice Inviting Bids. 


(a) Newspaper. Notice inviting bids 
shall be published once in at least 
one official newspaper in the City 
and at least five days preceding the 
last day set for the receipt of 
proposals. 


(a-1) Seope of Notice. The News- 
paper notice required herein shall 
include a general description of 
the articles to be purchased or sold, 
shall state where bid blanks and 
specifications may be secured, and 
oe time and place for opening 
ids. 


(b) Bidders’ List. The Agent shall also 
solicit sealed bids from all respon- 
sible prospective suppliers who have 
requested their names to be added 
to a “Bidders’ List’? which the 
Agent shall maintain, by sending 
them a copy of such newspaper 
notice or such other notice as will 
acquaint them with the proposed 
purchase or sale. In any case, in- 
vitations sent to the vendors on the 
bidders’ list shall be limited to 
commodities that are similar in 
character and ordinarily handled 
by the trade group to which the 
invitations are sent. 


(c) Bulletin Board. The Agent shall 
also advertise all pending pur- 
chases or sales by a notice posted 
on the public bulletin board in the 
City Hall. 


(2) Bid Deposits. When deemed necessary 
by the Agent, bid deposits shall be pre- 
scribed in the public notices inviting 
bids. Unsuccessful bidders shall be 
entitled to return of surety where the 
Agent has required such. A successful 
bidder shall forfeit any surety required 
within ten (10) days after the award. 


(3) Bid Opening Procedure. 


(a) Sealed. Bids shall be submitted 
sealed to the Agent and shall be 
identified as bids on the envelope. 


(b) Opening. All bids shall be opened 
in public in the Council room by 
the Agent at the time designated 
in the notice of letting and shall 
be reported by the Agent to the 
Council at its next regular meeting. 


(c) Tabulation. A tabulation of all 
bids received shall be posted for 
public inspection.

Rejection of Bids. The Council may 
reject any or all bids, parts of all bids, 
or all bids for any one or more sup- 
plies or contractual services included 
in the proposed contract, when the 
public interest will be served thereby. 


(a) Bidders in Default to City. The 
Agent shall not accept the bid of 
a contractor who is in default on 
the payment of taxes, licenses or 
other monies due the City. 


Award of Contract. 


(a) Authority. The Council shall have 
the authority to award contracts 
within the purview of this Ordi- 
nance. 


(b) Lowest Responsible Bidder. Con- 
tracts shall be awarded to the 
lowest responsible bidder. In de- 
termining “lowest responsible bid- 
der,” in addition to price, the 
Council shall consider: 


(b-1) The ability, capacity. and 
skill of the bidder to perform the 
contract or provide the services 
required ; 


(b-2) Whether the bidder can per- 
orm the contract or provide the 
services promptly, or within the 
time specified, without delay or 
interferences ; 


(b-3) The character, integrity, re- 
putation, judgment, experience and 
efficiency of the bidder ; 


(b-4) The quality of performance 
of previous contracts or services; 


(b-5) The previous and existing 
compliance by the bidder with laws 
and ordinances relating to the con- 
tract or service; 


(b-6) The sufficiency of the finan- 
cial resources and ability of the 
bidder to perform the contract or 
provide the service; 


(b-7) The quality, availability and 
adaptability of the supplies, or 
contractual services to the particu- 
lar use required ; 


(b-8) The ability of the bidder to 
provide future maintenance and 
service for the use of the subject 
of the contract; 


(b-9) The number and scope of 
conditions attached to the bid. 


(c) Award to Other Than Low Bidder. 
When the award is not given to 
the lowest bidder, a full and com- 
plete statement of the reasons for 
placing the order elsewhere shall 
be prepared by the Agent and filed 
with the other papers relating to 
the transaction. 
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(d) Tie Bids; 


(d-1) Local Vendors. If all bids 
received are for the same total 
amount or unit price, quality and 
service being equal, the contract 
shall be awarded to a local bidder. 


(d-2) Outside Vendors. Where sub- 
section (d-1) is not in effect, the 
Council shall award the contract 
to one of the tie bidders by draw- 
ing lots in public. 


(e) Performance Bonds. The Agent 
shall have the authority to require 
a performance bond, before enter- 
ing a contract in such amount as 
he shall find reasonably necessary 
to protect the best interests of 
the City. 


(6) Prohibition Against Subdivision. No 
contract or purchase shall be subdivided 
to avoid the requirements of this Sec- 
tion. 


Section 11. Open Market Procedure. All 
purchases of supplies, and contractual 
services, and all sales of personal property 
which has become obsolete and unusable, 
of less than the estimated value of one 
thousand dollars ($1,000) shall be made in 
the open market, without newspaper ad- 
vertisement and without observing the pro- 
cedure prescribed by Section 10 for the 
award of formal contracts. 


(1) Minimum Number of Bids. All open 
market purchases shall, wherever pos- 
sible, be based on at least three com- 
petitive bids, and shall be awarded to 
the lowest responsible bidder in ac- 
cordance with the standards set forth 
a subsection (5) (b) of Section 10 
above. 


(2) Notice of Inviting Bids. The Agent 
shall solicit bids by (a) direct mail 
request to prospective vendors, (b) by 
telephone and (c) by public notice post- 
e on the bulletin board of the City

The Agent shall keep a 
record of all open market orders and 
the bids submitted in competition 
thereon, and such records shall also 
be open to public inspection. 


Section 12. Petty Expenditures Revolving 
Fund. There is hereby appropriated out of 
any money in the City Treasury, not other- 
wise appropriated, — hundred 
dollars (3... ..), which shall be 
known as the Petty Expenditures Revolving 
Fund.

The Head of the using agency 
shall have the authority to submit requisi- 
tions to the Agent for supplies available 
under the terms of a “price agreement’’ 
contract made by the Agent. 


Section 15. Emergency Purchases. 


(1) By Agent. In case of an apparent 
emergency which requires immediate 
purchase of supplies or contractual 
services, the Chief Administrator shall 
be empowered to authorize the Agent to 
secure by open market procedure as 
herein set forth, at the lowest obtain- 
able price, any supplies or contractual 
services regardless of the amount of 
the expenditure. 


(a) Recorded Explanation. A full re- 
port of the cirmumstances of an 
emergency purchase shall be filed 
by the Agent with the City Council 
and shall be entered in the minutes 
of the Council and shall be open 
to public inspection, 


(2) By Head of Departments. In case of 
actual emergency, and with the consent

of the Agent, and the approval of the 
Chief Administrator, the head of any 
using agency may purchase directly 
any supplies whose immediate procure- 
ment is essential to prevent delays in 
the work of the using agency which 
may vitally affect the life, health or 
convenience of citizens. 


(a) Recorded Explanation. The head 
of such using agency shall send to the 
Agent a requisition and a copy of the 
delivery record together with a full 
written report of the circumstances of 
the emergency. The report shall be 
filed with the Council as provided in 
sub-section (a) above. 


(b) Emergency Procedure. The Agent 
shall prescribe by rules and regu- 
lations the procedure under which 
emergency purchases by heads of 
using agencies may be made. 


Section 16. Inspection and Testing. The 
Agent shall inspect, or supervise the in- 
spection of, all deliveries of supplies or 
contractual services to derermine their 
conformance with the specifications set 
forth in the order or contract. 


(1) Inspection by Using Agency. The Agent 
shall have the authority to authorize 
using agencies having the staff’ and 
facilities for adequate inspection to 
inspect all deliveries made to such 
using agencies under rules and regula- 
tions which the Agent shall prescribe. 


(2) Tests. The Agents shall have the 
authority to require chemical and physi- 
cal tests of samples submitted with 
bids and samples of deliveries which 
are necessary to determine their quality 
and conformance with the _ specifica- 
tions. In the performance of such tests, 
the Agent shall have the authority to 
make use of laboratory facilities of any 
agency of the City government or of 
any outside laboratory. 


Section 17. Surplus Stock. All using 
agencies shall submit to the Agent, at 
such times and in such form as he shall 
prescribe, reports showing stocks of all 
supplies which are no longer used or which 
have become obsolete, worn out or scrapped. 


(1) Transfer. The Agent shall have the 
authority to transfer surplus stock to 
other using agencies. 


(2) Sale. The Agent shall have the auth- 
ority to sell all supplies which have 
become unsuitable for public use, or to 
exchange the same for, or trade in the 
same on, new supplies. 


(a) Competitive Bidding. Sales under 
this Section shall be made to the 
highest responsible bidder and in 
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conformance with Section 10 or 
Section 11 hereof, whichever is 
applicable. 


Section 18. Cooperative Purchasing. The 
agent shall have the authority to join with 
other units of government in cooperative 
purchasing plans when the best interests 
of the City would be served thereby. 


Section 19. Any person violating any 
provision of this Ordinance shall upon con- 
viction thereof be subject to a fine of not 
more than one hundred dollars ($100.00) 
or to imprisonment in the County Jail for 
a period of not more than ninety (90) days, 
or to both such fine and imprisonment in 
the discretion of the Court. 


Section 20. The terms and conditions of 
this Ordinance are declared to be severable, 
and if any clause, sentence, paragraph or 
section hereof is declared void or inopera- 
tive for any reason by a court of competent 
jurisdiction, it shall not effect any other 
part or portion of this Ordinance. 


Section 21. All ordinances or parts of 
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ordinances in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed.

Gentlemen: 

I have been requested to furnish an in- 
terpretation of Section 2.2, sub-section (1) 


and Section 4.3, sub-section (b) of the 
Lansing City Charter. Sub-section (1) 
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might seem to attempt, by the language 
used therein, to make the present charter 
and its provisions extend in time to a 
period when this City was governed by a 
different charter. 


It is my opinion that sub-section (1), 
as applied to the question of interpreting 
Section 4.3, sub-section (b), may not be 
so broadly interpreted as to in effect place 
the provisions of the present charter in 
the former charter. 


The pertinent question then, considering 
both of the sections above referred to, is 
whether or not a former elective official, 
elected under a previous charter, is subject 
to the provisions contained therein. The 
answer is no. Why? 


First, it is interesting to note that, 
though by sub-section (1) the charter might 
appear to attempt to extend back to a 
period of time beyond its adoption, the 
framers thereof were careful to include 
a miscellaneous chapter and schedule and 
enunciated in detail how the charter was 
to be put into effect and also included all 
provisions that were to become operative 
after the adoption and prior to the effective 
date of Monday, April 8, 1957. Part of 
Section 4 of the schedule chapter is rather 
important; “This charter shall take effect 
and become law for all purposes except 
as to wards and other matters specifically 
provided for in this section on Monday, 
April 8, 1957. 


It is probably needless to point out that 
if there had been a desire to apply the 
section on appointment, that we are con- 
sidering, to city officials who served under 
a different charter, a reference thereto 
could have been made in the miscellaneous 
and schedule chapters applying such pro- 
hibition to them retroactively. Even so, 
it is the feeling of the writer that such 
would have been discriminatory. Further, 
the law is clear that the intent and mean- 
ing of a charter must be taken from what 
the framers thereof wrote and not what 
they say. 


It is a further general rule of law to 
be found in both Corpus Juris Secundum 
and McQuillin on Municipal Corporations 
that a charter is to be considered prospect- 
ive and not retroactive. A review of the 
matter reveals, out of a number of cases, 
two that are as. nearly on the point as 
anything that could be found. 


First is Sunder vs. Collins, 219 Cal. 4380. 
In this case the City of San Francisco 
adopted a new charter containing, as ours 
does, a pension system for police and fire- 
men. It provided that no person retired 
from service and _ receiving retirement 
allowance should serve in any elective or 
appointive capacity in the city for which 
compensation was paid and which could 
conceivably result in one person drawing 
two retirement pensions. The individual 
had retired from the police department 
under a disability and had received a pen- 
sion under the pension system in effect 
at the time, which contained no such pro- 
vision as outlined above. It was held by

the court that as to this individual receiv- 
ing a pension under the old system the 
new provision that such persons could not 
serve in an elective or appointive capacity 
was not applicable. 


In a case in the State of New York, 
Bareham vs. City of Rochester, 222 N.Y.S., 
141, the court had before it certain amend- 
ments to the city charter of the City of 
Rochester which had been approved by the 
electors thereof, among which was the 
following: ‘‘No person shall be appointed 
to office or position, who has held elective 
office, in the city within one year.” A 
former alderman, under the other charter, 
who came within the prohibition was ap- 
pointed to office. The court disposed of 
this particular part of the case with one 
succinct sentence. “It is our opinion that 
this provisions is unfairly discriminatory 
and unconstitutional and we _ therefore 
declare it invalid.’? The decision rendered 
was unanimous. ; 


It would appear, therefore, that this 
prohibition applies only to those who seek 
elective office under the charter that con- 
tains it. ’

PERPETUAL CARE AND TRUST FUNDS 
Department of Parks and Recreation 


An Ordinance establishing the manner 
and method of investment and reinvest- 
ment of perpetual care and trust funds by 
the Park Board for the benefit of the 
Department of Parks and Recreation; and 
for the disposition of such perpetual care 
or trust funds when the object or purpose 
of such fund or funds fails or ceases. 


The City of Lansing ordains: 


Section 1. The Park Board shall have 
the control, administration, and the power 
of investment and reinvestment of all monies 
or property of the perpetual care and trust 
funds belonging to said Department, sub- 
ject to the limitations provided for in 
Section 2 of this ordinance. 


Section 2. The Park Board is hereby 
authorized to invest and reinvest each of 
the several funds up to the amount and in 
the classifications hereinafter set forth: 


(A) Up to one hundred (100%) per 
cent of each said funds in obligations of 
the United States of America, the State 
of Michigan, the County of Ingham, the 
Landel Metropolitan District No. 1, and 
the City of Lansing. 


(B) Up to fifty (50%) per cent of 
each said funds in obligations of domestic 
corporations rated by Moody’s Investors 
Service at not less than AAA. 


(C) Nothing herein contained shall pre- 
vent or prohibit the deposit of funds in 
interest bearing savings accounts or cer- 
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tificates of deposit in State or National 
Banks. 


(D) Adherence to the stated percentage 
limitations shall be determined on the 
basis of the par value and not market 
value of the investments. 


Section 3. Any investment service of 
similar nature, quality, and reputation may 
be substituted for Moody’ Investors Service. 


Section 4. To the extent that any such 
investments are issued only in registerable 
form the same shall be held in the name 
of the Treasurer of the City of Lansing 
for the benefit o the Department of Parks 
and Recreation. 


Section 5. The manner and method of 
investment and reinvestment prescribed in 
this ordinance shall be strictly interpreted 
and may be altered and changed only by 
amendment to this ordinance. 


Section 6. If at any time the object 
or purpose of any trust fund held by the 
Park Board shall fail or cease for any 
reason then the Park Board shall deter- 
mine upon a plan of disposition of such 
trust fund to and for a purpose as near 
as may be to the original purpose for which 
said fund was established.

These coaches would then be leased 
to Inter-City Coach Line Company for a 
variable fee being in minimum $1.00 per 
year per coach and being in maximum 6¢ 
per revenue mile. 


This Agreement should provide that: 


A—The company supply tires and bat- 
teries for the term of the lease. 


B—The company maintain the coaches 
in good condition except for normal wear 
and tear in accordance with accepted main- 
tenance procedures. 


C—The company provide adequate insur- 
ance. 


D—The company provide required oper- 
ating permits. 


E—The company confine the use of the 
vehicles to their normal local and charter 
activities. 


F—The company report mileage, revenue, 
and expense accounts as agreed upon with 
the City Controller. 


G—The company pay the City a rental 
fee for the use of the coaches according 
to the following formula: 


1—When the operating ratio of the 
company is 96% or higher a minimum 
fee of $1.00 per year per coach would 
apply; when the operating ratio is be- 
low 96% all additional profit would be 
payable as rental fees up to a maximum 
of $0.05 per revenue mile. 


2—At the end of each fiscal year the 
operating ratio of the company would 
be computed on the basis of the reports 
as directed by the City Controller and 
audited by a certified public accountant. 


3—Operating ratio is defined as the 
ratio of operating expenses to oper- 
ating revenue. 


H—In the event of company profits in 
any amount, these profits would be paid 
to the city as interest on the original pur- 
chase cost of the coaches up to 4% of that 
cost the first year and each year there- 
after on the purchase cost less lease pay- 
ments for prior years. Any interest paid 
will be included as an item of expense in 
computing the operation ratio but will be 
deducted from bus rental fee. 


I—The company would agree to apply 
any profits existing in excess of the 96% 
operating ratio and lease payments to the 
City on the purchase of additional new 
coaches up to 20% in number of the num- 
ber of coaches required to operate the base 
schedules as filed with the City.

We have made an inspection of the areas 
of the new building which are to be oc- 
cupied by the City departments now housed 
in the Annex.

As a result of-our inspection. we wish to

To the Honorable Mayor and City Council 
of the City of Lansing 


Gentlemen: 


Within the next twelve months, it will 
be necessary for Lansing to either adopt 
a new Nationa] Building Code by reference 
or to amend and reprint’ our present Build- 
ing Code. This will be necessary because 
our supply of Code books is low and certain 
revisions are necessary to bring the Build- 
ing Code up to present ‘standards. 


A group of men consisting of local archi- 
tects and professional engineers have been 
working on this problem for some time 
and I have been cooperating with them in 
analyzing the various National Codes and 
comparing them with our existing code. 
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These men are contributing a valuable serv- 
ice to Lansing. They are capable in this 
field and they are willing to spend a lot 
of time to arrive at an intelligent answer 
to a problem that is very important to the 
Building Department as well as the building 
trades in general. 


Article 27 of the Building Code which 
pertains to advertising signs does need 
some immediate attention. A strict inter- 
pretation of this article of the code will not 
allow, in many cases, a normal sized sign- 
board or billboard to be erected on the 
ground or on the roof of a building in Lan- 
sing, while it could be erected in any other 
city in Michigan that has a modern Build- 
ing code. 


When Lansing’s Code was adopted about 
thirty years ago, the height and area re- 
quirements for signs were probably satis- 
factory but they are not satisfactory or 
reasonable under present day standards. 
While the modern codes are more liberal 
in the height and area requirements, they 
are more strict on structural safety and 
safety is the main purpose of any code. 


I wish that you would consider amend- 
ing sections 27.08, 27.09, 27.10, 27.12 and 
27.18 of Article 27 of the Building and 
Safety Code as follows: 


GROUND SIGNS 
Section 27.08—Signboards and Billboards. 


Ground sign shall not exceed 35 feet in 
height above the ground on which they rest. 
The height shall be measured to the top 
of the sign. 


Section 27.09— 


Lighting reflectors may project beyond 
the top or face of the sign. 


Section 27.10—Bottom Clearance. 


An open space at least 30 inches high 
shall be maintained between the bottom of 
the sign and the ground; provided that 
necessary supports extending through such 
space, and the filling of such space with 
lattice or slats leaving at least 50 per cent 
of the space open shall not be prohibited. 


Section 27.11—-Fire Limits. 


Within the fire limits, ground signs more 
than fifteen feet high shall be made of non- 
combustible material, except that coping, 
decorations and mouldings may be of com- 
bustible material. 


Section 27.12—Set-Back. 


No ground sign larger than 50 square 
feet (unless erected flat against the wall 
of. a building) shall be located nearer to 
the street lot line than the established 
building line, provided that in the districts 
where no building set back is required, no 
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ground sign larger than 50 square feet in 
area shall be located nearer to the street 
lot line than 15 feet. 


Section 27.183--Wind Pressure Strength. 


All ground signs shall be designed, con- 
structed and maintained of _ sufficient 
strength to withstand a wind pressure of 
25 pounds per square foot of exposed area, 
allowing for wind in any direction. 


I also wish that you would consider 
amending Section 27.18.1, 27.18.2, 27.18.3, 
and 27.18.4 of Article 27 of the Building 
and Safety Code as follows: 


Section 27.18—Roof Signs. 


For the purpose of determining wind 
pressure and allowable height, all roof 
signs shall be classified as either solid or 
open signs. Signs in which the projected 
area exposed to the wind consists of 70 
percent or more of the gross area as deter- 
mined by the overall dimensions shall be 
classified as closed signs; those in which 
the projected exposed area is derived from 
letters, figures, strips and structural fram- 
ing members, the aggregate total area of 
which is less than 70 percent of the gross 
area so determined, shall be classed as open 
signs. 


Section 27.18.1—Material. 


Display signs that are placed above or 
supported on the top of a building or struc- 
ture shall be made of non-combustible 
material except that copings, decorations, 
lettering and mouldings may be of com- 
bustible materials. 


Section 27.18.2—Location. 


No roof sign shall be so placed as to 
obstruct or interfere with an exit way or 
so as to prevent free passage from one part 
of a roof to any other part thereof, or so as 
to interfere with light or ventilation re- 
quired or so as to obstruct any opening in 
an exterior wall required in this code for 
fire department access. 


No roof sign shall be placed so that any 
part of said sign shall come within one foot 
of the inner plane of the outer wall of 
such building. 


An open space of not less than 4 feet 
shall be maintained below the bottom of all 
roof signs, except for necessary vertical 
supports. 


Section 27.18.3—-Height from Roof. 


A closed roof sign shall not be erected 
to a height greater than 50 feet above fire- 
proof and non-com/ustible buildings (Types 
1 and 2) nor more than 35 feet above the 
roof of non-fireproof buildings. An. open 
roof sign shall not exceed a height of 100 
feet above the roof of buildings of fireproof 
and non-combustible construction (Types 1 
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and 2); and not more than 60 feet above 
the roof of buildings of non-fireproof con- 
struction. 


Section 27.18.4—Design. 


All roof signs shall be designed according 
to general accepted engineering practice to 
withstand wind pressures specified in this 
section. The loads shall be distributed to 
the structural members of the building or 
structure in such a way that these members 
will not be overstressed. 


All signs shall be designed, constructed 
and maintained to withstand wind pres- 
sures applied to the projected exposed area 
allowing for wind in any direction, in ac- 
cordance with the following table,

To the Honorable Mayor and 
Members of the City Council 


Honorable Members: 


As requested Monday, December 9, 1957, 
by Councilman Brooks in connection with 
the unwarranted bitter complaint of 
Councilman Kircher about the traffic regu- 
lations at Saginaw Street and Marshall 
Avenue, the following, together with at- 
tachments, explains why these regulations 
are necessary. 


To begin with, I know that the conditions 
on Marshall Avenue between Grand River 
Avenue and Saginaw Street are not good. 
Further, my views on the interim opera- 
tion are well known. However, having to 
use Marshall Avenue during this interim 
operation it must be made to work as 
safely and efficiently as possible. To do 
this it is necessary to inconvenience a 
few people—this happens in any traffic 
regulations anywhere. 


Knowing the area involved it is difficult 
to understand where the big demand for 
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the left turn north on Marshall Avenue to 
west on Saginaw Street comes from. There 
are seventeen houses, one church, and the 
armory on or near Marshall Avenue, all 
north of and within about four hundred 
feet of Jerome Street. The street pattern 
in this area being what it is there are no 
streets that intersect with Marshall Ave- 
nue north of Jerome Street to Saginaw 
Street. Traffic coming from the _ south 
headed north on Shepard Street with desti- 
nation north of Saginaw Street and west 
of Marshall Avenue can turn left at 
Michigan Avenue and proceed west over 
the newly widened thoroughfare to Penn- 
sylvanial Avenue and go north on Penn- 
sylvania Avenue to Shiawassee Street to 
go west, to Saginaw Street to go east or 
west—the latter direction over the new 
portion of Saginaw Street, to Sheridan 
Street to go east or west. Further, all 
trafic westbound on Jerome Street can 
easily continue to Pennsylvania Avenue 
and use the routes above. Those persons 
living on Marshall Avenue north of Jerome, 
churchgoers, and armory personnel whose 
destination is north of Saginaw and east 
of Marshall Avenue will find it easy and 
convenient to use Jerome Street to Penn- 
sylvania Avenue. 


Certainly, the area bounded by Saginaw 
Street, Maryland Avenue, Grand River 
Avenue and Pennsylvania Avenue, is no 
great attractor of traffic. If this area were 
an industrial area, it would be a different 
matter 


By referring to the attached map, you 
can get a better picture of the area men- 
tioned above. 


We have been questioned several times 
about the left turn prohibition at Jerome 
Street and Marshall Avenue. This prohibi- 
tion was put into effect mainly at the re- 
quest of the Resurrection Home-School 
Council. There are many students crossing 
this intersection going to and from Resur- 
rection School, Pattengill Junior High, 
and Eastern High. Two observations of 
traffic conditions at this intersection were 
sufficient to show the hazards to students 
with unregulated turns. Prohibiting the 
left turns made it much safer for these 
pedestrians and also vehicles in the inter- 
section. This, like all other left turn pro- 
hibitions, was unpopular at first, because 
we were changing some long established 
driving habits, but, when other routes were 
sought out, most of the complaints sub- 
sided. It has been found that, in most 
cases, the reduction in the number of acci- 
dents at an intersection far outweighs the 
inconvenience caused and that the occa- 
sional increase at adjacent. intersections 
never reaches the rate at the prohibited 
intersection prior to prohibition of turns. 


To return to the intersection of Saginaw 
Street and Marshall Avenue you will note 
from the attached print the location of 
the channelizing islands. The use of these 
islands might be questioned, but I can 
assure you that the traffic flow without 
them would be very inefficient. I had occa- 
sion to observe this operation before the 
islands were put in. Vehicles headed south 
on Marshall Avenue coming up to Saginaw 
Street on a red light would invariably stop 
in a position to block the right turn from

Marshall Avenue into Saginaw Street which 
along with the left turn, is permitted at 
all times, and would immediately cause 
Marshall Avenue to fill up. When the 
islands were installed the southbound thru 
traffic on Marshall Avenue had a definite 
opening and vehicles waiting for the green 
light to cross Saginaw Street do not inter- 
fere with either the right or left turns 
from Marshall Avenue into Saginaw Street. 


You mus realize now that it is necessary 
to keep the right and left turns moving at 
all times to attempt to keep the traffic 
moving on Marshall] Avenue into Saginaw 
Street and avoid more conflicts than now 
exist. To permit the left turn from Mar- 
shall Avenue to go _west on Saginaw Street 
would mean removing the west portion of 
the island and losing the effect of chan- 
nelization of southbound thru traffic on 
Marshall Avenue. We have been advised 
that the approximately fifteen school chil- 
dren who cross here find good refuge on 
this west island and that they are having 
no trouble crossing since it was put in. 
With the necessary west island where it 
is, it is impossible to turn left off Marshall 
Avenue to west on Saginaw Street. 


Even if the west island were removed, 
which it should not be, and a 3-phase signal 
used the minimum time for the left turn 
would be eight seconds—five seconds of 
green and three seconds of amber. This 
minimum time would have a _ disastrous 
effect on traffic in Marshall Avenue north 
of Saginaw Street as the right turn from 
Marshall Avenue into Saginaw Street would 
have to be stopped. Stopping and starting 
of these vehicles would be dangerous and 
time consuming. If the green time had 
to be increased the resulting delay and con- 
gestion would become greater—all for a 
handful of left turns that could use other 
routes. 


I think you can see why the present 
regulations are necessary at this inter- 
section. Certainly, the vehicle operators 
who can no longer make this left turn 
have enough intelligence to figure out other 
routes. I believe that the intelligence of the 
people in this area is the same as that of 
the people in other areas who have had to 
figure out new routes due to many turn 
prohibitions which are put into effect for 
the benefit of the majority of our Lansing 
citizens. SAFETY and EFFICIENCY of 
MOVEMENT must always outweigh the 
occasional inconvenience when regulations 
ad put into effect to try and achieve these 
ends.

We attach a map of the area showing 
the present location of traffic signals and 
the proposed location of traffic signals. 


You will recall that the request was for 
a traffic signal at Kalamazoo & Hayford. 
The map will show you that this would 
be an isolated signal and would not tie 
in with the other signals in the area. A 
signal at Kalamzoo & Foster would pro- 
vide gaps in westbound traffic on Kala- 
mazoo & Hayford. <A _ signal at Foster 
would tie in with other signals on Foster 
to the North. 


To accomplish the desired results, pro- 
viding gaps in both eastbound and west- 
bound traffic on Kalamazoo, it seems logical 
to install a signal at Kalamazoo & Fairview. 
This logic is further borne out when the 
area is considered. There is considerable 
traffic that follows the Main, Shepard, 
Elizabeth, Fairview pattern. In fact it is 
possible to squeeze under the C.&O. Ry. 
at Fairview & Main. However, in order 
to entirely justify this installation it is 
necessary that the present signal installa- 
tion at Michigan & Clemens be moved 
one block East to Michigan & Fairview. 
This sets up an area pattern much more 
desirable than having the signal at Clem- 
ens. Jerome deadends at Fairview and 
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the intersection of Michigan & Fairview 
is much more important now than Michigan 
& Clemens. 


As our traffic signal budget monies and 
equipment are all allocated for the current 
fiscal year we will not be able to program 
these installations and changes until the 
next fiscal year.

It has long been my opinion that this 
is a job that could more properly be 
handled by the City Dog Warden as it is 
in no way related to the usual activities 
of our department and, also, it comes at 
a period of the year when all of our time 
and energies should be devoted to the 
assessing of property. 


Furthermore, state statutes relating to 
this matter appear to make it clear that, 
in cities of more than 5,000 population, 
the census should be handled by the county 
or city dog warden as the Board of Super- 
visors may prescribe.
